FIRST  DAY. 
Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Saturday,  June  23,  1906. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  inaugurated  its  Annual  Meeting  by  a  service 
held  in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  at  9  a.  m.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Chancellor,  the  Holy  Communion  was  cel- 
ebrated by  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  who 
also  delivered  the  address  of  welcome  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Georgia. 

The  Board  met  at  10:45  o'clock  a.  m.  in  the  Walsh 
Memorial  Hall,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop 
of  Florida. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Chancellor,  expressing 
his  deep  regret  at  his  enforced  absence  from  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board. 

•  The  roll  was  called,  and  the  following  members 
were  found  present:  The  Bishop  of  Florida,  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  Bishop  of  Texas,  the  Bishop 
of  Southern  Florida,  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina, 
the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stewart 
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McQueen,  C.  B.  K.  Weed,  R.  W.  Hogue,  C  B. 
Hudgins,  J.  G.  Minnigerode,  D.D. ;  H.  E.  Spears,  J. 
H.  Spearing,  William  M.  Green,  S.  F.  Reade,  and 
Messrs.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  Z.  D.  Harrison,  Edward 
Rowland,  A.  C.  Leigh,  and  Jefferson  B.  Brown. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  presence  of  a  consti- 
tutional quorum,  and  the  Board  was  declared  duly  or- 
ganized. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  offers  to  our  revered  and  be- 
loved Chancellor  our  sincere  regret  at  his  enforced  absence, 
and  sorrow  for  the  cause  preventing  his  attendance,  and  begs 
him  to  accept  the  assurance  of  our  sympathy  and  our  prayers 
for  him  and  his. 

Resolved,  That  this  action  be  communicated  without  de- 
lay by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  rising  unanimous 
vote. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  called  for  nominations  for 
President  pro  tern,  of  the  Board,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chancellor. 

The  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  was  placed  in 
nomination  by  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  and  on  motion 
of  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida,  the  ballot  was  dis- 
pensed with,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  for  the  nominee. 
The  ballot  was  so  cast,  and  he  was  declared  duly  elect- 
ed President  pro  tern,  of  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Stephen  F.  Reade  reported  his  presence 
as  Trustee  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Leroy    S.  Bates,  of

Western  Texas.  The  Secretary  was,  on  motion,  in- 
structed to  place  his  name  on  the  roll  of  Trustees,  and 
Mr.  Reade  was  requested  to  present  his  credentials  to 
the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

The  Committee  on  the  Federation  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  notified  the  Board  that  they  had  associated 
with  the  Committee  certain  members  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  University,  and  asked  that  said  members  be  al- 
lowed to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  when 
the  report  of  the  Committee  was  under  discussion.

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to 
employ  a  Solicitor  for  the  University,  as  soon  as  a  suitable 
person  can  be  secured.  The  duty  of  such  Solicitor  shall  be  to 
raise  money  for  the  endowment  and  for  the  erection  of  all 
necessary  buildings  on  the  University  Domain.  (2)  That  the 
said  Solicitor  be  paid  a  sufficient  stipend  for  his  services,  and 
traveling  expenses  out  of  the  University  Funds. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  the 
Executive  Committee  was  requested  to  consider  this 
matter,  and  report  back  to  the  Board  at  this  meeting. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  nominated,  to  succeed  them- 
selves for  the  term  of  three  years,  on  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Davis  Sessums,  D.D.,  and 
Mr.  Z.  D.  Harrison;  and  for  the  vacancy  made  by  the 
consecration  of  the  Bishop  of  Cuba,  the  Rev.  F.  J. 
Murdoch,  D.D. 

A  ballot  was  taken  separately  on  the  nomination, 
and  in  each  case,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  for  the  several  nom- 
inees. The  ballot  was  so  cast,  and  they  were  declared 
duly  elected  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  read  the  following  let- 
ter, and  on  motion,  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Green,  and  Mr.  Z.  D.  Harrison  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  arrange  for  the  reception  of  the  por- 
trait :

Mr.  Fairbanks  submitted  the  report  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  on  motion  the  report  was  received, 
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and  the  action  of  the  Committee  was  approved, 
report  is  as  follows :

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Sewanee,  June  27,  1905. 

The  Committee  met,  there  being  present  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Ellison  Capers,  Chancellor,  and  ex-OMcio  Chairman  Rt  Rev. 
C.  K.  Nelson,  Rt  Rev.  Davis  Sessums,  Rev.  Stewart  Mc- 
Queen, who  was  elected  in  the  place  of  Rt.  Rev.  Albion  W. 
Knight,  now  Bishop  of  Cuba ;  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.  D. ;  J.  D. 
Shaffer,  and  G.  R.  Fairbanks.  On  motion,  Mr.  G.  R  Fair- 
banks was  elected  Secretary. 

The  nomination  of  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  as  Historiographer 
having  been,  under  the  rule,  referred  to  the  Committee,  the 
Committee  report  their  concurrence  in  said  nomination,  which 
is  therefore  confirmed. 

The  nomination  of  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose,  having  been  made 
by  the  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department,  as  Vice 
Dean,  the  Committee  reported  their  concurrence  in  said  nom- 
ination, and  recommend  that  he  be  elected  to  that  office. 

The  nomination  of  Rev.  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray,  having  been 
made  by  the  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  to 
the  position  of  Associate  Professor  of  Apologetics,  the  Com- 
mittee concurred  in  and  confirmed  said  nomination,  with  a 
salary  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)   dollars. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  die  resolution  of  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  in  reference  to  a  lease  of 
the  coal  measures  underlying  the  domain,  having  considered 
the  same,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  employ 
an  expert  to  obtain  full  information  as  to  the  extent,  thickness 
and  value  of  such  coal  measures,  and  if,  in  his  judgment  it 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  University  to  lease  the 
mining  privileges,  he  report  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such 
lease. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Reese, 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  notice  with  pleas- 
ure the  marked  improvements  which  have  been  made  in  the 
old  Grammar  School  building  (dormitory),  and  in  view  of 
the  expense  involved  in  these  improvements,  and  the  use  to 
which  the  renovated  building  has  now  been  put, 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to  furnish 
this  Committee  a  statement  of  the  amount  expended  on  the 
building,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the 
money  was  obtained,  and  the  arrangements  under  which 
the  hotel  is  now  being  operated. 

Resolved,  That  visiting  the  hotel  by  students  be  regulated 
by  the  authorities  of  the  University. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  and  Mr.  Lumpkin  be 
appointed  a  Committee  to  report  upon  the  subject  of  pro- 
curing insurance  at  a  less  expense. 

Resolved,  That  the  reduction  of  rent  petitioned  for  by  Dr. 
W.  C.  Looney  be  not  accorded,  it  not  being  advisable  to  estab- 
lish a  precedent  for  departing  from  established  regulations 
made  by  the  Board,  governing  the  rates  of  leasing  lots  on 
the  domain. 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  Mr.  David  A.  Shepherd,  an 
instructor  in  the  Grammar  School,  asking  that  he  be  placed 
on  the  same  footing,  in  respect  to  the  rental  to  be  paid  by 
Professors  and  Instructors  in  the  University  be  granted  in  his 
and  all  other  similar  cases. 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  of  the  Chaplain,  incurred  in 
obtaining  subscriptions  to  the  Chapel  Fund,  be  paid  from 
moneys  collected  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  this  Committee  having  under  considera- 
tion the  resolution  in  reference  to  the  Law  Department,  re- 
ferred to  them,  and  entertaining  the  very  highest  respect  for 
the  zeal  and  interest  manifested  by  the  Dean,  Hon.  A.  T.  Mc- 
Neal,  are  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  take  any  action  in  ref- 
erence thereto,  but  request  the  Chancellor,  ex-oMcio  Chairman 
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of  the  Committee,  and  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  the  Secretary,  to 
have  an  interview  and  conference  with  the  Dean  in  reference 
thereto,  and  to  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  this  Committee. 

The  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  the  reso- 
lution referred  to  them  respecting  certain  necessary  additions 
and  improvements  of  the  study  hall  and  class  rooms,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  ex- 
pend one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  to  fifteen  hundred  ($1,500.00) 
dollars  in  carrying  out  such  recommendations. 

The  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  the  giving 
of  information  relative  to  the  University  in  our  associated 
Dioceses,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to  attend 
the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  when  practicable,  and 
embrace  such  opportunity  as  may  be  given  him,  to  address 
such  Conventions,  as  the  representative  of  the  University  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to  ascer- 
tain if  the  services  of  some  suitable  person  can  be  obtained 
who  can  travel  throughout  the  country,  as  the  accredited  rep- 
resentative of  the  University,  furnishing  information  fully  in 
reference  to  its  advantages,  and  obtaining  students  for  the 
several   Departments  of  the  University. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  con- 
sider the  matter  of  offering  scholarships  to  preparatory 
schools,  with  power  to  act  thereupon. 

Resolved,  That  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  be  held  at 
Sewanee  on  November  22nd,  at  10  a.   m. 

The  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Committee  was,  after 
conference  with  its  members,  changed  to  November  9,  1905, 
at  Atlanta,  Ga.

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Atlanta,  Thursday,  Nov.  9,  1905,  5  p.  m. 

The  Committee  met  in  the  office  of  Bishop  Nelson.  There 
were  present:  Bishops  Capers  and  Nelson,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
F.  F.  Reese  and  Stewart  McQueen  and  Mr.  John  D.  Shaffer. 
Mr.  McQueen  was  elected  Secretary,  pro.  tern.  The  Minutes 
of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved,  with  the  correc- 
tion that  the  words  "  Associate  Professor  of  Apologetics  "  be 
inserted  after  the  name  of  Mr.  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Sub-Committee  on  the 
Law  Department. 

Rev.  Dr.  Reese  offered  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted, 
to  the  effect:  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  be" approved, 
and  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  the  Vice  Chancellor 
accordingly. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  (who  was  present),  made  a  statement 
with  regard  to  the  "  Sewanee  Inn "  and  the  relation  of  the 
University  thereto,  which  was  received  with  the  thanks  of 
the  Committee,  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese,  from  the  Committee  on  Insurance, 
submitted  a  letter  on  the  subject,  as  his  report,  which  was  so 
received,  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  stated  that  the  Supply  Store  of  the 
University  was  burned  on  September  23rd;  that  a  temporary 
store  was  in  operation,  and  that  a  new  store  was  being  built, 
the  insurance   amply  sufficing   for  the  purpose. 

Rev.  Dr.  Reese  offered  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted, 
that  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  execute  a  tenant- 
at-will  lease  for  one  dollar,  non-transferable,  to  the  E.  Q.  B. 
Club,  as  a  site  for  the  building  of  their  new  club  house  within 
the  limits  of  Elliot  Park,  the  same  to  be  built  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

Bishop  Nelson  offered  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  pur- 
chase the  house  now  occupied  by  Professor  Henneman  for 
the    amount    of    the    mortgage,    two    thousand,    five    hundred 
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($2,500.00)  dollars,  and  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Dean  of 
the  Law  Department  be  appointed  a  Committee  so  to  arrange 
the  transfer  as  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Hubbard  fund 
in  said  property;  and  further,  that  the  Vice  Chancellor  be 
authorized  to  purchase  from  Mr.  Colmore  his  two  residences, 
giving  the  note  of  the  University  for  two  thousand,  five  hun- 
dred ($2,500.00)  dollars,  at  five  per  cent  interest,  payable 
August  1st  next. 

The  Chancellor  and  Vice  Chancellor  were  appointed  a 
Committee  to  select  the  Preacher  and  Orator  for  1906. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  was  elected  to  deliver 
the  Semi-Centnnial  Oration  in  1907. 

A  resolution  was  passed,  giving  the  Vice  Chancellor  leave 
of  absence  to  go  abroad  during  the  approaching  vacation.

The  Committee  met  and  approved  the  Minutes  of  the 
meeting  held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  November  9,  1905,  and  the  Sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  ask  the  approval  of  the  Board  to  the  action 
taken.

The  Executive  Committee  also  authorized  and  em- 
powered its  Chairman,  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  to  pre- 
sent the  following  supplementary  report,  which  was, 
on  motion,  adopted: 

Upon  the  Resolution  of  the  Board,  referred  to  this  Com- 
mittee on  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Board,  we  recom- 
mend, in  lieu  of  the  plan  proposed  to  employ  a  Solicitor  or 
Commissioner  of  Endowment,  that  every  facility  possible  be 
afforded  the  Vice  Chancellor  to  supply  in  part  his  many  duties, 
that  he  may  give  as  much  time  and  attention  as  may  be  prac- 
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ticable  to  promote  the  financial  interests  of  the  University  in 
J"""'  securing  gifts  and  endowments,  believing  that  the  Vice  Chan- 

cellor is  in  a  better  position  to  effect  the  results  aimed  at  than 
any  one  whom  we  may  select. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  for  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials, reported  that  they  had  examined  the  creden- 
tials of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Manning,  as  Alumni  Trustee,  and 
found  them  correct;  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hogue  presented  the  following  re- 
port; the  report  was  approved,  and  its  recommenda- 
tions were  adopted,  that  the  amount  already  collected 
be  held  intact  in  bank  for  the  Grammar  School,  and 
the  Committee  be  continued  as  organized: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  secure  funds  for  the  erection 
of  suitable  and  permanent  recitation  rooms  for  the  Grammar 
School,  reports  that  it  has  collected  seven  hundred  and  ten 
dollars  ($710.00),  which  is  on  deposit  in  the  Atlantic  National 
Bank,  of  Jacksonville,  payable  to  the  order  of  Edwin  G. 
Weed,  Trustee.  In  addition,  there  are  promises  amounting 
to  three  hundred  and  ten  dollars  ($310.00).  Your  Committee 
feels  that  it  has  accomplished  very  little  so  far.  At  the  same 
time,  it  considers  the  demands  for  new  recitation  rooms  suf- 
ficiently great  to  have  a  Committee  to  continue  the  endeavor 
to  raise  funds.  While  3'our  Committee  has  no  great  confi- 
dence in  its  own  capacity,  and  would  be  glad  to  be  relieved 
of  the  work,  yet,  rather  than  have  the  endeavor  discontinued, 
it  is  willing  to  undertake  the  work  another  year,  provided  the 
funds  which  are  in  hand  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
bank  undisturbed.

The  Board  re-assembled,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in 
the  chair. 

The  presence  was  noted  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of 
Missouri,  and  the  Very  Rev.  Carroll  M.  Davis,  Cler- 
ical Trustee  from  Missouri. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing  moved  that  a  Committee  of 
two  be  apopinted  by  the  Chair  to  investigate  the  use 
and  sale  of  coca-cola  on  the  University  domain,  said 
Committee  to  report  back  to  this  meeting  of  the  Board 
the  result  of  its  investigations.  The  motion  was  adopt- 
ed, and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Spearing  and  Green  were  ap- 
pointed on  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  do  express  its  appreciation  to 
Mrs.  M.  E.  Bridges  for  her  yearly  gift  of  money  sufficient  to 
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support  a  scholarship  in  the  University,  and  for  her  purpose 
expressed  in  her  will  to  make  that  scholarship  a  perpetual 
memorial. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed 
to  communicate  this  action  of  the  Board  to  Mrs.  Bridges. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  moved  that  the  Board  en- 
dorse and  recommend  the  following  plan  proposed  by 
the  Alumni  Association,  and  the  motion  was  carried  : 

RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  ALUMNI. 

I.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  approaching  Semi- 
centennial Celebration  of  the  University,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Alumni  Association  respectfully  sug- 
gest to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  desirability  of  making  the 
Sunday  (third  in  Advent),  now  set  apart  for  the  offering  to 
the  Theological  Department,  the  occasion  this  year  for  a  gen- 
eral presentation  of  the  needs  of  the  University  throughout 
the  South. 

2.  That  the  Bishops  of  the  Board  and  the  Rectors  of 
parishes  in  Dioceses  affiliated  with  Sewanee  be  requested  to 
call  attention  to  the  work  of  this  institution  on  that  day,  and 
to  emphasize  the  importance  of  Christian  education  in  con- 
nection with  this  University. 

3.  We  further  recommend  the  distribution  in  the  pews  of 
the  Churches,  where  such  offerings  are  taken  up,  or  such 
addresses  are  made,  literature  descriptive  of  Sewanee  and 
calculated  to  interest  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  advant- 
ages of  the  place. 

The  Clerical  Trustee  in  each  Diocese  is  hereby  requested 
to  forward  to  the  central  office  at  Sewanee  a  mailing  list  of 
all  persons  to  whom  such  literature  is  to  be  sent,  at  the  same 
time  writing  a  personal  letter  to  each  clergyman  in  the  Dio- 
cese,  informing  him   that   such   literature   will   be    forwarded 
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from  Sewanee,  and  requesting  him  to  distribute  it  on  the  day 
r"^  appointed. 

5.  We  are  informed  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  that  the  Uni- 
versity has  already  taken  steps  to  provide  suitable  literature 
and  other  advertising  medium  for  the  Semi-Centennial  year. 
The  additional  cost  of  providing  a  sufficient  quantity  of  such 
literature  for  the  purposes  we  suggest  would,  in  our  opinion, 
be  more  than  justified  by  the  results.  The  plan  here  proposed 
contemplates  nothing  less  than  a  concerted  and  widespread 
"  Forward  Movement "  in  behalf  of  Sewanee  in  every  Diocese 
pledged  to  its  support. 

Such  advertisement  of  the  University  would  prepare  the 
way  for  more  specialized  forms  of  work  already  undertaken 
by  the  Chaplain,  and  to  be  undertaken,  under  resolution  of 
this  Association,  during  the  coming  winter  by  the  Vice 
Chancellor. 

By  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  subject  of  the  gift  of  $5,000.00,  by  Mrs.  Dud- 
ley, for  a  memorial  scholarship  to  Bishop  Dudley  be 
and  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Endow- 
ment to  enquire  what  action,  if  any,  has  been  taken 
thereon,  and  if  none  have  been  taken,  to  recommend 
proper  action. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reade,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  Missouri,  the  Bishop  of 
North  Carolina,  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  and  the  Bishop  of 
Arkansas,  be  a  Committee  to  construct  a  prayer  for  the  Uni- 
versity, and  report  said  prayer  to  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hogue,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  Alabama,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
VIcQueen  and  Reade,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  consult 
vith  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  find  out  whether  there  has  been 
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any  move  made  toward  establishing  a  sub-station  of  the 
Postoffice,  a  telegraph  office,  and  an  express  office,  easy  of 
access  to  the  students. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  attend  in  a  body 
the  commencement  exercises  of  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School, 
on  Wednesday  next 

Adjournment  was  had  until  9  o'clock  on  Tuesday 
morning.

The  Board  was  called  to  order,  the  Bishop  of  Flor- 
ida in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were 
read,  and  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hudgins  reported  for  the  Committee' 
on  Sanitary  Measures,  and  the  report  was  received,; 
and  the  resolution  adopted,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  rejoices  over  the  general  good  health 
enjoyed  by  the  Officers,  Faculty,  Students  and  other  dwellers 
in  this  University  Settlement  during  the  scholastic  year  now1 
ending.  For  such  blessings  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  great 
Preserver  of  health,  and  the  Giver  of  all  good  and  perfect 
gifts. 

But,  being  mindful  of  the  truth  of  the  adage,  "  An  ounce! 
of  prevention  is  better  than  a  pound  of  cure,"  and  that  "  God) 
helps  all  who  help  themselves,"  therefore,  under  God's  provi-l 
dence,   in   order   to   insure   the   inestimable   prevailing   good1 
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health  in  our  University  Settlement,  we  recommend  the  San- 
itary measures  mentioned  in  the  Vice  Chancellor's  report, 
and  to  that  effect  we  offer  the  following  resolution : 


Resolved,   That   the   proposed    increased   system   of   water 
supply,    and   the    system   of    sewerage    purification   plants,    as 
/V  submitted  to  the  Vice  Chancellor  by  experts,  be  built  as  early

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Theological  Department.  The  report  was 
received,  Resolutions  i  and  2  were  adopted,  and  Res- 
olution 3  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
as  follows: 

~l  The   Committee   on   the    Theological    Department   respect- 

fully report:  That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  report 
made  by  the  Vice  Dean,  and  have  consulted  with  the  Dean 
concerning  the  interests  of  his  Department,  and  find  every 
reason  to  congratulate  the  Faculty  upon  the  excellence  of  the 
work  accomplished  by  them  and  their  students  during  the 
past  year.  The  number  of  students  has  increased,  and  their 
zeal  and  activity  have  been  marked;  The  Summer  School  has 
proved  its  right  to  a  useful  place,  and  a  more  extended  pur- 
pose; a  voluntary  class  in  Religious  Pedagogy  and  Sunday 
School  methods,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Leon  C.  Palmer, 
promises  new  development  upon  this  lane  for  the  future;  and 
the  new  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Chapel  is  nearing  completion. 
These  are  all  evidences  of  progress  of  which  due  recognition 
should  be  made.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  suc- 
cessful efforts  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Memminger,  in  instructing  the 
students  of  the  Department  in  reading  and  elocution.  It  has 
often  been  said  by  the  members  of  this  Board  that  such 
instruction  is  far  from  being  the  least  useful  effort  in  training 
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our  students  for  the  practical  work  of  the  ministry.  We  wish 
again  to  emphasize  its  importance,  and  to  express  the  hope 
that  this  may  become  a  permanent  feature  of  the  School's 
instruction.  Most  gratifying  to  us  is  the  recent  record  made 
by  the  Department  in  the  great  mission  field  of  the  Church, 
to  which  the  eyes  of  our  students  are  turned.  A  Bishop,  and 
at  least  one  Presbyter  in  Cuba,  an  Archdeacon  in  Alaska,  a 
Presbyter  each  in  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Philippines,  is  a  most 
encouraging  record  for  our  School,  small  as  it  is  in  numbers ; 
and  we  rejoice  with  the  Faculty  in  the  evidence  of  that 
larger  and,  may  we  say,  diviner,  comprehension  of  the  great 
work  of  the  Christ,  which  calls  us  both  far  and  near,  with  all 
of  consecration  and  devotion  that  His  service  demands. 

We  are  again  called  upon  to  record  our  grateful  apprecia- 
tion of  the  generous  gift  of  the  Misses  Zimmerman,  of  South 
Carolina,  to  the  St.  Luke's  Brotherhood   for  the  Increase  of 
the  Ministry.     This,  with  previous  gifts,  amounts  to  $3,000.00, 
which  is  a  fitting  memorial  of  their  sainted  sisters  in  Paradise. 
The  work  of  the  Brotherhood  has  been  specially  emphasized 
in  other  ways,  but  we  deem  it  of  such  importance  as  to  merit 
equally  special   emphasis  in   our  report  to  this   Board.     The 
Dean   thinks    it    essential    to   the    fuller    maintenance    of    the 
Department,   and  your  Committee  commends  its  purposes  to   ! 
you,    and    bespeak    your    unfailing    assistance    and    generous   j 
contributions.     May  we  not  venture  to  recommend  an  annual  j 
subscription  by  each  of  us,  as  the  most  practical  means  of  j 
publishing  our  interest,  and  thus  inciting  others  to  do  likewise?  I 

To  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  the  thanks  of  the  Board  are  ; 
due    for    his    generous    provision    of    a    working    theological 
library,  with  proper  equipment 

Your   Committee  has  had  under  consideration  the   rather  j 
strange  condition  by  which  the  Vice  Dean  of  the  Department,  j 
while  only  an  acting  Professor,  has  become  the  executive  head 
of  a  Faculty  of  full  Professors,  and  recommends  that,  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Department,  this  strange  and  anomalous 
condition  be  changed.    In  our  judgment,  the  Vice  Dean,  Rev. 
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W.  H.  DuBose,  has  fully  earned  his  right  to  promotion  to  full 
Professorship,  and  we  respectfully  offer  a  resolution  which 
seeks  to  attain  this  object. 

Resolution  (i)  :  Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Dean  be  re- 
quested to  express  the  thanks  of  the  Board  to  Rev.  Arthur  R. 
Gray  for  his  generous  gifts  of  means  to  equip  the  working 
Library  for  the  use  of  the  Department. 

Resolution  (2)  :  Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Dean  be  re- 
quested to  forward  the  thanks  of  the  Board  to  the  Misses 
Zimmerman,  for  their  generous  gift  to  the  St  Luke's  Broth- 
erhood for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry. 

Resolution  (3)  :  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  elected  Professor  of  the  Chair  which  he 
now  holds  as  Acting  Professor,  for  the  unexpired  time  of  his 
Acting  Professorship.

The  addresses  are  as  follows: 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  presented  the  portrait  in 
the  following  words: 

"Rt.  Rev.  Chancellor,  Mr.  Vice  Chancellor,  Fathers,  and 
Brethren  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  University: 

"  It  is  my  privilege,   as  representing  the  generous   donor, 
Mrs.   Olivia   K.   Race,   to  present  to   the   University    of    the 
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South  this  handsome  portrait  of  my  honored  predecessor,  the 
Rt  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.D.,  LL.D.  In  performing 
this  pleasant  task,  I  am  myself  honored  in  being  associated 
with  those  who  love  to  pay  tribute  to  high  and  good  and  able 
characters;  certainly  the  worthy  and  gifted  Bishop,  whose 
memory  we  honor,  in  pre-eminent  intellectual  ability  stands 
.amid  his  own  generation  as  Saul  among  his  countrymen.  His 
jemarkable  life  is  well  known,  and  requires  no  eulogy  from 
rme.  His  devoted  character  still  lives  in  the  fruit  of  his  work, 
his  pre-eminent  ability  will  ever  be  perpetuated  in  his  books, 
which,  we  believe,  will  never  lose  their  usefulness  or  their 
power.  I  have  the  honor  to  present  his  portrait  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  the   South." 

The  Bishop  of  Missouri  received  the  portrait  in  the 

following  words : 

"  By  the  courteous  kindness  of  my  Rt.  Rev.  Brother,  who 
is  serving  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  its  President,  I  am 
appointed  to  the  honor  and  granted  the  pleasure,  of  receiving 
at  the  hands  of  my  Brother,  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and 
from  the  generous  donor,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  this  portrait 
of  the  late  Bishop  of  Mississippi.  I  am  quite  sure  that  I  voice 
the  warm  and  grateful  appreciation  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Board  in  their  reception  of  this  gift,  to  be  placed  upon 
the  walls  of  the  Library. 

"  In  my  younger  years  I  remember  that  the  late  Bishop  of 
Mississippi,  when  a  Professor  at  Nashotah,  and  a  some- 
time resident  of  Chicago,  contributed  much  to  the  papers,  and 
indeed,  moulded  and  guided  them,  as  editor  of  the  "  American 
Church,"  giving  most  valuable  instruction  upon  the  history, 
polity  and  doctrine  of  the  Church. 

"In  some  articles  called  'First  Principles,'  and  'Copy,'  by 
his  strong  Saxon  words  and  his  lucidly  clear  thoughts  and 
his  common-sense  way  of  viewing  things  and  putting  things, 
I  am  bound  to  say  he  enlightened  my  mind  and  cleared  my 
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thought   from  much  haze   and   cloudiness   along  the  lines  of 
r~"  Theological  learning. 

"To  his  pen  and  his  voice  and  his  thought,  the  American 
Church  owes  much.    And  so  are  doubled  the  feeling  of  grate- 
7^  fulness  with  which   the  Board  of  Trustees  accept  their  cus- 

todianship of  this  portrait,  to  be  for  years  to  come  a  Memorial 
'  of  one  of  their  number,  now  gone  to  his  rest,  and  an  incentive 

to  us  all  to  continue  our  earnest  work  while  lasts  the  day  of 
life,  for  God's  cause,  and  for  His  militant  Church  on  earth; 
and,  may  I  add  in  this  presence,  for  the  welfare  and  advance 
of  our  own  loved  University. 

"  Vindicamus  nobis  apostolorum 
Non  honores  sed  labores." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Federation  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  was  made  by  the  Bishop  of  Mis- 
sissippi, the  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  the  Rev.  W.  H. 
DuBose,  and  Professor  Henneman,  being  present  by 
invitation  of  the  Board. 

By  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  Professor 
Henneman  read  a  letter  which  he  had  written  to  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  bearing  upon  this  subject,  based,  as 
he  said,  upon  a  letter  which  he  had  received  from  the 
Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and  along  the  lines  suggested 
by  him. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  then  read  a  letter  which 
he  had  addressed  to  each  member  of  the  Committee  on 
this  subject. 

After  the  reading  of  these  two  letters,  which  consti- 
tuted mainly  the  report  of  the  Committee,  the  Board, 
on  motion,  adopted  the  resolution  appended  to  the 
report,  to  the  effect  that  the  Committee  be  constituted 
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a  Commission,  with  power  to  sit  in  the  interim  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  continue  their  work, 
and  also  that  they  be  allowed  to  associate  with  them- 
selves in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  certain  others, 
whose  names  would  be  announced  later.  The  resolu- 
tion reads  as  follows : 


Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Confederation  of 
Church  Schools  and  Colleges,  created  last  year  (see  page  26 
Proceedings  of  1005),  be  made  a  Commission,  and  that  the 
members  of  this  Commission  be  authorized  to  increase  its 
members  and  fill  up  its  ranks,  as  circumstances  may  require. 
(See  Appendix  II.) 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Manning,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  report  offered  by  the  Commission  on 
Federation  of  Church  Schools,  with  the  letter  of  the  Bishop 
of  Mississippi,  and  the  original  resolution  establishing  this 
Commission,  be  printed  as  a  tract  for  distribution  among  those 
who  are,  or  ought  to  be,  interested  in  this  University,  and 
that  the  loyal  Alumni,  and  all  who  are  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  this  Institution,  be  appealed  to,  to  give  this  tract  as 
wide  a  circulation  as  possible;  and  that  the  Commission  on 
Federation  of  Church  Schools  and  Colleges  be  instructed  to 
carry  the   above   resolution   into   effect. 

It  was,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  be 
instructed  to  take  into  consideration  the  question  of  the  fire 
risk  of  the  University  buildings,  and  to  report  such  measures 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  insure  a  greater  degree  of 
protection. 
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The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  submitted  the  following 
r"  Report  No.  2  of  the  Committee  on  Degrees,  and  the 

resolutions  presented  by  the  Committee  were  adopted 
by  the  Board,  as  follows  : 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  presented  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Library,  which,  on  motion,  was 
received,  as  follows: 

The  Library  Committee,  after  careful  examination  of  that 
portion  of  the  Vice  Chancellor's  address  which  referred  to 
the  pressing  needs  of  the  University  in  regard  to  library 
facilities,  more  adequate  funds,  and  the  necessity  for  a  larger 
supply  of  new  books,  respectfully  reports  as  follows : 

1.  We  indorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Vice  Chancellor 
that  larger  space  and  better  stack  facilities  be  provided  for 
the  arrangement  and  shelving  of  the  present  library.  We 
would  suggest  that  a  committee  be  apopinted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  provide  such  accommodations  as  shall  be  found 
necessary  for  the  present  requirements  of  the  library. 

2.  Your  Committee  approve  and  indorse  the  suggestion 
made  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  that  a  special  endowment  fund 
of  at  least  $10,000  be  erected,  the  income  of  which  shall  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  new  books  and  general  literature. 
We  would  suggest,  however,  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
immediate  funds  will  be  required  for  the  completion  of  All 
Saint's  Memorial  Chapel  in  time  for  the  Semi-Centennial 
Celebration,  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  solicitations  for  the 
Alumni  Endowment  Fund  are  to  be  made  during  the  coming 
year,  it  seems  inadvisable  to  press  the  matter  of  the  new 
Library  Building  and  of  the  Library  Endowment  Fund  at 
this  time.  We  believe,  and  firmly  believe,  that  Library  con- 
cerns should  occupy  our  attention  as  soon  as  the  Semi-Cen- 
tennial  objects    have   been   consummated. 

3.  Your  Committee,  deeply  sensible  of  the  growing  needs 
of  the'  University  and  the  sorely  inadequate  means  at  the  dis- 
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posal  of  the  Library  Committee  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books,  desire  to  do  something  to  remedy  this  situation.  We 
would  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  fact 
that  the  amount  available  for  the  purchase  during  the  past 
year  was  only  $400.00. 

If  it  should  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  your  Committee,  if  so  authorized  and  empowered, 
will  endeavor  to  raise  not  less  than  $1,000.00,  to  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Library  Committee. 

4.  We  suggest  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
be  extended  to  Dr.  J.  B.  Henneman,  Dr.  St.  George  L.  Sious- 
sat,  and  Mrs.  E.  H.  Shoup,  for  their  many  labors  to  maintain 
the  efficiency  of  the  library.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  Dr. 
Henneman,  Dr.  Sioussat,  and  Mrs.  Shoup,  for  their  labors  in 
the  past  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  the  Committee  be  indorsed  for 
raising  money  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  continued  for  the  next  year,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  enabled  to  carry  out  their  desire. 

Resolved,  That  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee  concern- 
ing additional  space  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  Academic  De- 
partment, the  Rev.  Mr.  Hogue  rendered  a  report,  and 
the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were  acted  on  seria- 
tim, with  the  following  result: 
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Resolution  No.  I  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Resolution  No.  2  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

Resolutions  No.  3  and  4  were  adopted. 

It  was  moved  to  refer  Resolution  No.  5  to  the  Heb- 
domadal Board;  pending  discussion,  the  hour  of  ad- 
journment arrived  and  adjournment  was  had  until  9 
o'clock  tomorrow  morning. 


FOURTH  DAY. 

Wednesday,  June  27,  1906,  9  a.  m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock,  the  Bish- 
op of  Florida  in  the  chair,  and  prayer  was  said. 

The  call  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were 
read,  and  adopted  as  read. 

Mr.  Whaley  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Law  Department,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopt- 
ed, as  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  read  that  portion  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor's address  relative  to  this  Department,  examined  the 
Exhibit  of  the  Dean,  consulted  with  him,  and  are  gratified 
to  find  that  there  is  no  backward,  but  a  forward,  movement 
in    this    part    of    the    work    of   the    University,    and    heartily 
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approve  of  the  commendation  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  for  its 

continuance  under  its  present  status.

The  presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Swope,  Clerical  Trus- 
tee from  the  District  of  Asheville,  was  noted ;  his  name 
was  called  and  he  announced  his  presence. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  presented  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee;  the  report  was  received,  Resolu- 
tions I  and  2  were  adopted;  Resolutions  3  and  4  were 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  as  follows: 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  26,  1906. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Finances  of  the  University  has 
for  its  guidance  into  the  condition  of  our  affairs :  ( 1 )  The 
report  of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  giving  a  resume  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  (Exhibit  O),  and  (2)  The  Report  of  the 
Auditor,  an  expert  accountant,  setting  forth  the  balances  in 
all  departments,  a  comparative  statement  for  three  years,  of 
income  and  expenditure,  a  deficit  statement  for  three  years, 
separately,  to  March  1,  1906,  the  condition  of  invested  funds, 
accounts  for  board,  tuition,  fees,  and  a  table  of  resources  and 
liabilities,  to  which  we  refer.  These  must  be  considered  along 
with  this  report,  in  order  to  aprpeciate  that  the  items  which 
seem  to  show  depreciation  of  income  are  no  ground  for  alarm 
or  discouragement.  The  comparative  statement  must  not  be 
accepted  literally,  for  the  reason  that  in  some  cases,  like  the 
Hoffman  and  Junior  Halls,  a  large  number  of  payments  are 
made  upon  warrants  properly  lying  against  the  income  of  the 
previous  year;  in  others,  like  the  University  Farm,  the  appar- 
ent reduction  in  income  is  due  to  betterments  and  improve- 
ments which  will  later  make  themselves  felt.     The  real  core 
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of  the  situation  is  exhibited  in  the  deficit  statement,  drawn 
from  the  detailed  accounts,  from  which  we  gather  the  fact 
that  the  annual  deficit  for  three  years  has  varied  less  than 
$300,  being  in  1903-4,  $7,276.67;  1904-5,  $7,060.03;  1005-6, 
$7,118.79;  and  carried  forward  makes  an  aggregate  deficit 
March  1,  1906,  of  $18,166.73. 

Some  of  these  debits  ought  to  be  provided  for  without 
delay.  An  over-draft  of  more  than  $18,000.00  is  a  serious 
embarrassment   to   the  management. 

The  securities  of  the  University,  except  those  deposited 
elsewhere  than  with  our  Treasurer,  have  been  examind  by 
this  accountant,  and  are  reported  to  accord  with  the  Treas- 
urer's books. 

The  status  of  endowment  funds  will  be  set  forth  by  the 
appropriate   Committee. 

We  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Supply  Store,  and 
the  Vice  Chancellor's  comments  thereupon,  indicating  the 
increasing  value  of  this  asset. 

Your  Committee  offers  for  adoption  the  following  res- 
olutions : 

1.  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese 
and  Mr.  W.  D.  Gale,  be  appointed  to  examine  the  security 
in  the  American  National  Bank,  in  Nashville,  and  make  report 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  be  attached  to  the  report 
of  this  Committee. 

2.  That,  of  the  bond  issue  made  by  this  Board,  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  be  empowered,  in  its  discretion,  to  sell  so 
many  bonds  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  meet  our  present 
deficit. 

3.  That  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $200.00,  with 
instruction  to  the  Vice  Chancellor  to  distribute  a  sufficient 
number  of  fire  extinguishers  among  the  principal  buildings 
of  the  University,  and  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  with  power  to  act. 

4.  That  we  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Associate 
Professor  of  Greek  be  made  $1,200.00  per  annum,  and  that 
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the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  with 
power  to  act. 

Your  Committee  appreciates  the  urgent  need  of  a  Phys- 
ical Laboratory,  the  lack  of  which  unquestionably  deters  the 
entrance  of  students,  and  which  seriously  damages  the  status 
of  the  graduates  of  this  University;  but  it  cannot,  at  this 
time,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposition  to  borrow 
money  for  the  purpose.  C.   K.  Nelson,

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment was  presented  by  Mr.  Ruth;  the  resolutions  ap- 
pended to  the  report  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  with  power  to  act,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  has  duly  considered  the  Report  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Medical  Department,  and  of  the  Vice  Chancellor, 
and  have  personally  inspected  the  Medical  Building. 
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We  find  the  number  of  matriculants  in  this  Department 
for  1906  to  be  140,  a  gain  of  21  over  the  previous  year,  and 
that  the  net  loss  of  the  Department  was  $1,384.34. 

This  deficit  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  fact  that  other 
Medical  Colleges  have  lengthened  their  scholastic  terms  and 
shortened  the  vacation  periods,  during  which  time  we  were 
wont  to  draw  from  them  students  who  wished  continuously 
to  pursue  their  studies. 

We  note  that  the  Medical  Building  is  not  in  a  condition 
inside  to  impress  favorably  either  visitors  or  students,  owing 
to  lack  of  proper  repairs  and  repainting.  And  further,  as 
stated  by  the  Dean,  among  the  needs  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment are  twenty  beds  in  the  hospital,  the  present  ones  being 
in  use  for  four  or  five  years,  and  unsuited  for  hospital  use, 
by  reason  of  their  improper  construction.  The  present  beds 
could  be  removed  and  used  to  advantage  in  some  of  the 
University  dormitories. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  append  the  following  resolu- 
tions, and  ask  for  their  adoption  by  the  Board: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  recommend  the  re- 
pairing and  repainting  of  the  walls  and  woodwork  of  the 
Medical  building. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  appropriated  the  sum  of  $150.00 
for  the  purchase  of  twenty  beds  for  the  Hospital.  That  these 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  with  power  to  act

It  was  announced  by  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  that  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Minnegerode  asked  the  Board  to  excuse  his 
absence,  as  he  had  been  called  home  by  telegram. 

The  presence  of  Mr.  Shaffer  was  noted. 
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The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  presented  a  subsidiary 
statement  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Theo- 
logical Department,  relative  to  contributions  for  the 
support  of  the  Theological  Department,  which  was  or- 
dered printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Board.     (See  Appendix  IV.) 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  it  was 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  expansion  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Department,  the  increase  of  the  students,  and  the  ef- 
ficiency of  the  Faculty,  the  Clerical  Trustee  of  each  Diocese, 
in  union  with  the  Board  of  this  University,  be  instructed  to 
request  and  urge  upon  his  Diocese  an  increase  of  at  least  75 
per  cent,  of  the  present  accepted  sum. 

A  recess  was  taken  until  after  the  Grammar  School 
Commencement  exercises. 


10:50  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Board  re-assembled,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in 
the  chair. 

Consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Academic  Department,  which  had  been  interrupt- 
ed by  adjournment  yesterday,  was  resumed. 

Resolution  No.  5  was  adopted.  The  report  is  as  fol- 
lows: 


Your  Committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  thel 
Vice  Chancellor's  Report  on  the  Academic  Department,  and 
the   Report   of  the   Acting   Dean  of  the   Department.     Your; 
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Committee  finds  two  matters  worthy  of  special  consideration, 
viz. :  The  need  of  equipment  of  physical  laboratory,  and  the 
raising  of  the  standard  of  entrance  and  of  work  in  the 
Academic  Department.  Despite  the  consequent  dropipng  out 
of  a  small  number  of  students,  we  heartily  approve  and 
endorse  the  raising  of  the  standard,  and  the  more  thorough 
and  complete  requirements  of  work  by  the  Academic  Faculty. 
Your  Committee  calls  attention  to  the  resolution  of  the 
Comimttee  of  last  year,  relating  to  a  Scientific  Department, 
and  in  order  that  something  may  be  accomplished,  we  offer 
for  the  Board's  consideration  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  immediate  necessity  of  a 
physical  laboratory,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  lab- 
oratory will  result  in  an  increase  of  students  sufficient  to  pay 
for  its  establishment,  that  this  Board  provide  ior  the  borrow- 
ing of  sufficient  funds  for  the  immediate  equipment  of  a 
physical   laboratory. 

Your  Committee  also  begs  to  present  the  following  res- 
olutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Associate  Professor  of 
Greek  be  made  $1,200.00. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  express  its  gratification  over 
the  recovery  from  prolonged  and  serious  illness  of  Dean 
Piggot,  and  its  commendation  of  the  successful  work  of  Dr. 
W.  B.  Hall,  as  Acting  Dean. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  recommend  to  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  of  the  University  that  the  Sunday  night  Chapel  service 
be  made  optional  with  the  Gownsmen,  it  being  made  known 
to  the  Gownsmen  that  this  is  done  in  the  belief  that  they  will 
voluntarily  exercise  the  privilege  of  attending  divine  worship 
on   Sunday  night 
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Resolved,  That  no  Academic  student  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  a  Fraternity  until  he  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Academic  Department  for  one  year.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  Dr.  Fayette  C.  Ewing,  and. 
Mr.  Z.  D.  Harrison  were  appointed  on  this  Committee. 
On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  it  was 

Resolved,  Believing,  from  the  indications  and  reliable 
statements  furnished,  that  the  drink  known  as  Coca-Cola  is 
seriously  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  students,  the  Board 
urges  upon  residents  and  students,  and  especially  the  officers 
of  the  University,  to  discourage  the  use  of  this  beverage 
from  fountains  or  in  bottles. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  submitted  the  report  of  the  En- 
dowment Committee.     (See  Appendix  V.) 

Mr.  Cox,  for  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands, 
submitted  the  following  report:  Resolutions  i  and  2 
were  adopted,  and  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Mr.  W.  D. 
Gale,  and  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  were  appointed  on  the 
Committee  called  for  by  the  first  resolution: 

Your  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  question  of  fire  risks  on  the  mountain,  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  found  that  there  is  a  very  inade- 
quate supply  of  fire-fighting  apparatus,  and  no  definite  organi- 
zation for  such  purpose;  they  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  (i)  That,  for  the  better  protection  of  the 
property  of  the  University  and  citizens  of  Sewanee  from  loss 
by  fire,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  apopint  a  Committee  of 
three,  of  whom  the  Vice  Chancellor  shall  be  one,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  organize  a  volunteer  fire  department,  by  the 
appointment  of  a  fire  Chief  (who,  if  possible,  shall  be  a 
resident  and  lease-holder  on  the  mountain),  and  one  or  more 
assistants,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Committee,  said  Chief 
and  those  under  him  to  be  clothed  with  such  police  authority 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  Committee.  That  said 
Chief,  and  those  under  him,  shall  have  full  power  to  direct 
how  fires  shall  be  attacked,  to  extinguish  and  control  them. 
That  one  of  the  assistants  shall  have  charge  of  the  salvage, 
and  if  possible,  organize  a  salvage  corps,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  direct  and  care  for  the  removal  of  all  personal  prop- 
erty under  such  rules  as  may  be  made  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment. 

Resolved,  (2)  That  an  expert  inspector  examine  the 
buildings  of  the  University,  and  such  other  buildings  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  insured,   in  which  the  University  has 
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interests,  and  make  such  recommendations  concerning  wiring, 
pipeing,  etc.,  as  shall  tend  to  lessen  the  present  fire  risks, 
such  inspector  to  report  to  the  Committee  any  serious 
digression  from  the  rules  of  good  practice,  besides  calling 
the  attention  of  those  who  have  such  risks  to  the  same.

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost  by  a  non-concur- 
rence of  orders. 

The  report  of  the  Grammar  School  Committee  was 
made  by  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report  that  we  have  carefully 
read  the  report  of  the  Head  Master,  conferred  personally 
with  him,  and  some  of  our  number  have  visited  and  inspected 
the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall,  and  discussed  intimately  with 
the  Head  Master  the  affairs  of  the  School.  Our  investiga- 
tion reveals  no  new  matter.  Our  report,  therefore,  is  chiefly 
occupied  with  a  reiteration  of  the  important  principles  of 
development  so  clearly  and  strongly  elaborated  in  the  report 
of  the  Head  Master.  We  are  glad  to  inform  the  Board, 
quoting  from  the  report,  that  the  number  of  students  has 
increased,  every  space  being  taken,  with  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list,  and  that  the  discipline  of  the  school  has  been 
generally  good. 

The  literary  standard  of  the  school  has  been  raised,  and 
this  has  temporarily  lessened  the  number  in  the  highest  class. 
This  certainly  means  much  for  the  future  forward  movement 
of  the  school,  in  the  effort  of  its  Faculty  to  realize  their  high 
ideals. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  faculty  unanimously  merit 
the  high  commendation  of  their  head,  and  the  assistants  have 
worked  faithfully,  though  the  latter  with  less  of  the  wisdom 
of  experience  than  would  be  exhibited  by  the  more  fully 
organized  faculty  so  greatly  desired.  Whatever  of  defect 
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exists  may  safely  be  left  to  the  Master  and  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor, who  are  thoroughly  alive  and  eagerly  anxious  to  perfect 
the    school. 

The  Head  Master  again  enlarges  upon  the  great  need  of 
better  equipment,  i.  e. :  Class  rooms,  apparatus,  etc.  Your 
Committee  is  aware  that  a  special  Committee  of  the  Board 
5s  now  at  work  upon  this  problem,  and  feel  no  little  confi- 
dence in  the  final  outcome.  We  again  recommend,  as  we  did 
last  year,  that  so  many  of  the  buildings  in  the  Chapel  yard  as 
may  be  needed,  be  rolled  down  to  the  Grammar  School- 
premises,  for  the  use  of  the  classes.  This  has  been  repre- 
sented as  a  practical  impossibility,  but  we  are  not  yet  satisfied 
that  any  sufficient  test  has  been  made.  We  are  assured  by 
the  Head  Master  that  such  a  temporary  arrangement  would 
render  the  work  of  the  school  greatly  more  convenient. 

The  Head  Master  and  the  Vice  Chancellor  have  in  view 
the  establishment  of  a  stable  and  fixed  faculty,  so  soon  as 
the  finances  of  the  University  justify  increased  expenditure 
on  salaries.  We  mention  this  to  commend  it,  and  express 
the  hope  that  this  purpose,  so  essential  to  excellent  work,  may 
speedily  be  realized. 

The  inadequate  water  supply  is  again  in  question.  We  are 
assured  by  teachers  and  boys  that  reform  in  this  matter  is 
even  more  needed  than  ever  before.  We  regard  this  as  a 
menace  to  health,  and  respectfully  insist  that  some  regulation 
must  be  adopted  by  the  management  of  the  waterworks,  by 
which  the  lavatories  shall  be  supplied  at  the  stated  bathing 
hours,  day  and  night. 

Two  new  achievements  during  the  past  year  promise  to 
add  vastly  to  the  better  life  of  the  students,  viz.,  the  making 
of  a  most  excellent  athletic  ground  on  the  Grammar  School 
campus,  and  the  organization  of  singing  classes  under  a  com- 
petent instructor.  The  first  has  done  more  than  anything 
else  to  develop  the  family  life  of  the  Grammar  School,  and 
the  second  will  undoubtedly  open  a  new  world  to  the  hearts 
and  intellects  of  the  students.  Without  enlarging,  music  is  an 
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educator  and  developer,  vastly  more  powerful  than  the  aver- 
J~"  age  American  educator  has  ever  realized.

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  be  taken  from  the 
receipts  of  the  Grammar  School,  to  build  necessary  class 
rooms  on  the  Grammar  School  grounds. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  was  called  to  the  Chair, 
and  the  Bishop  of  Florida  spoke  to  the  subject  under 
discussion. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  resumed  the  Chair. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  moved,  and  it  was  car- 
ried, that  the  matter  under  discussion  be  made  the  or- 
der of  the  day  for  tomorrow  at  9  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ruth,  it  was 

Resolved.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be, 
and  hereby  are,   extended  to  the  Vice   Chancellor  and  other 
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officers  of  the  University,  and  to  the  residents  of  Sewanee, 
for  their  uniform  courtesy,  kindness  and  hospitality  shown  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  during  this  session. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions,  and  they  were  adopted  seria- 
tim: 

Resolved,  That  $125.00  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  for 
his  services  as  such,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  200  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board 
be  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  the  Board  by  the  Vice  Chancellor;    and 

Resolved  Further,  That  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  and  the  Vice 
Chancellor  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  revise  the  Secre- 
tary's Minutes,  and  to  designate  what  portion  thereof  shall 
be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Editing  Committee  be  authorized  to 
print  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  such  of  the  financial 
exhibits  contained  in  the  statement  of  the  expert  accountant 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  omitting  the  annual  comparative 
statement.     (See  Appendix  III.) 

The  Committee  on  Elections  to  Fill  Vacancies  re- 
ported that  there  was  need  to  elect  a  Treasurer  and  a 
Registrar,  and  they  placed  in  nomination  for  the  re- 
spective offices,  Mr.  R.  M.  DuBose,  and  Mr.  Arthur 
H.  Noll,  the  present  incumbents,  the  salary  to  be  the 
same  as  at  present ;  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Noll,  it  was  sug- 
gested that  the  salary  be  $1,000  instead  of  $800,  as  at 
present. 
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''  The   nominations   were   referred   to   the   Executive 

Committee. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Revision  of  the  Prayer  for  the  University,  re- 
ported as  follows,  and  the  report  was  adopted : 

PRAYER  FOR  THE  UNIVERSITY   OF  THE   SOUTH, 

RECOMMENDED  FOR  USE  IN  CHURCHES 

AND  HOMES. 

"ALMIGHTY  GOD,  the  Father  of  Our  Lord,  Jesus 
Christ,  we,  Thy  servants,  implore  Thee  to  lead  with  the 
guidance  of  Thy  light,  and  to  hallow  with  the  abundance  of 
Thy  blessing,  the  University  of  the  South. 

"  Give  the  spirit  of  wisdom  to  all  those  to  whom  Thou 
hast  given  the  authority  of  government.  May  the  students 
grow  in  grace  day  by  day.  Enlighten  the  minds,  purify  the 
hearts,  and  sanctify  the  wills  of  those  who  sojourn  within 
the  halls  of  learning.

FIFTH  DAY. 

Thursday,  June  28,  1906,  9  o'clock,  a.  m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order,  the  Bishop  of  Flor- 
ida in  the  chair,  and  prayer  was  said. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read 
and  after  amendments,  were  adopted. 

The  order  of  the  day,  being  the  resolution  to  appro- 
priate $3,000.00  for  the  Grammar  School,  was  called 
for. 

Mr.  Z.  D.  Harrison  moved  and  it  was  carried,  that 
the  whole  matter  of  the  accommodations  for  the 
Grammar  School,  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, with  a  recommendation  of  this  Board  that  ac- 
commodations shall  be  provided,  so  soon  as  it  may  be 
practicable. 

Mr.  Harrison,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, reported  as  follows : 

Resolutions  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  were  adopted  unani- 
mously. Resolution  6  was  also  adopted.  In  the  case 
of  Resolutions  5  and  6,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  Board  for  the  nominees ;  the 
ballot  was  so  cast,  and  they  were  declared  duly  elected. 
The  report  is  as  follows : 
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The  Executive  Committee  reports  that  it  has  considered 
the  several  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  as  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

i.  That  the  matter  of  repairs  of  the  medical  building  and 
of  repainting  the  same,  and  also  the  proposed  appropriation 
of  $150.00,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pur- 
chase additional  beds  for  the  hospital,  be  referred  to  the  Vice 
Chancellor  and  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Department,  with 
power  to  act. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  $200.00,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended  on  the  order  of 
the  Vice  Chancellor,  for  the  purchase  of  such  fire  extinguish- 
ers as  he  may  deem  needful. 

3.  That  the  salary  of  the  Associate  Professor  of  Greek  be 
fixed  at  $1,200.00  per  annum. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  following  elections: 

4.  That  the  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose  be  elected  Professor  of 
the  Chair  which  he  now  holds  as  Associate  Professor,  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  his  Associate  Professorship,  with  his 
present  alary. 

5.  That  Mr.  R.  M.  Du  Bose  be  elected  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Corporation  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

6.  That  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Noll  be  elected  as  Register,  with 
present  salary,  for  the  term  of  three  years.

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of 
Mississippi,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Swope,  and  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Cox,  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Head 
Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  to  arrange  a  program 
for  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Grammar  School, 
more  nearly  comporting  with  the  importance  of  the  occasion. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hogue  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, and  it  was  adopted.

Resolved,  That  the  Commencement  Preacher  for  this  year, 
the  Rev.  William  T.  Manning,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  be  requested  to 
furnish  a  copy  of  the  sermon  for  publication. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Swope  reported  for  the  Committee  to 
confer  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  in  regard  to  the  for- 
mulating of  a  scheme  to  co-ordinate  and  further  the 
present  plans  for  increasing  the  finances  of  this  Uni- 
versity. The  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  the  re- 
port is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  say  that  they  have  conferred 
with  the  Vice  Chancellor,  and  have  embodied  the  results  of 
that  conference  in  the  following  resolutions,  which  have  the 
approval  and  support  of  the  Vice  Chancellor: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  of  this  Board  appoint  a 
Committee  of  five,  to  consist  of  one  bishop,  two  clergymen, 
and  two  laymen,  one  of  whom  to  be  the  Vice  Chancellor;  the 
said  Committee  to  be  empowered  by  this  Board  to  take  any 
and  all  steps  deemed  advisable  for  the  increase  of  the  finances 
of  this  University. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  requests  the  Bishops  of  the 
Dioceses  in  connection  with  the  University,  to  set  aside  one 
evening  during  the  next  Diocesan  Council  of  their  Dioceses, 
for  representation  of  the  claims  of  Sewanee.

and  Preston  S.  Arkwright  as  Trustees  for  the  holders  of  the 
bonds  thereunder  issued,  and  to  cause  the  sale  of  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  (20)  of  said  bonds  when  issued,  at  not  less  than 
par,  or  only  so  many  as  may  be  required  to  provide  an 
amount  of  cash  sufficient  to  pay  so  much  of  the  outstanding 
indebtedness  of  the  University,  as  cannot  be  otherwise  paid 
or  provided  for. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken,  in  order  to  allow  the  Board 
to  attend  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  University.

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  report  that,  as 
information  has  been  quite  fully  given  in  the  Report  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  they  deem  it  unnecessary  to  particularize  the 
condition  of  our  buildings,  except  to  say  that  they  are  gener- 
ally in  good  condition,  and  well  insured. 

They  commend  the  wise  precaution  of  the  Vice  Chancel- 
lor in  having  a  good  amount  of  insurance,  the  fire  which 
destroyed   the    Supply    Store   occasioning   but   little    resulting 
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'  '         loss,  and  has  enabled  the  building  to  be  rebuilt  in  better  style 
and  shape  than  before. 

The  Committee  expresses  the  hope  that  the  original  expect- 
ation of  the  Founders,  that  a  large  use  of  the  domain  would 
be  made  for  summer  homes  may  be  utilized  and  strengthen 
the  University,  both  as  to  revenue  and  the  creation  of  a  resi- 
dence community,  interested  in,  and  who  will  aid  in  objects 
of  general  interest  and  public  utility.  To  this  end,  every 
encouragement  should  be  given  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Buildings  and  Lands,  and  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

We  trust  that  the  additional  buildings  required  for  the 
Grammar  School  may  be  secured,  as  all  our  other  buildings 
have  been,  by  individual  benefactions.

We  regard  the  possession  and  use  of  the  automobiles  by 
tudents  as  very  objectionable,  on  many  accounts,  and  should 
e  discouraged;  and,  at  all  events,  speed  regulations  should 
e  made  and  enforced  as  to  them. 

We  further  report  that,  for  the  safety  of  the  community, 
lere  should  also  be  a  regulation  as  regards  the  speed  allowed 
1  the  use  of  automobiles  by  others. 

We  report  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  (1)  That  the  ownership  and  use  of  automobiles 
f  University  students  be  discouraged,  and  that  the  speed 
tnit   on    the    domain,   or   in   the  vicinity  of   the   University, 
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Buildings,  not  exceed  five  miles  an  hour.  That  a  violation  by 
students  of  this  regulation  will  justify  the  University  author- 
ities in  prohibiting  the  use  of  automobiles  altogether  on  the 
domain.

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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  VICE  CHANCELLOR 
TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  1906. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  annual  report  upon  the  condition  and  needs  of  the 
University  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1906,  is  herewith 
submitted.  It  is  my  thirteenth  annual  report,  and  is  accom- 
panied by  the  usual  reports  of  the  several  administrative 
officers,  and  by  such  other  statements  and  records  as  are 
lecessary  fully  to  record  the  activities  of  the  University 
luring  the  year. 

Mr.  Frank  H.  Dudley,  a  member  of  your  Board,  died  at 
lis  home,  in  Winchester,  Ky.,  June  5,  1906,  aged  76  years. 
3e  had  been  a  Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  in  1894- 
>5,  from  the  Diocese  of  Lexington  in  1896-97,  and  was  again 
elected  in  1905,  serving  until  the  time  of  his  death.  The 
secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  the  Rev.  Robert  C. 
Taswall,  in  his  letter  notifying  me  of  Mr.  Dudley's  death, 
ays :  "  He  is  a  very  great  loss  to  the  Diocese,  to  the  Bishop, 
o  the  Council,  to  his  Mission  in  Winchester,  and  to  us  all."

It  will  be  seen  that  thirty-four  States  and  Territories 
including  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  Porto  Rico,  and 
le  Philippines),  and  four  foreign  countries,  are  represented, 
ennessee  leads,  with  101  students ;  Mississippi  follows,  with 
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55;  Louisiana  comes  next,  with  49;  Alabama  next,  with  46; 
Texas  next,  with  45;  Georgia  next,  with  40;  South  Carolina 
next,  with  34;  Florida  next,  with  30,  and  North  Carolina 
next,   with  22. 


ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

Comparing  the  number  of  students  in  the  Academic  De- 
partment in  1905  with  that  in  1904,  it  appears  that  there  has 
been  a  loss  of  12  (139  against  151),  undoubtedly  because  of 
the  raising  of  standards  of  admission  to  the  Department,  and 
of  the  standards  of  attainment  within  it  This  fact  will  in 
a  measure  also  account  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
Grammar  School   students. 

The  enrollment  in  this  Department  (139)  is  distributed 
over  the  Terms  as  follows: 

Trinity  Term,    108. 

Advent  Term,  98. 

Lent   Term,   89. 

Thus  it  will  be  observed  that  the  enrollment  for  the  first 
Term  of  the  scholastic  year  is,  as  you  would  expect,  the 
largest,  and  that  each  of  the  two  succeeding  Terms  shows  an 
increasing  diminution.  Faculty  action  in  dropping  those  whq 
do  not  maintain  a  proper  standard,  will  partially  account  foil 
this,  but  a  larger  number,  realizing  their  inability  to  meej 
the  exacting  requirements,  fail  to  return.  This  diminutioi) 
in  the  number  of  students,  coming  at  a  time  when  the  annual 
expenditures  of  the  Department  have  increased,  exceeding 
more  than  ever  the  receipts,  presents  a  new  embarrassment 
To  diminish  the  expenditures  upon  the  Department  means  aj 
inevitable  impairment  of  its  teaching  power.  To  attempt  t; 
supplement  our  income  by  increasing  the  tuition  fee,  which  i 
already  in  excess  of  that  of  other  Southern  colleges,  woul: 
prove  disastrous.  Endowment  is  the  only  thoroughly  satis 
factory  and  permanent  remedy,  and  is  now  become 
necessity. 

The  receipts  from  tuition  in  1905  were  $6,849.83,  and  tr. 
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'  profits    from    the   board    at    Hoffman    Hall,   $1,467.09 ;    total, 

$8,316.92.  The  salary  account  was  $13,708.75,  so  that  the 
deficit   is   $5,391-83- 

I  recommend  that  the  salary  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Jervey,  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Greek,  be  increased  from  $1,000.00  to 
$1,200.00  per  annum,  beginning  with  the  scholastic  year, 
June   28th.

This  number  embraces  nine  from  the  other  Departments 
who  took  courses  in  the  Academic. 

The  above  tabular  statement  shows  that  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  entire  number  (53),  owing  to  inadequate  prep- 
aration, and  consequently  being  conditioned  at  time  of  en- 
trance, will  require  at  least  five  years  for  graduation,  while 
the  irregular  students,  22  in  number,  can  never  hope  to  attain 
a  degree. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  courses  offered  in  the 
Department,  and  of  the  number  of  students  scheduled  therein 
during  the  Trinity  Term,  1905,  when  the  enrollment  was  108. 
The  number  scheduled  in  English  is  in  excess  of  the  enroll- 
ment, but  this  apparent  discrepancy  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
several  students  are  scheduled  in  more  than  one  English 
course.

At  the  commencement  of  1905  eleven  degrees  were  con- 
ferred in  this  Department,  as  follows :  Master  of  Arts,  1 ; 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  7;    Civil   Engineer,  3. 

The  most  important  work  accomplished  recently  by  the 
Academic  Department  is  making  the  entrance  requirements 
still  more  clear-cut  and  rigid,  so  as  to  conform  more  closely 
to  the  spirit  of  the  better  institutions  North  and  East.  One 
of  the  chief  problems  of  higher  education  in  the  South  for  ten 
years  past  has  been  the  preparation  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
school  pupils  for  successful  college  work.  Some  twenty  years 
ago,  in  the  'eighties,  the  evil  became  accentuated,  because 
many  of  the  private  schools  which  had  existed  before  the  war, 
and  also  for  a  time  after,  had  broken  down,  and  the  public 
schools,  which  had  arisen  to  take  their  place,  had  not  yet 
reached  a  necessary  degree  of  efficiency.  Since  1895  Sewanee 
and  Vanderbilt  have  been  cordially  co-operating  to  bring 
about  a  better  condition  of  things.  The  Association  of  Pre- 
paratory Schools  and  Colleges  in  the  Southern  States  was 
then  organized,  and  much  good  has  been  accomplished.  But 
the  requirements  of  the  Association  were  pitched  below 
Sewanee's  full  requirements,  and  to-day  there  is  no  institution 
in  the  country  with  higher  standards  than  those  that  prevail 
here. 

The  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department,  Dr.  Piggot,  spent 
his  winter  vacation  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  and  contracted 
there  a  serious  illness,  which  prevented  his  return  at 
the  beginning    of    the    Term,    and  has  practically   incapaci- 
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'   '  tated   him    for    work   during   the   entire   Term.     I   appointed 

Dr.  Hall  Acting  Dean,  and  he  has  generously  and  efficiently 
performed  the  duties  of  that  office,  as  well  as  given  instruc- 
tion in  the  School  of  Mineralogy,  while  Dr.  Selden  has  had 
charge  of  the  classes  in  Chemistry.  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
Dr.  Piggot  expects  to  be  able  to  resume  his  duties  at  the 
/  beginning  of  the  Trinity  Term.     (Exhibit  A.) 

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Summer  School  of  Theology  for  1905  closed  on 
August  26th,  after  a  successful  session.  Perhaps  the  most 
notable  feature  of  the  Summer  School  was  the  course  of 
lectures  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Robert  A.  Holland,  D.D.,  of  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  on  the  relation  of  the  physical  sciences  and  of 
scientific  hypothesis  in  general  to  ultimate  truth.  Dr.  Holland 
also  delivered  a  lecture  on  "The  Philosophy  of  Dante's  '  Par- 
adiso,' "  and  addressed  two  conferences  on  the  relation  of 
philosophy  to  science  and  religion. 

Among  the  interesting  features  were  the  addresses  of 
Bishop  Beckwith,  of  Alabama,  on  "The  Trinity  Method  of 
Sunday  School  Instruction,"  which  likewise  attracted  very 
large  audiences,  and  the  two  lectures  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Mc- 
Crady,  of  Canton,  Miss.,  on  "  Scientific  Arguments  for  the 
Divinity  of  Christ."  Dr.  DuBose  lectured  on  "The  Gospel 
According  to  St  Paul,"  Dr.  Tidball  on  "  The  Church  of  the 
Anglo-Saxons  and  the  Anglo-Normans,"  Professor  Guerry 
on  different  topics  connected  with  Christian  Socialism,  Pro- 
fessor Bishop  on  "  The  Witness  of  the  Catholic  Creeds,"  and 
Prof.  W.  H.  DuBose  on  "  The  Historical  Connection  Between 
the  Old  Testament  and  the  New  Testament" 

The  clergy  present  represented  all  of  the  Southern  States, 
with  the  exception  of  South  Carolina  and  Texas,  besides 
several  distant  States  of  the  North  and  West.  A  great  deal 
of  encouragement  is  felt  over  the  outcome  of  this,  the  second 
session  of  the  Summer  School  of  Theology,  which  seems  to 
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have  established  its  place  as  a  permanent  and  useful  feature 
of  the  University  life. 

The  Summer  School  of  Theology  for  1906  will  hold  a 
sixteen-days'  session  during  the  month  of  August,  beginning 
on  Monday,  August  6th  (the  Festival  of  the  Transfiguration), 
and  ending  on  Tuesday,  August  21st. 

In  addition  to  the  lectures  to  be  delivered  by  the  members 
of  our  own  Faculty,  the  Very  Rev.  Charles  L.  Wells,  Ph.D., 
Dean  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
will  deliver  a  series  of  four  lectures,  entitled  "  Chapters  in 
the  Development  of  the  Papacy,"  and  the  Rev.  Henry  S.  Nash, 
D.D.,  Professor  of  New  Testament  Interpretation  in  the 
Episcopal  Theological  School  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  will  give 
a  series  of  five  lectures  on  "St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Romans." 

There  will  be  offered  to  clergymen  possessing  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  who  are  also  graduates  of  some 
incorporated  Theological  school  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  the  opportunity  of  taking  a  course  of  study  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

Your  Board,  at  its  last  annual  meeting  created  the  office 
of  Vice  Dean,  appointing  thereto  the  Rev.  William  Haskell 
DuBose.  You  also  elected  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  Associate 
Professor  of  Apologetics.  The  wisdom  of  your  action  in  both 
instances  is  clearly  evidenced  by  the  increased  efficiency  of 
administration  and  of   instruction. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Memminger  has  given  valuable  instruction  in 
Elocution  during  the  year.  In  the  words  of  the  Vice  Dean, 
"  We  believe  that  the  teaching  of  an  enthusiastic  and  united 
Faculty  has  this  year  surpassed,  in  completeness,  thoroughness 
and  in  the  variety  and  correlation  of  subjects,  that  of  any 
previous  year  of  this  Department." 

There  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of 
students,  the  total  enrollment  for  1905  being  32,  as  against  26 
for  1904,  and  the  same  number  for  1903.  The  enrollment  for 
this  Lent  Term  has  been  26,  whereas  two  years  ago  there 
were  only   13.     Quoting  again   from  the  Vice   Dean,   "  More 
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r-  gratifying  than  the  numerical  increase,  is  the  improved  per- 

sonnel of  the  student-body,  and  the  excellent  spirit  of  the 
whole  Department.  Both  in  intellectual  activity  and  in  spirit- 
ual earnestness,  this  Term  seems  to  have  reached  the  highest 
mark.  1  his  fine  spirit  is  exemplified  in  the  increasing  interest 
in  missions,  and  is  due  in  part  to  the  presence  of  Sewanee 
men  in  the  mission-fields  of  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  Alaska,  and 
the   Philippines."     (Exhibit  A%.) 

Attention  must  again  be  directed  to  the  St.  Luke's  Broth- 
erhood for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry — a  most  valuable 
auxiliary  to  the  life  of  this  Department.  Without  the  assist- 
ance which  they  receive  therefrom,  some  of  our  best  students 
would  be  unable  to  continue  their  studies.  During  the  year, 
the  Misses  Zimmerman,  of  South  Carolina,  added  another 
$1,000.00  to  the  $2,000.00  already  given  by  them  for  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Caro  Zimmerman  Cleveland  Scholarship. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  has  addressed  a  communication 
to  the  Theological  Faculty,  generously  offering  to  equip  and 
conduct  a  technical  theological  library  and  reading  room  at 
St  Luke's  Hall,  for  the  use  of  Professors  and  students  of  the 
Department.  Further  reference  will  be  made  to  this,  under 
the  discussion  of  the  University  Library. 

The  receipts  of  the  Department  for  1905  were  $5,35940, 
and  the  salary  account  $8,140.00,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $2,780.59. 
There  was  a  deficit  of  $167.11  in  the  boarding  department. 
Owing  to  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  living,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary either  to  charge  more  or  to  provide  less. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  delinquent  Dioceses  the  importance 
of  meeting  their  annual   assessments. 

St.  Luke's  Memorial  Chapel,  presented  to  the  Theological 
Department  in  honor  of  the  former  Dean  of  that  Department, 
the  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson,  by  his  widow,  is  now  complete, 
except  for  the  interior  furnishings.  The  amount  expended  to 
date  is  $16,855.88. 

The  Morton  Trust  Company,  of  New  York  City,  holds  to 
the  credit  of  the  Quintard  Professorship  of  Dogmatic  Theol- 
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ogy  the  sum  of  $2,695.96.  Of  this  amount  $2,565.00  is  invested 
in  bond  and  mortgage  at  four  and  one-half  per  cent,  and 
$130.96  is  a  cash  balance  drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  two 
per  cent     (Exhibit  B.) 

MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

For  1905  the  number  of  students  in  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, and  the  receipts  from  students,  continued  to  decline, 
while  the  expenditures  could  not  be  correspondingly  reduced. 
The  enrollment  was  119,  as  against  135,  and  the  deficit 
$1,384.34,  as  against  a  profit  of  $542.33  for  the  preceding  year. 
There  were  28  graduates  in  Medicine,  11  in  Pharmacy,  and 
2  in  the  Training   School   for   Nurses. 

The  outlook  for  the  present  year  is  more  encouraging,  140 
students  being  enrolled,  a  gain  of  21.     (Exhibit  C.) 

LAW    DEPARTMENT. 

The  enrollment  in  the  Law  Department  for  1905  was  the 
same  as  for  1904,  namely,  18,  but  the  deficit  is  less,  being 
$1,000.12,  as  against  $1,668.89  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
receipts  from  tuition  fees  were  about  the  same,  but  the  ex- 
penditures for  salaries  less,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Dean 
had  no  assistance  except  during  the  Advent  Term. 

In  view  of  the  Board's  action  last  year,  touching  the  future 
of  this  Department,  I  will  quote  from  the  Dean's  report  the 
following  encouraging  statement :  "  The  work  and  general 
condition  of  the  Law  Department  has  been  decidedly  better 
than  in  any  year  since  I  took  charge,  and,  I  think,  than  any 
year  during  its  history.  While  the  number  of  students  regis- 
tered is  no  larger  than  in  some  previous  years,  yet  the  previous 
lists  included  many  transient  and  irregular  students  (fully 
one-half  the  whole  number,  as  a  rule),  while  this  year  the 
average  number  in  regular  attendance  throughout  the  whole 
three  Terms  (the  permanent  class  material),  has  been  pro- 
portionately much  larger  than  ever  before.  The  material  of 
the  classes  has  much  improved,  and  the  unification  and  assim- 
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ilation    of    the    Department    with    the    University    is    more 
J~"  complete." 

Finally,  the  Dean  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Law  Depart- 
ment "  will  certainly  grow  steadily,  both  in  its  numbers  and 
increasing  efficiency,  in  the  way  best  for  itself  and  for  the 
University."     (Exhibit  D.) 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  five  was  a  banner  year  for  the 
Grammar  school,  the  enrollment  of  220  students  marking  the 
maximum  attendance,  being  37  in  excess  of  the  preceding 
year.  The  dormitory  facilities  were  taxed  to  the  utmost,  and 
proved  inadequate  to  accommodate  all  applicants.  In  addition 
to  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall,  where  all  available  space  was 
utilized,  four  cottages,  whose  united  capacity  was  39,  were 
filled;  and  still,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school, 
there  was  a  waiting  list 

Of  the  graduating  class,  15  were  advanced  to  the  Univer- 
sity, 7  remained  in  the  added  fifth  form,  and  3  withdrew  to 
enter  other  institutions,  where  they  could  receive  scientific 
instruction  which  our  own  University  could  not  provide. 

The  Grammar  School  staff  consisted  of  the  Head  Master, 
five  regular  masters,  three  assistant  masters,  the  command- 
ant, the  assistant  commandant,  the  matron,  the  housekeeper, 
commissary,  and  health  officer.  The  receipts  from  tuition 
fees  were  $10,598.05,  and  the  salary  account  $6,338.75,  leaving 
a  credit  balance  of  $4,259.30.  The  receipts  from  board  were 
$21,484.67,  and  the  expenditures  $15,675.64,  leaving  a  credit 
balance  of  $5,809.03. 

I  would  invite  your  special  attention  to  the  Head  Master's 
report,  touching  the  government,  scholarship,  studies  and  ideals 
of  the  Grammar  School.     (Exhibit  E.) 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  new  desks  and  seats 
have  been  provided  for  the  main  study  hall,  and  for  all  the 
recitation  rooms,  which  are  also  to  be  refloored  and  re- 
painted.    The   cost   will   approximate  $1,000.00.     A   field   for 
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athletics  and  military  exercises  has  been  made  at  a  cost  of 
$537-26. 

ATHLETIC    DEPARTMENT. 

President  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  in  his  last  annual  report, 
brings  a  serious  indictment  against  the  American  game  of 
football,  preferring  eight  specific  objections  against  the  game 
as  now  played.  He  claims  that  it  is  wholly  unfit  for  colleges 
and  schools,  and  that  it  is  childish  to  suppose  that  the  athletic 
authorities  which  have  permitted  football  to  become  a  brutal, 
cheating,  demoralizing  game,  can  be  trusted  to  reform  it.  The 
evils  of  which  President  Eliot  complains  are  not  present  here 
at  Sewanee.  In  recent  years  no  one  has  ever  questioned  the 
eligibility  of  our  players,  nor  the  purity  of  our  athletics. 
Serious  injuries  are  unknown,  and  minor  injuries  compar- 
atively few.  Our  teams  have  maintained  their  usual  high 
standard  of  excellence.  In  football  we  lost  only  two  games, 
and  in  baseball  we  won  every  series  except  the  one  with  Van- 
derbilt,  with  whom,  in  baseball  parlance,  "  we  split  even."  It 
is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  Athletic  Association  is  free 
from  debt,  which  at  one  time  approximated  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00.  It  has  also  paid  off  an  old  indebtedness  on  the 
college  Annual  amounting  to  #286.00,  has  expended  $900.00 
in  improving  the  athletic  field,  enclosing  the  same  in  a  wire 
fence,  filling  in  and  grading  the  grounds,  and  erecting  a  new 
grand-stand.  There  is  still  a  good  cash  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  treasurer. 

The  receipts  from  the  gymnasium  amounted  to  $1,494.84, 
and  the  disbursements  to  $1,261.32,  leaving  a  credit  balance  of 
$233-52- 

The  report  of  the  Physical  Director  is  handed  you  here- 
with.    (Exhibit  F.) 

SUPPLY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  University  has  in  the  past  year  suffered  quite  a  severe 
loss  by  fire.     About  3  130  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning,  Sep- 
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tember  23rd,  the  supply  store  building  and  contents  were  con- 
p"  sumed  by  fire.     The  cause  of  the   fire   is  unknown,   and   we 

were  unable  even  at  this  date  to  advance  any  theory  that  is 
any  more  than  a  possibility.  Certain  it  is,  however,  that  the 
fire  had  progressed  considerably  before  it  was  discovered  at 
the  main  entrance,  and  then  the  smoke  was  so  dense  in  every 
part  of  the  building  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  save  the  build- 
ing or  its  contents.  The  two  clerks  who  were  sleeping  in 
the  basement  of  the  building  were  immediately  aroused,  but 
with  the  greatest  difficulty  succeeded  in  making  their  escape. 
The  Treasurer's  office  and  the  Sewanee  Branch  of  the  Bank 
of  Winchester,  located  in  the  south  end  of  the  building,  lost 
furniture  and  fixtures,  but  fortunately  the  vaults  remained 
intact,  and  valuable  records  were  saved.  The  E.  Q.  B.  Club, 
wrhich  had  its  apartments  on  the  second  floor,  also  suffered 
the  loss  of  all  its  furniture  and  literary  files.  Before  the 
building  ceased  burning,  the  manager  of  the  supply  store  was 
telephoning  for  supplies;  one  of  the  large  rooms  in  the  Med- 
ical Building  furnished  temporary  quarters,  the  accident  oc- 
curring fortunately  near  the  close  of  the  session,  when  work 
in  the  chemical  laboratory  had  already  been  suspended.  Con- 
sequently, no  serious  inconvenience  was  experienced,  although 
the  net  loss  to  the  supply  store  was  approximately  $5,518.10. 
We  carried  insurance  to  the  value  of  $12,500,  which  was 
promptly  paid,  as  was  also  the  additional  sum  of  $2,500.00,  to 
the  E.  Q.  B.  Club. 

You  will  recall  that  in  the  beginning  the  corporation  fur- 
nished the  supply  store  $5,000.00  capital,  on  which  six  per 
cent,  interest  has  been  paid  annually,  besides  several  large 
dividends.  Notwithstanding  the  fire  loss  of  $5,518.10,  our  net 
surplus  January  1,  1906,  after  deducting  the  capital  of  $5,000, 
was  $11,829.98  (see  Exhibit  G).  The  new  building,  both  in 
architecture  and  construction,  marks  a  decided  advance  on 
the  old.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  a  fireproof 
construction,   steel   and  concrete  being  substituted   for   wood. 
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HEALTH    DEPARTMENT. 


One  of  the  first  considerations  which  confronted  our  found- 
ers in  determining  the  location  of  the  University,  was  that  of 
getting  a  good,  pure  source  of  drinking  water.  They  found 
here  at  Sewanee  a  number  of  springs  which  promised  to  meet 
all  requirements  for  an  indefinite  period.  Recent  scientific 
investigation  establishes  the  purity  of  our  water  supply,  but 
at  the  same  time  shows  that  the  cost  of  installing  such 
machinery,  storage  capacity  and  piping  as  will  give  a  more 
efficient  and  economical  service  of  water  throughout  the  do- 
main, will  preclude  the  possibility  of  using  the  springs  as  a 
source  of  supply. 

We  have  at  present  a  small  plant,  supplying  a  limited  quan- 
tity of  water  to  the  University  buildings  and  to  a  few  families. 
At  the  instance  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  representatives 
of  the  Hudson  Air  Lift  Company,  and  of  Messrs.  Williams, 
Proctor  and  Potts,  sanitary  engineers  of  New  York,  have 
recently  visited  Sewanee,  made  a  survey  of  our  domain,  and 
are  prepared  to  submit  plans  and  estimates  for  a  guaranteed 
supply  of  water  of  not  less  than  7S,ooo  gallons  daily.  The 
system  under  consideration  contemplates  using  deep  wells  as 
a  source  of  supply.  I 

Of  immediate  importance  is  the  disposal  of  sewage  waste.  I 
Out- houses,  necessitating  the  night-soil  scavenger,  constitute! 
a  great  nuisance,  and  are  attended  with  a  needless  expense.! 
The  use  of  "  leaching  cesspools  "  is  dangerous,  from  the  fact 
that  they  poison  the  soil  in  their  neighborhood  and  pollute 
the  ground  water,  making  dangerous  the  use  of  any  well  or 
spring  in  the  neighborhood.  A  notable  instance  of  this  pollu- 
tion of  the  sub-soil  and  ground  water  was  observed  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  where  a  great  many  cesspools  are  in  use. 
Of  71  samples  of  pump  water  and  spring  water  taken  from 
as  many  different  sources  within  the  city  limits,  chemical 
analysis  showed  33  samples  to  be  filthy,  10  bad,  22  suspicious, 
and  6  fair.    Further  evidence  of  the  pollution  of  the  sub-soil 
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was  observed  in  the  sinking  of  the  foundations  for  a  bridge 
on  St  Paul  street,  one  of  the  best  residential  streets  of  the 
city.  The  bed  of  gravel  immediately  overlying  the  rock  was 
found  to  be  so  offensive  as  to  make  it  almost  impossible  to 
work  in  it.  The  condition  was  due  to  the  sewage  from  cess- 
pools in  its  vicinity.  A  proper  system  for  the  purification  of 
the  sewage  does  away  with  all  possibility  of  such  offensive 
conditions,  and  with  the  danger  of  poisonous  gases  as  well. 

We  have  already  one  such  sewage  disposal  plant,  with  its 
septic  tank  and  contact  beds. 

I  submit  herewith  (Exhibit  H),  a  communication  from 
Messrs.  Williams,  Proctor  &  Potts,  giving  plans  and  esti- 
mates for  the  installation  of  the  required  number  of  sewage 
purification  plants. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Officer  (Exhibit  I)  states  that 
the  past  year  has  been  one  of  almost  universal  health;  that 
there  have  been  no  fevers  such  as  typhoid  or  the  long-con- 
tinued types ;  no  epidemics  of  any  of  the  serious  diseases ;  no 
fatalities  among  the  student-body. 

The  Infirmary  continues  its  beneficent  duty  of  caring  for 
Jie  sick,  and  by  providing  a  place  for  aseptic  operations,  be- 
comes well-nigh  indispensable  when  a  case  of  serious  import 
presents  itself.     (Exhibit  J.) 

THE    UNIVERSITY    CHAPEL. 

The  report  of  the  Chaplain  is  herewith  submitted  (Exhibit 
C).     I  will  request  its  reference  to  a  special  committee. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  baptisms  and  29  confirma- 
ions.  The  Chaplain  reports  the  organization  of  a  Sunday 
ichool  on  Sunday  afternoons  for  the  children  of  the  families 
f  our  Faculty,  and  of  visitors  during  the  summer  months; 
f  a  Bible  class  for  young  women,  and  the  continued  success- 
jl  conduct  of  the  students'  Bible  class,  before  which  Pro- 
;ssor  Sioussat  has  delivered  a  most  interesting  course  of 
■ctures  on  the  early  history  of  Christianity. 

The  Chaplain  makes  an  appeal  for  the  completion  of  the 
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new  Chapel  for  the  Semi-Centennial  celebration  in  1907,  but 
even  if  sufficient  funds  were  available,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
accomplish  the  task  in  the  time  left  us. 

The  total  amount  received  up  to  March  1,  1906,  was 
$32,027.83.    Disbursements,  $17,147.89.     Balance  on  hand,  $14,-

Our  Chaplain  spent  the  last  winter  vacation  again  trav- 
eling in  the  interest  of  the  new  Chapel.  He  secured  in  cash 
and  pledges  the  additional  sum  of  $6,355.00. 

THE    LIBRARY. 

Special  plans  have  often  been  under  discussion  for  increas- 
ing and  improving  the  Library  facilities  of  the  University — ■ 
the  focus  of  all  intellectual  and  literary  life — but  nothing  has 
as  yet  been  put  into  practical  execution.  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  there  is  no  endowment  at  all  for  new  books  con- 
tinually coming  out,  and  which  must  be  procured,  if  pro- 
fessor and  student  alike  are  to  remain  informed  in  their  De-j 
partments.  And  the  lack  on  our  shelves  of  many  of  the  great 
books  of  the  past,  masterpieces  of  literature,  even,  is  man- 
ifest to  any  observer. 

The  Librarian  and  the  Professor  of  English  have  sug- 
gested more  than  one  possible  plan,  and  each  has  made  aj 
different  times  certain  definite  personal  appeals  which  hav« 
been  gratifyingly  productive  of  several  small  but  valuabl 
gifts. 

There  is  a  crying  need  for  a  special  endowment  of  at  leasl 
$10,000.00 — it  were  better  twice  the  sum — the  income  of  whicl 
might  go  for  books  alone  or  general  literature.  We  know  oj 
no  better  use  to  which  a  sum  could  be  placed  in  the  presen 
stage  of  development  of  the  University.  The  special  gifts  tc 
and  the  special  endowment  of,  Library  funds,  however  smaJ 
or  large,  for  particular  interests  of  the  University,  is  one  c 
the  noblest  and  most  helpful  forms  which  a  memorial  ma 
take. 

The  greatest  needs  are  those  in  English  and  general  litei 
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ature,  History  and  Economics,  the  Ancient  and  Modern  Lan- 
guages, Philosophy  and  the  Law.  It  is  felt  that,  along  with 
the  efforts  to  obtain  a  scientific  laboratory,  which  we  all  trust 
will  be  successful  in  the  near  future,  we  may  not  forget  the 
active  development  of  the  laboratory  and  workshop  of  the 
humanities;  that  is,  the  Library.  For,  after  all,  it  is  upon 
these  interests  that  our  University  idea  mainly  rests. 

One  such  important  development  of  the  Library  idea  has 
been  announced  in  the  gift  of  a  specialized  Library  for  the 
Theological  Department,  to  be  a  memorial  of  the    late    Mrs. 
George  Zabriskie  Gray,  of  New  York  City.     The  University 
is  to  be  felicitated  that  this  noble  memorial  has  taken  pre- 
:isely  this  form.     It  means  the  present  acquisition  of  existing 
aeeds,  and  the  obtaining  in  the  future,  year  by  year,  of  the 
nost  valuable  works  on  the  subjects  needed  in  the  develop- 
ment  of  this   Department.      No   greater    step   forward   could 
lave  been  taken  for  the  bettering  of  the  training  of  the  young 
Churchman,  and  for  enabling  him  to  cope  with  the  problems 
>f  his  day,  and  advance  the  best  interest  of  the  Church  and 
lis  calling.     It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  similar  Library  exten- 
ion   for  all   the  Departments  of  the  University  may  be   an 
arly  factor  in  the  University's  educational  growth. 

The  space  in  the  present  library  building  is  already  so 
ramped  that  probably  enough  of  this  departmental  Library 
sill  have  to  be  housed  in  special  apartments  in  the  Theo- 
Dgical  building  (St.  Luke's  Hall),  in  the  old  Oratory 
when  the  Hodgson  Chapel  is  completed),  and  the  adjoining 
ecitation  room.  In  many  ways  it  is  regrettable  that  there 
nil  not  be  space  enough  to  preserve  the  idea,  as  at  Columbia, 
Irinceton,  and  the  Harper  Memorial  at  the  University  of  Chi- 
ago,  of  the  central  library  building  as  a  common  gathering 
nd  working  place  for  all  Departments  and  all  branches  of 
le  University's  life. 

It  will  be  remembered  how,  five  years  ago,  through  the 
>lendid  generosity  of  an  alumnus,  the  Library  was  removed 
rom  its  wholly  inadequate  quarters  in  the  top  of  the  Walsh, 
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to  be  housed  in  the  central  stone  building.  This  building  had 
the  advantage  of  not  only  being  the  most  attractive  archi- 
tecturally of  the  University's  many  stone  structures,  but  was 
happily  also  the  physical  centre  of  the  University  grouping. 
Despite  these  advantages,  we  are  already  outgrowing  our 
space.  The  reading  room  is  still  both  adequate  and  delight- 
ful; but  the  stack  space  is  inadequate  and  unworthy.  It  is 
a  question  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  face  in  our  near  devel- 
opment: whether  we  shall  endeavor  to  make  an  addition  to 
the  present  building  for  stack  space,  which  shall  be  fireproof 
and  modern  like  our  present  banking  arrangements,  or  whether; 
this  shall  be  done  by  carrying  out  the  architect's  (Mr.  Cram's) 
plans,  in  erecting  a  new  and  entirely  modern  Library  build- 
ing, parallel  to  the  present  building,  in  the  southwest  corner! 
of  Manigault  Park,  and  restoring  the  present  one  to  convo-. 
cation  uses  and  assemblages,  for  which  it  now  frequently 
serves. 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  importance  of 
the  Library  as  a  working  department  of  the  University.  The 
actual  record  of  use  shows  a  steady  increase  this  year  over 
the  last,  in  the  extent  to  which  our  students  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  facilities  it  offers.  It  is  quite  safe  to  sa> 
that,  without  the  Library,  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  tq 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  college  proper,  as  it  is  now  con-j 
ducted,  and  as  a  self-respecting  college  of  today  must  con-j 
duct  its  work.  But  a  Library,  to  be  and  continue  servicei 
able,  needs  money,  as  was  pointed  out  above.  It  needs  ij 
badly,  and  needs  it  increasingly.  In  addition  to  the  purchase 
of  new  books  by  leading  scholars  in  their  various  lines,  th< 
binding  of  our  valuable  sets  of  periodicals  should  be  n< 
longer  postponed.  A  beginning  has  already  been  made.  W« 
have  now  a  full  set  of  the  American  Historical  Review,  ij 
ten  volumes,  bound  in  cloth ;  also  "  The  Monist,"  donate< 
by  Professor  Bishop,  all  bound  admirably  at  the  Universit 
Press.  The  completion  of  the  card  catalogue  is  also  a  matte 
of  the   utmost  importance. 
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The  Librarian  reports  (Exhibit  L)  the  following  dona- 
tions :

The  receipts  from  the  library  were  $503.70,  and  the  dis- 
bursements $891.33,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $387.63. 

THE    UNIVERSITY    PRESS. 

The  Vice  Chancellor's  reports  for  the  past  two  years  have 
elated  in  full  the  history  of  the  founding  of  The  University 
press,  of  Sewanee,  Tenn.  The  "  Announcement  and  Cata- 
ogue"  of  The  Press  (Exhibit  M),  records  a  list  of  the  more 
mportant  and  interesting  of  the  books,  periodicals  and  pamph- 
2ts  which  have  come  from  The  Press. 

The  establishment  of  The  Press  in  May,  1904,  seemed  to 
e  a  fulfillment  of  the  dream  of  the  founder  of  the  Univer- 
ity,  Bishop  Polk,  who  more  than  a  half-century  ago  ex- 
ressed  the  opinion  that  in  time  presses  would  be  established 
rom  which  a  native  literature  would  be  issued;  that,  in 
lort,  the  University  domain  was  to  be  fitted  and  prepared 
)r  a  home  of  all  the  arts  and  sciences  and  of  liberal  educa- 
on   in   the   Southern  States. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  I  announce  that  the  Rev.  Arthur 
harles  Watkins,  founder  and  owner  of  The  Press,  has,  on 
•count  of  ill-health  and  for  other  reasons,  withdrawn  from 
live  control.  On  June  nth  he  resigned  as  Director  of  The 
ress,  and  returned  to  his  home  in  New  York.  In  order  that 
useful  an  institution  and  so  valuable  an  educational  agency 
ight  not  be  lost  to  the  University,  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray 
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has,  with  his  accustomed  generosity  and  devotion,  acquired 
by  purchase  control  of  the  plant  This  will  ensure  its  con- 
tinued operation  and  the  maintenance  of  its  present  high 
standard. 

At  a  meeting  of  both  the  Academic  Faculty  and  the  Heb- 
domadal Board  of  the  University,  held  June  12,  1906,  it  was 
learned    with    sincere    regret    that   Arthur    Charles    Watkins, 
Director  of  The   University    Press,   of  Sewanee,   Tenn.,  had 
resigned  and  left  the  University.    In  view  of  the  high  esteem 
in  which  Mr.  Watkins  and  his  work  are  held  by  members  of 
the  Board  and  Faculty,  it  was  decided  that  some  expression; 
of  our  appreciation  of  his  efforts  and  of  our  feeling  of  loss 
through  his  departure  should  be  conveyed  to  him.    In  the  two 
years  Mr.  Watkins  has  been  with  the  University  of  the  South 
he  succeeded,  under  great  disadvantages  and  despite  discour- 
agements, in  establishing  a  press  that  has  won  universal  rec- 
ognition for  the  simplicity,  dignity,  beauty  and  good  taste  ol 
its  work.     It  has  been  a  work  which  has  no  counterpart  ir 
our  section  of  the  country,  and  would  bring  reputation  to  r 
typographer  anywhere.     In  the  setting  of  standards,  in  cheri 
ishing  an  ideal  to  be  labored  for,  in  the  delight  in  conscien: 
tious  work  and  joy  in  beautiful  results,  in  the  emphasis  o: 
the  claims  of  the  "  book  beautiful,"  in  the  sympathy  with  tha: 
which  was  great  and  good  in  literature,  and  the  yearning  ti 
present  this   in   a   suitable   form  with   worthy  execution   an^ 
artistic   finish,    Mr.    Watkins'   labors   have   proved   of   untol; 
help  in  furthering  the  true  spirit  of  the  higher  work  of  thii 
University.     The  Sewanee   Press  became,  as  he  intended  ii 
"  a  place  where  scholarly  printing  could  be  done  in  a  manne1 
harmonious  with  the  tastes  of  scholarly  men  of  artistic  appr< 
ciation."     His  was  the  insight  to  see  a  definite  need,  and  h: 
was  the  courage  to  put  to  a  practical  test  the  faith  in  a  hig 
ideal  and  the  pursuit  of  a  great  and  noble  idea.  ! 

Wherever  he  goes  he  will  take  our  good  wishes;  an 
should  he  ever  xeturn  to  us,  he  will  find  a  circle  of  frienc 
truly  appreciative  of  his  work  and  worth.  i

I  reported  last  year  that  the  old  Grammar  School  dormi- 
tory, which  for  two  years  had  been  unoccupied  and  unpro- 
ductive, and  was  rapidly  going  into  a  state  of  decay,  had 
jeen  remodeled  and  repaired  and  equipped  as  a  first-class  Inn ; 
ihat  funds  for  the  purpose  were  provided  by  the  Rev.  Arthur 
:£.  Gray,  in  the  nature  of  a  long  loan.  At  that  time  the  work 
vas  not  completed,  although  the  Inn  was  opened  in  order  to 
iccommodate  the  guests  of  commencement  week.  A  more 
letailed  statement  would  have  been  impossible,  even  if  it  had 
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been  proper.  You  must  bear  in  mind  that  my  annual  report 
covers  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  1st 

The  total  cost  of  improvements  and  equipments  was 
$12,698.53. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  loaned  to  the  University 
$10,000.00  for  a  period  of  six  years,  with  the  privilege  of 
extension,  and  Miss  Mary  Miller  $800.00  for  an  indefinite 
period.

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FINANCES. 

In  the  report  of  the  expert  accountant,  Mr.  W.  L.  McFar- 
land  (Exhibit  O),  will  be  found  an  itemized  statement  of 
each  and  every  Department,  so  arranged  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  University,  as  a  whole  and  in  its  several 
Departments,  is  made  quite  clear.  It  will  be  unnecessary  for 
me  to  refer  specifically  to  this  statement,  although  the  atten- 
tion of  your  Board  must  again  be  directed  to  the  deficit  of 
each  of  the  past  three  years.  For  1903  it  was  $7,276.67;  for 
1904,  $7,060.03;  for  1905,  $7,118.79.  While  a  considerable 
portion  of  this  deficit  is  on  account  of  betterments,  thus 
adding  to  the  assets  of  the  corporation,  it  must  be  recognized 
both  within  and  without  the  University,  that  even  with  the 
strictest  economy,  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  the  instruction 
now  in  progress  without  adding  to  the  indebtedness  of  the 
corporation.  The  deficits  in  the  professional  departments, 
Theological,  $2,780.59;  Medical,  $1,384.34;  Law,  $1,000.12; 
total,  $5,165.05,  and  the  large  annual  charges  for  interest  on 
debt,  must  be  met  in  other  ways,  or  the  work  that  has  been 
undertaken  will  become  completely  disrupted. 

But  to  grow,  to  meet  new  demands  upon  us  from  every 
quarter,  to  make  needed  additions  to  the  equipment,  and  to 
establish  a .  scale  of  salaries  commensurate  with  the  greatly 
increased  cost  of  living,  the  University  must  have  constant 
and  large  additions  to  our  present  meager  endowment 

With  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  I  spent  my 
last  winter  vacation  travelling  through  Greece,  Sicily,  and 
Italy.  On  the  return  voyage  my  colleagues  and  fellow-trav- 
ellers, Dr.  Henneman  and  Mr.  Gray,  and  I,  made  the  acquaint- 
mce  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Coffin,  President  of  the  General  Electric 
Company,  who  became  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  just  before  reaching  New  York  asked  me  what,  in 
ny  judgment,  was  the  University's  greatest  need.  "A  hun- 
Ired  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  general  endowment,"  I 
eplied.  "  Well,"  said  he,  "  I  will  be  one  of  twenty  to  give 
*>7,5oo.oo,  and  I  will  try  to  find  the  nineteen  others."     Mr. 
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Coffin  has  applied  himself  diligently  to  this  task,  and  is  meet- 
ing with  an  encouraging  response.  It  is  important  that  all 
friends  of  the  University  should  co-operate  in  this  vital 
movement 

THE    SEMI-CENTENNIAL. 

The  great  event  of  which  the  University  of  the  South 
proposes  to  celebrate  the  Semi-Centennial  next  year,  is  the 
meeting  at  Lookout  Mountain,  Tennessee,  of  certain  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  ten  Southern  States, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  final  action  toward  the  establish- 
ment of  an  institution  of  learning  of  unusually  broad  scope, 
to  be  located  at  some  central  point  in  the  South.  It  was  by  ; 
no  means  a  sudden  movement.  It  was  rather  the  culmination 
of  a  series  of  movements,  some  of  them  diocesan  in  their 
aims,  though  all  leading  to  the  establishment  of  educational 
facilities  in  the  South  which  the  North  already  had,  but  which 
the  South  then  sadly  lacked.  The  previous  year  Bishop  Polk 
had  published  an  address  to  the  Southern  Bishops  on  the  i 
subject,  proposing  a  unification  of  all  other  plans  and  their 
expansion  to  include  an  institution  of  learning  that  would  be 
worthy  of  the  South,  and  would  supply  her  needs,  to  be  estab- 
lished upon  broad  foundations  "  for  promoting  social  order, ! 
civil  justice,  and  Christian  truth."  i 

It  was  a  notable  meeting  that  was  held  on  Lookout  Moun-i 
tain  in  1857.  It  was  intentionally  convened  on  July  4th,  and; 
made  to  partake  of  the  nature  of  a  national  celebration  by  the! 
reading  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  significant  of) 
the  patriotism  of  those  who  were  engaged  in  the  enterprise' 
then  to  be  set  on  foot.  An  address  was  delivered  by  Bishop1 
Otey,  in  which  he  declared  that  it  was  designed  to  found  art 
institution  on  the  most  enlarged  and  liberal  scale,  to  engage! 
in  its  service  the  best  talents,  the  most  erudite  learning,  ana 
the  greatest  skill  and  experience  which  ample  compensation 
and  the  hope  of  usefulness  could  command,  to  make  its  de-j 
partments   commensurate   with   the   wants   and   improvements 
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of  the  age  in  every  field  of  philosophic  research,  of  scientific 
r~  investigation,   and   of    discovery    in    the   arts ;     in    which    the 

prime  end  aimed  at  would  be  to  make  the  Bible  the  ultimate 
and  sufficient  standard  for  the  regulation  of  man's  conduct  as 
a  rational  and  accountable  being,  to  cultivate  the  moral  affec- 
tions of  the  young.  The  speaker  disclaimed  any  idea  of  sec- 
tionalism as  expressed  by  the  name  chosen  for  the  proposed 
institution.  It  was,  he  said,  no  party  war-cry,  no  sectional 
password,  but  a  name  of  convenient  description.  He  further 
disclaimed  any  narrow  sectarian  purposes  in  the  proposed 
University,  whose  advantages  were  to  be  offered  to  all  who 
acknowledged  the  commonly  recognized  truths  and  obliga- 
tions of  Christianity,  though  those  truths  were  to  be  set  forth 
under  the  decent  and  orderly  forms  and  solemn  worship  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

If  the  ante-bellum  history  of  Sewanee  reads  like  a  trag- 
edy, the  post-bellum  partakes  of  the  nature  of  a  romance. 
In  the  words  of  Dr.  DuBose,  "  It  has  been  piously  said  that 
God  gives  no  great  gifts  to  men,  but  He  first  passes  upon  it 
the  sentence  of  death.  All  ultimate  life  is  resurrection.  It 
must  first  have  proved  its  fitness  to  survive,  and  made  it  in 
proving  it."  By  all  the  laws  of  Nature  and  finance,  Sewanee 
should  have  died  a  hundred  deaths,  and  yet  it  lives — has  justi- 
fied its  existence,  and  is  needed  in  the  Church  and  in  the 
Nation;  in  the  Church  to  break  down  the  sectarian  spirit, 
and  in  the  Nation  to  destroy  the  sectional  spirit  by  the  over- 
mastering power  of  the  University  spirit. 

Such  an  ideal  and  such  a  history  are  indeed  worthy  of  our 
rommemoration !

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FEDERATION  OF 
CHURCH  SCHOOLS  AND  COLLEGES 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  the  South,  held  in  Sewanee, 
Tennessee,  in  June,  1905,  the  following  was,  on  mo- 
tion of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances: 

Resolved,  That  a  standing  committee  of  this  Board  be 
created  to  consider  the  question  of  the  confederation  of 
Church  schools  in  our  Southern  Dioceses,  to  confer  with 
the  authorities  of  those  schools  and  to  report  upon  the  ad- 
visability and  feasibility  of  uniting  upon  such  a  confedera- 
tion. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances 
reported  as  follows : 

The  committee  regard  it  as  very  desirable  that  the 
Church  schools  and  colleges  in  our  several  dioceses  should 
have  some  bond  of  union  between  them  which  should  en- 
courage sympathy  of  interest  and  to  some  degree  the  uni- 
fication of  their  methods  of  work,  and  we  therefore  recom- 
mend that  a  standing  committee  be  appointed  to  whom  shall 
be  committed  this  subject  and  the  discussion  and  sugges- 
tion of  the  details  of  any  system  leading  to  such  result. 
They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  Rule  20  of  the  Rules  of  Order  be  amend- 
ed by  adding  thereto  a  standing  committee  to  be  called  "Of 
Confederation  of  Church  Schools  and  Colleges,"  said  com- 
mittee to  consist  of  five  members. 

Thereupon  the  Chair  appointed  the  following: 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi;  The  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese, 
D.D. ;  The  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  D.D. ;  Professor 
B.  L.  Wiggins,  LL.D.;  Professor  H.  C.  White, 
D.C.L. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  June,  j 
1906,  the  Committee  on  the  Federation  of  Church  I 
Schools  and  Colleges  was  made  by  the  Bishop  of  | 
Mississippi,  the  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  the  Rev.  W.  i 
H.  DuBose  and  Professor  Henneman  (who  was  added 
to  the  committee),  being  present  by  invitation  of  the  '■ 
Board.  j 

By  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  Professor 
Henneman  read  a  letter  which  he  had  written  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  bearing  upon  this  subject,  based,  as  j 
he  said,  upon  a  letter  which  he  had  received  from  j 
the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and  along  the  lines  sug- 
gested by  him. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  then  read  a  letter  which 

he  had  addressed  to  each  member  of  the  committee , 

on  this  subject. 

/  After  the  reading  of  these  two  letters,  which  con- 

/  stituted  mainly  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  the 

f  Board,  on  motion,  adopted  the  resolution  appended 

to  the  report,  to  the  effect  that  the  Committee  be 
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constituted  a  Commission,  with  power  to  sit  in  the 
f~"  interim  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  continue 

their  work,  and  also  that  they  be  allowed  to  associate 
with  themselves  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  cer- 
tain others,  whose  names  would  be  announced  later. 
The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Confederation  of 
Church  Schools  and  Colleges,  created  last  year,  be  made  a 
commission,  and  that  the  members  of  this  commission  be 
authorized  to  increase  its  members  and  fill  up  its  ranks,  as 
circumstances   may   require. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Manning,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  offered  by  the  Commission  on 
Federation  of  Church  Schools,  with  the  letter  of  the  Bishop 
of  Mississippi  and  the  original  resolution  establishing  this 
commission,  be  printed  as  a  tract  for  distribution  among 
those  who  are,  or  ought  to  be,  interested  in  this  University, 
and  that  the  loyal  alumni  and  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  this  institution  be  appealed  to,  to  give  this  tract 
as  wide  a  circulation  as  possible,  and  that  the  Commission 
on  Federation  of  Church  Schools  and  Colleges  be  instructed 
to  carry  the  above  resolution  into  effect 

The  following  letters,  constituting  the  main  body 
of  the  Report  are  hereto  appended,  in  conformity  to 
the  action  taken  by  the  Board. 
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Jackson,  Miss.,  May  31,  1906. 

Prof.  B.  L.  Wiggins,  LL.  D.,  Sewanee,  Tenn.: 

My  Dear  Sir — The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  upon  the  second  day  of  its  session  of  1905, 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  standing  committee  of  this  Board  be 
created  to  consider  the  question  of  the  confederation  of 
Church  schools  in  our  Southern  Dioceses,  to  confer  with  the 
authorities  of  those  schools,  and  to  report  upon  the  advis- 
ability and  feasibility  of  uniting  upon  such  a  confederation. 

As  the  mover  of  the  resolution  it  is  perhaps  expected  that 
I  should  state  the  purpose  which  I  have  in  mind,  while  invit- 
ing the  conference  of  the  committee,  and  this  I  shall  do  with 
as  much  brevity  as  possible. 

The  natural  and  legitimate  channels  through  which  the  re- 
ligion of  the  Christ  influences  the  lives  of  the  generations 
are  the  home,  the  school  and  the  pulpit,  and  in  the  main 
the  influences  become  potent  through  those  channels  in  the 
order  here  given.  Each  of  these  channels,  the  power  of  the 
Gospel  should  pervade.  We  have  been  trying  a  very  large 
experiment  in  this  free  and  democratic  America,  which  has 
never  been  tried  before  in  any  country — the  experiment  of 
education  without  any  denned  religious  principles  as  the 
foundation.  In  my  judgment,  the  experiment  is  a  failure 
in  a  large  measure.  We  are  in  danger  of  witnessing  a 
degenerate  education  which  is  giving  our  children  knowledge 
without  enlightenment,  and  craft  without  wisdom,  and  cul- 
ture without  character.  An  education  whose  atmosphere  is 
made  by  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  has  in  itself  the  power 
of  its  own  self-application  and  self-interpretation;  and  I  do 
not  hesitate  to  affirm  that  no  other  education  has.  This, 
from  the  standpoint  of  education,  is  the  blessed  result  which 
the  religion  of  the  Christ  accomplishes  in  us.     It  reveals  the 
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f>  purpose    of   all    knowledge    to    proclaim    the    design    of    life. 

"The  opening  of  Thy  word  giveth  light;  it  giveth  under- 
standing to  the  simple,"  writes  the  wise  Shepherd-King.  "I 
understand  more  than  the  aged  because  I  have  kept  Thy 
precepts."  Upon  this  principle  has  the  Church  proceeded 
in  every  age  of  her  history,  even  in  the  days  before  the 
blessed  Lord  came  to  reveal  God's  purpose  in  it  all.  And 
especially  consistent  has  been  the  course  of  our  own  An- 
glican communion,  which  has  builded  up  her  children  in 
every  generation  by  an  educational  system  whose  history  is 
as  clearly  defined  as  the  Church  itself.  The  old  Monastic 
system  of  the  rude,  warfaring  era  gave  place  to  the  uni- 
versities and  grammar  schools  and  parochial  schools  which 
for  many  generations  past  have  been  making  Old  England 
what  she  is  today ;  and  in  our  own  land  there  are  many 
still  living  who  can  bear  testimony  to  the  power  of  the  old 
classical  schools  to  make  for  character  as  well  as  to  train 
intellects.  From  the  Rabbinical  schools  of  the  chosen  people, 
in  which  the  Saviour  of  mankind  was  trained,  down  to  the 
Sewanees  and  St.  Marys  and  St.  Katherines  of  to-day,  the 
Church's  consistent  purpose  has  been  to  prepare  the  minds 
and  souls  and  characters  of  her  children  in  fuller  receptive 
capacity  for  the  Truth  of  God  by  means  of  the  school  and 
the  university.  I  am  fully  committed  to  the  conviction  that 
the  means,  so  powerful  to  build  Hp  the  generations  past,  is 
equally  powerful  to  accomplish  a  like  result  now.  I  do  not 
believe  that  such  a  task  can  be  accomplished  with  any 
measure  of  certainty  by  the  home  alone  or  the  pulpit  alone, 
or  the  two  together.  The  school  is  necessary  to  complete 
the  forces  which  nature  not  less  than  religion  demands  shall 
be  used  for  the  upbuilding  of  our  generations. 

In  saying  this,  and  in  referring  specifically  above  to  the 
popular  education  of  our  day  as  the  new  experiment,  I  by 
no  means  intend  to  array  myself  over  against  public  school 
education.  On  the  contrary,  I  am  its  friend  and  upholder 
as  one  means  of  educating  the  masses,  essential  under  our 
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present  condition  of  society,  and  perhaps  desirable  under 
every  condition  (at  least  the  latter  is  debatable  ground,  but 
need  not  concern  us  now).  A  sparsely  settled  country,  with 
population  widely  differing  in  religious  affiliations,  demands 
for  the  solution  of  its  educational  problems  the  religiously 
nondescript  school  system  which  we  have.  But  he  would  be 
a  blind  enthusiast  who  could  dare  to  shut  his  eyes  to  the 
defects  in  such  a  system,  and,  as  I  believe,  a  very  unwise 
one  who  would  do  nothing  to  correct  or  to  supplement  it  It 
is  possible  that  that  would  be  a  day  of  woe  to  our  educa- 
tional development  which  witnessed  the  absorption  of  all 
schools  by  churches,  but  it  is  entirely  certain,  to  my  mind, 
that  it  would  be  a  day  of  unutterable  woe  that  witnessed  the 
abandonment  of  schools  by  the  churches. 

-■— :rpne  time  has  fully  come  to  deny  the  subtle  confession 
(?)  of  a  generation  gone  that  the  religion  of  the  Christ  is 
still  an  experiment,  and  that  education  in  such  an  atmosphere 
is  subjection  to  the  narrowness  of  superstition.  To  build  up 
a  system  of  education  which  is  distinctly  Christian  along- 
side the  public  school  system,  which  may  influence  the  latter 
with  the  illumination  of  the  blessed  Gospel,  seems  to  me  the 
duty  of  highest  importance  at  this  time.  In  nothing  can  the 
Church  perform  a  greater  duty  or  secure  a  more  needed 
result  than  in  creating  a  system  whose  atmosphere  will  most 
surely  diffuse  itself  in  the  (if  you  please)  larger  educational 
atmosphere  made  by  all  systems — and  which,  because  perme- 
ated by  the  Truth  of  the  Christ,  must  be  the  strongest  ele- 
ment in' it. 

To  create  such  a  system  we  have  already  the  machinery. 
The  University  of  the  South,  designed  in  the  mind  of  its 
great  founders  to  be  and  actually  fulfilling  its  design  as  the 
heart  and  head,  stands  as  the  central  ideal  of  the  system. 
Consciously  or  unconsciously,  it  is  reinforced  by  the  Dio- 
cesan institutions  for  boys  and  girls  in  those  Dioceses  over 
which  the  University  is  the  guiding  educational  spirit  To 
become  a  system  it  lacks  only  the  co-ordination  of  the  dis- 
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n  jointed  parts  into  a  harmonious  unit,  sufficiently  close  to  be 

a   system   in   reality,    sufficiently  self-existent   in   its   parts   to 
)  preserve    freedom    and    liberty   of   self-government.    This    is 

what  I  mean  by  a  "Confederation  of  Southern  Schools  and 
Colleges."  I  believe  that  without  such  a  system  we  are  apt 
to,  perhaps  certain  to,  lose  much  of  the  force  of  influence  in 
the  general  educational  atmosphere,  which  is  so  essential  to 
educational  health.  And  we  lose,  besides,  the  power  which 
comes  from  uniformity  in  our  own  Church  methods.  I  be- 
lieve, too,  that  the  advantage  from  such  confederation  will 
be  incalculably  great  to  our  schools  in  the  Dioceses  con- 
cerned, and  to  the  Church  whose  servants  they  are.  Let  us 
see,  then,  what  such  a  confederation  may  fairly  be  taken 
to  involve.     This  may  be  presented  under  these  heads : 

First — Organization.  This  may  be  as  loose  or  as  compact 
as  the  schools  interested  desire.  It  may  become  an  organ- 
ized University  system,  so  called  and  so  conducted,  with  the 
University  of  the  South  at  its  head,  and  all  subordinate  col- 
leges and  schools  working  under  its  leadership  and  their 
curricula  fixed  or  approved  by  its  faculty.  Or  it  may  bef^ie 
simple  confederation  for  purposes  of  mutual  consultation  ahd 
the  strength  that  comes  from  harmony  of  aim  and  knowledge 
of  one  another  through  regular  communion  in  stated  meet- 
ings and  conventions. 

Personally,  I  should  like  to  see  the  University  system 
actualized,  though  not  so  rigid  a  system  as  that  indicated 
above  may  seem  to  contemplate :  Sewanee  at  the  head,  with 
a  professional  school  for  women,  or,  if  found  proper,  women 
seeking  professional  work  admitted  to  its  lecture  rooms;  the 
colleges  and  schools  for  boys  and  girls  in  our  Dioceses  graded 
and  becoming  component  parts  of  the  system — all  working 
in  harmony  with  the  head — and  schools  of  each  grade  prepar- 
ing for  that  which  is  next  higher. 

Second — Curricula:  The  harmony  of  the  school  and  col- 
lege curricula  with  the  University  should  be  secured,  and 
in  all  essential  points  should  prevail  throughout  the  system.

APPENDIX  II 


To  secure  this  a  consultation  committee,  wisely  selected  and 
representing  the  various  grades,  would  doubtless  be  sufficient 
machinery. 

Third — Grading:  To  separate  between  schools  of  different 
characters,  the  college  from  the  high  school,  for  example,  is 
important,  if  for  no  other  reason  to  secure  co-operation 
instead  of  competition  between  the  various  institutions. 
Chiefly  it  would  enable  the  Church  to  use  both  her  machinery 
and  her  material  with  least  waste  of  either,  and  would  en- 
courage a  specialization  in  aim  and  method  which  is  now 
sadly  lacking. 

Fourth — Nos.  2  and  3  well  inaugurated,  the  steps  to  the 
University  and  to  training  for  professional  work  would  be 
greatly  simplified  and,  I  may  add,  dignified.  Credit  could  in- 
telligently be  given  for  work  done  in  school  and  college,  and 
work  in  residence  at  the  University  specified,  looking  to  the 
appropriate  degree  useful  to  the  professional  worker,  which 
degree  should  be  conferred  only  by  the  University. 

Fifth — Government:  For  the  common  interest  to  be 
served  and  the  common  result  to  be  effected  no  central  gov- 
ernment is  necessary.  Local  self-government  is  essential  to 
the  success  of  each  school  or  college,  and  the  purpose,  as  it 
is  presented  to  my  own  mind,  not  only  does  not  require,  but  is 
best  served  by  avoiding,  interference  with  local  government 
Only  the  annual  conference  (let  us  say  at  Sewanee)  is 
needed  to  create  the  common  interest  and  secure  the  uniform 
and  graded  curricula. 

Such  a  University  system  presented  to  the  Church  would, 
I  believe,  command  the  respect  of  churchmen  everywhere  and 
gain  their  support.  Its  breadth  of  aim  and  practical  force- 
fulness  as  the  foe  of  ignorance  and  as  the  expression  of  the 
Church's  culture  would  add  vastly  to  the  power  of  the 
Church  in  her  great  purpose  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Light 

I  have  written  this  outline  in  the  hope  that  it  may  serve 
as  a  suggestion  to  the  members  of  the  committee,  and  I  re- 
spectfully   request   that   you    give   the    subject   your    thought 
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and  attend  the  session  of  the  committee,  which  Vice  Chan- 
p-'  cellor  Wiggins  has  been  requested  to  call  at  or  near  the  time 

of  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Sewanee,  prepared 
to  discuss  the  subject  I  realize  that  my  proposition  is  by 
no  means  rounded  or  perfected,  and  I  will  hail  with  great 
pleasure  any  other  plan  that  may  promise  unity  of  purpose 
/  and  of  method  and  of  co-operation  in  our  educational  efforts. 

If  convenient  to  you,  I  would  be  glad  to  learn,  before  our 
meeting,  your  attitude  toward  the  plan  proposed,  and  to  re- 
ceive your  criticisms.  Faithfully  yours,

This  communication  of  Bishop  Bratton  was  referred 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  Professor  Henneman  of  the 
Academic  Department,  who  returned  it  with  the  fol- 
following  comments  and  declaration  of  principles :       / 

The  University  of  the  South, 
Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  9,  1906. 

Vice-Chancellor  B.  L.  Wiggins,  The  University  of  the  South: 

Dear  Mr.  Wiggins — I  have  gone  over  Bishop  Bratton's 
letter  carefully,  have  also  conferred  with  two  members  of  the 
University  Faculty  interested  in  the  proposal — Dr.  W.  P. 
DuBose  and  Mr.  W.  H.  DuBose — and  have  had  some  little 
conversation  relative  thereto  with  yourself.  As  you  know, 
I  have  given  utterance  to  the  conviction  more  than  once,  now 
that  our  internal  organization  has  been  perfected  (for  never 
to  my  mind  was  there  better  organization  and  more  effective 
work  accomplished  in  all  the  departments  of  the  University 
than  ■  right  now)  ;  now  that  the  relations  between  school 
work  and  college  work  have  been  clearly  defined,  and  our 
requirements  for  entrance  upon  college  work  brought  back 
to  their  original  ideal  standards,  are  second  to  none  in  our 
section  of  country  and  worthy  of  the  institution  calling  itself 
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The  University  of  the  South ;  now  that  the  class  system  has 
been  thoroughly  organized  and  adopted  (as  a  result  of  which 
we  shall  graduate  the  largest  academic  class  in  the  history 
of  the  University  on  the  occasion  of  our  semi-centennial  in 
1907)  ;  that  we  should  next  pay  the  same  attention  to  build- 
ing up  and  strengthening  our  constituency,  should  cultivate 
the  closest  relations  with  the  best  and  strongest  schools  all 
over  the  country,  and  should  endeavor  to  create,  enlarge  and 
perfect  an  educational  system  of  our  own.  With  courage 
and  intelligence,  under  your  administration  the  last  few  years, 
we  have  achieved  the  former  good  things,  and  we  are  now 
prepared  to  undertake  the  latter. 

It  is  this  latter,  I  take  it,  that  Bishop  Bratton's  letter  con- 
templates. I  congratulate  him,  and  I  congratulate  you  and 
the  University,  that  this  work  should  be  broached  by  an  in- 
fluential member  of  our  Board  of  Trustees — who  is  at  the 
same  time  a  graduate  of  the  University — just  at  the  time 
that  we  ourselves,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Faculty, 
feel  the  need  of  greater  expansion  and  of  closer  relations 
with  every  State  and  every  Diocese  in  our  territory.  Prop- 
erly conceived,  wisely  but  determinedly  pursued,  and  broadly 
executed  in  the  great  catholic  spirit  in  which  Bishop  Polk 
and  the  other  founders  of  this  University  thought  and 
worked,  I  believe  not  only  that  herein  lie  future  lines  of 
development  and  usefulness  for  this  University,  but  that 
herein  alone  we  may  realize  our  dream  and  enter  upon  our 
birthright,  becoming  really  The  University  of  the  South — 
the  first  University  in  our  section  of  country  conceived  as 
having  a  vision  beyond  State  boundaries  and  formed  for 
creating  a  central  inspiration  for  all  the  States  from  which 
she  drew  her  being. 

Consequently,  I  believe  that  Bishop  Bratton's  noble  ideal 
contains  the  germs  of  large  statesmanlike  plans,  as  capable 
of  future  development  and  fruitful  in  realization  as  the  ideals 
and  plans  of  the  University's  founders.  It  is  but  the  further 
step  in  following  out  their  conception.     Moreover,  I  venture 
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the  opinion  that  if  we  do  not  grasp  the  opportunity  of  a 
better  and  finer  organization  of  all  educational  interests  in 
the  constituent  Dioceses — now  nineteen,  representing  twelve 
contiguous  States,  with  the  new  States  of  Oklahoma  and 
Arizona  and  the  outlying  provinces  of  Mexico,  Cuba,  and 
Porto  Rico  to  be  looked  forward  to  in  the  not  very  distant 
/  future — the   time   may   come   when   it   may  not   so    easily   be 

possible  to  organize  and  control  and  guide  wisely  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  this  vast  territory  of  the  Church's  prov- 
ince. There  are  more  ways  than  one  in  which  a  closer  rela- 
tionship among  the  several  States  and  Dioceses  may  be  cul-

With  these  thoughts  stated  ai  principles,  and  passing  over     ■ 
the  Bishop's  preamble,  I  come  at  once  to  the  practical  details 
of  the  plan. 

First — Organization.  There  is  contemplated  a  still  better 
organized  system,  with  the  clear  recognition  of  The  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  as  the  head,  and  as  the  only  institution  con- 
ferring titled  degrees.  The  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences  (the  present  Academic  Department) — for  it  is  a 
less  ambiguous  nomenclature  to  say  "College"  in  place  of 
"Academic  Department,"  and  it  is  so  used  in  this  paper — the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  is  the  one  and  only 
college  of  the  system  for  young  men.  The  University  com- 
prises, in  addition  to  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences, 
also  the  Theological  Department,  the  Law  Department,  the 
Engineering  Department  (soon  in  the  course  of  development 
to  be  separated),  the  Medical  Department  (including  the 
Pharmaceutical  Division),  the  Hospital,  the  Library,  and 
perhaps  still  other  departments  to  be  developed  in  time.  In 
relation  to  these,  all  other  and  merely  local  Diocesan  insti- 
tutions should  be  subordinate,  as  grammar  schools,  institutes, 
halls,  etc.  (but  nowhere  with  the  title  of  college),  with  cur- 
ricula approved  by  a  central  representative  committee,  so  as 
to  be  generally  uniform,  of  required  standards,  and  as  far  as 
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the  work  goes  to  fit  into  the  system  entirely  consistent  with 
the  enjoyment  of  the  greatest  individual  liberty  and  cultiva- 
tion of  personality.  Any  of  these  would  award,  as  at  present, 
certificates  of  work  completed  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
of  their  own  faculties  and  the  regulations  under  the  general 
system;  but  none  shall  award  a  titled  degree:  that  is  to  be 
the  prerogative  of  the  University  corporation  alone. 

Inasmuch  as  there  are  schools  for  girls  as  well  as  for 
boys,  and  as  there  is  only  the  college  for  young  men  at  Se- 
wanee,  to  complete  the  system  there  must  also  be  contemplated 
a  college  for  young  women.  This  does  not  mean  co-education, 
but  distinctly  means  non-co-education.  One  of  the  many 
ways  (and  one  not  the  least)  in  which  Sewanee  is  unique  is 
that  she  is  the  only  University  of  high  standing  remaining 
within  her  territory,  wherein  co-education  is  not  permitted. 
May  it  always  be  so,  in  accordance  with  her  historic  tradi- 
tions !  It  is  sincerely  believed  that  anything  else  would  run 
counter  to  her  highest  interests  and  stir  the  flames  of  untold 
hostility  and  opposition.  Let  this  be  declared  firmly  at  once. 
But  what  would  be  contemplated  in  such  a  system,  is  a  sep- 
arate foundation  for  women,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Uni- 
versity corporation,  like  Lady  Margaret  and  Somerville  Col- 
leges at  Oxford,  Girton  and  Newnham  Colleges  at  Cambridge, 
or,  better,  something  like  the  foundations  in  the  two  foremost 
American  universities  in  the  East,  of  Radcliffe  at  Harvard 
and  of  Barnard  at  Columbia. 

With  this  separate  organization  under  the  greater  whole, 
this  new  college  in  the  University  would  have  its  own  faculty 
and  separate  recitations  and  lectures  precisely  "as  now  at  St 
.Luke's,  or  Quintard  Hall,  or  Thompson  Hall— ^doubtless  as- 
sisted and  strengthened,  as  these "'are,  by  the  "presence  of  the 
rest,  there  being  many  joint  interests,  many  exercises,  lec- 
tures and  public  utilities,  which  all  departments  (like  the 
community),  as  at  present,  enjoy  in  common.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  separate  college  or  hall  idea,  already  begun,  I 
believe   imminent.     Indeed,   it  is   the   chief  way,   it  seems   to 
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'  me,  in  which  we  may  hope  to  encourage  special  benefactions 

and  foundations.  As  an  illustration,  it  may  not  be  long,  I 
trust,  before  not  merely  a  single  dormitory,  but  the  entire 
and  fully  equipped  plant  of  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School, 
the  quad  of  dormitories  and  recitation  rooms,  provided  with 
teachers'  quarters,  etc.,  may  be  known  as  and  go  under  the 
official  name  of  "Quintard  Hall."  "Quintard"  sounds  as 
well  as  Oxford's  "Pembroke."  And  so  we  may  look  forward 
to  a  St.  Agnes,  or  Leonidas  Polk,  or  what  you  will,  college, 
founded  for  young  women,  under  the  aegis  of  the  University. 
The  chief  thing  that  should  concern  us  on  the  occasion  of 
our  semi-centeninal  is  to  promulgate  officially  further  pro- 
posed plans  for  our  University's  development  that  will  appeal 
to  the  Nation  and  to  the  Church  as  did  the  original  plans 
and  the  original  ideas  of  fifty  years  ago. 

The  location  of  this  new  college  of  the  University — the 
college  for  women — can  perhaps  best  be  decided  later,  upon 
the  acquisition  of  the  needed  endowment  and  its  organiza- 
tion; and  there  are  doubtless  wealthy  women  who  could,  and 
would,  duplicate  the  recent  gifts  of  two  of  the  wealthiest  in- 
stitutions in  the  Southern  States,  viz.,  the  Sophie  Newcomb 
College  in  New  Orleans  and  the  Sweet  Briar  Institute  in 
Virginia,  both,  I  believe,  made  by  church-women.  There 
might  be  various  opinions  concerning  this  location:  as  to 
whether  this  new  college  be  immediately  located  near  the 
other  departments  of  the  University  and  the  Central  Library, 
as,  for  example,  in  or  on  the  Circle,  the  "cynosure  of  all 
eyes,"  or  as  far  removed  as  the  attractive  Green's  View  por- 
tion of  the  domain,  or  still  farther  away,  as  at  The  Sisters'; 
or,  as  has  been  proposed  and  is  well  worthy  of  consideration, 
even  six  miles  away  on  the  Greater  Fairmount  grounds, 
where  the  Women's  College  of  the  corporation  might  be 
developed  with  entire  independence,  it  being,  in  any  case,  a 
co-ordinate  branch  of  the  University  of  the  South,  wherein 
the  University  corporation  grants  and  awards  the  degrees, 
as    at    present,    in    all    other    co-ordinate     departments     and 
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branches.  It  is  recognized  that  this  granting  of  degrees  to 
women  by  the  University  corporation  will  be  a  new  develop- 
ment; but  in  the  manner  already  described  and  with  the 
safeguards  suggested  it  would  be  entirely  in  accord  with  the 
historical  ideals  of  the  English  race. 
jT  While  the  University  is  thus  the  only  degree-granting 
V  corporation  of  the  system,  and  would  comprise  the  only 
Colleges  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  system — one 
for  young  men  (already  existing)  and  one  for  young  women 
(to  be  established),  and  also  the  several  professional  depart- 
ments— every  State  and  Diocese  should  be  encouraged  to 
have  locally  as  many  strong  schools,  both  male  and  female, 
as  is  practicable,  where  boys  and  girls  may  obtain  the  best 
sort  of  primary,  secondary  and  high  school  education, 
and  be  prepared  for  the  advanced  education,  each  of  these 
schools  and  institutes  working  towards  the  standards  fixed 
for  entrance  into  The  University  of  the  South — already,  as 
said  in  their  application,  second  to  none  in  the  Southern 
States.  Such  a  system  of  schools  would  help  the  University 
to  better  realize  its  University  ideals,  and  besides  would  be 
of  incalculable  benefit  to  their  respective  States  and  com- 
munities. Such  a  system,  too,  would  strengthen  the  Church 
in  the  Southern  States,  in  many  places  weak,  as  no  other 
one  agency  in  its  work  in  producing  an  educated  citizenship. 
Likewise,  the  development  of  the  Industrial  School  work 
with  the  white  children  of  this  mountain  and  these  coves 
■  and  elsewhere,  by  the  Church  in  her  missionary  spirit,  would 
;--  be  but  another  instance  of  growth  and  breadth.  While  not 
officially  connected  with  the  University,  yet  this  great  work 
in  Sewanee's  neighborhood  has  been  only  possible  because 
the  University  is  here;  and  this,  too,  ought  ultimately  in 
turn  to  enlarge  the  University's  spirit  and  purpose.  As  it 
is,  any  one  of  these  mountain  lads  who  shows  capability  can 
obtain  literary  training  in  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School, 
and  thence  enter  the  College  (the  Academic  Department)  or 
one   of  the  professional    departments.    Indeed,    in   the   past, 
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every  one  of  the  departments  has  been  of  service  in  this  way 
to  the  mountain  population ;  and  so  even  this  missionary  and 
practical  work  can  readily  find  a  place  of  its  own  in  the 
larger  University  idea  and  system. 

Second  and  Third — Curricula  and  Grading.  As  already 
intimated,  to  obtain  the  best  results,  undoubtedly  a  definite 
affiliated  and  correlated  system,  as  recognized  by  the  best 
schools  in  the  country,  should  be  followed,  looking  forward 
to  preparation  for  the  standards  for  entrance  into  the  Uni- 
versity, chiefly  into  the  First  or  Freshman  Class  of  the  Col- 
lege, but  in  cases  even  to  a  higher  class.*  By  this  reason- 
able uniformity  and  conformity  to  a  system,  each  school, 
however  far  it  carried  a  pupil,  would  give  him  or  her  an 
exact  place  in  a  system  as  practiced  by  the  best  institutions 
in  America.  While  in  cases  a  certain  school  may  teach  be- 
yond the  first  or  freshman  year  of  the  College  (*'.  e.,  the 
Academic  Department)  at  Sewanee,  yet  it  would  hardly  be 
advisable  to  carry  the  pupil  beyond  the  requirements  for 
Gownsmen  (j.  e.,  the  end  of  the  second  or  sophomore  year). 
Gownsman  work,  the  work  of  the  last  two  years  of  college 
life  (and  I  believe  it  should  also  be  said  of  the  work  of  the 
last  three  years),  should  be  conducted  only  in  properly  or- 
ganized college  classes.  Perhaps  at  first,  owing  to  the  ex^ 
isting  organization  of  a  number  of  girls'  schools  of  high 
grade,  the  College  for  Women  would  be  confined  to  the  two 
upper  classes;  but  certainly  the  full  college  curriculum  oF\ 
four  years  would  best  be  contemplated  and  would  be  most  j 
advisable,  with  sufficient  endowment  — ^ 

There   will   be   no   real    competition   in  this   establishment 
and   organization   of   several    schools   in  every   Diocese;   and 


•Note. — What  these  standards  for  entrance  are  —  in  Englishi 
Latin  Mathematics,  History,  and  one  of  the  following :  Greek  or 
a  Modern  Language  or  a  Science  —  and  how  these  are  valued  in 
close  agreement  with  our  strong  Northern  and  Eastern  colleges, 
may  be  seen  from  the  first  part  of  a  communication  by  the  writer 
in  the  N.  Y.  Evening  Post,  June  16,  1906. 
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there  should  be  hearty  co-operation.  In  our  public  schools 
system  the  multiplicity  of  schools  has  not,  in  itself,  been  an 
evil.  What  we  want  are  good  schools,  and  not  poor  schools. 
A  quickening  of  education  over  the  South  would  help  build 
up  schools  in  every  State,  and  would  help  the  Sewanee  Gram- 
mar School  as  well.  The  Webb  School,  at  Bellbuckle,  Tenn., 
organized  nearly  thirty  years  ago  as  a  feeder  for  Vanderbilt 
University,  has  flourished  no  less  because  the  Morgan  School 
at  Fayetteville,  the  Branham  &  Hughes  School  at  Spring 
Hill,  etc.,  have  sprung  up  in  recent  years  with  the  same  ' 
end  in  view.  In  the  case  of  such  a  system  contemplated, 
there  would  in  time  probably  be  many  schools,  but  scattered 
over  the  entire  country,  instead  of  in  a  sort  of  nest,  as  all  ; 
around  Nashville  and  Vanderbilt.  This  system  should  at 
once  be  cosmopolitan  and  representative,  as  we  desire  our 
University  life  to  be.  Also,  this  fostering  a  system  of  our 
own  would  better  advertise  our  strength  and  position,  and 
in  no  wise  prevent  cordial  co-operation  and  relations  of  the 
University  with  other  schools  of  similar  high  standing  and 
ideals,  public  and  private,  everywhere.  The  breadth  of  our 
University  life  and  the  spirit  which  dominates  it  would  per- 
mit this  and  bring  this  about. 

What  is  of  the  greatest  importance  for  us  is  the  steady      j 
development  and  growth  of  a  strong  College  Department  on 
the  best   lines   of  English  historical   tradition.     The   College      ' 
is  the  nucleus  of  all  University  life,  alike  furnishing  ideals 
for  grammar  schools  and  lending  consistency  to  the  maturer      ] 
work  for  the  learned  professions.     If  it  be  desirable,  as  many 
hold,    to    keep    the    youth    in    their   own    locality    and   State, 
while  they  are  boys,  it  is  just  as  desirable,  for  many  reasons, 
to  get  beyond  the  local  and  State  idea  and  be  thrown  with 
youth    from   many    States   all   over   the   country   when   these      j 
same  boys   are  growing  young  men.     Such    State  and   local 
prejudices,  still  strong,  are  to  be  overcome,  and,  we  believe, 
rightly    overcome.     The    college    years,    from    seventeen    or     j 
eighteen  to  twenty-one  or  twenty-two,   are  those  when  it  is 
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'  best  that  the  youth  should  come  under   these  broader  influ- 

ences. If  some  parents  naturally  object  to  their  sons  being 
away  and  in  one  place  so  many  years  of  both  school  and 
college  life,  it  is  the  advanced  years  of  college  when  our 
University  can  do  them  most  good  and  has  most  to  offer, 
and  when  they  themselves  can  confer  most  honor  on  us. 
As  for  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School,  so  long  as  it  is  effi- 
ciently conducted,  with  its  marked  advantages  of  climate, 
there  need  be  no  fear  for  its  individual  success. 

Fourth — Affiliation  and  Co-ordination.  Upon  transference 
from  the  school  or  institute  to  the  University — whether  Col- 
lege or  Professional  Department — the  pupil,  having  gone 
through  an  accredited  prescribed  course,  can  be  placed  at 
once  into  the  proper  classes  for  which  he  is  fitted  without 
any  loss  of  time.  Such  thorough  co-ordination  is  the  great- 
est economy  in  education  for  achieving  the  best  results. 

Fifth — Government.  Apart  for  working  along  lines^ 
planned  for  the  general  system  and  approved  by  the  best  edu- 
cators, the  full  control  of  each  school  would  be  left,  of  course, 
with  its  own  local  authorities  and  Board,  as  at  present.  The 
determination  of  the  outline  of  these  principles  to  be  followed 
for  general  guidance  could  very  easily  be  fixed  by  a  central 
committee  in  annual  (or  other)  conference  at  Sewanee.  In 
the  same  spirit,  for  example,  a  national  conference  on  English 
determines  the  college  English  entrance  requirements  for  all 
schools  throughout  the  country,  without  interfering  in  the 
least  with  the  internal  working  of  any  school. 

The  development  of  such  a  system  of  thorough  co-opera- 
tion throughout  all  the  States  and  Dioceses  in  educational 
interests  and  in  the  interests  of  The  University  of  the 
South  as  a  whole,  with  the  simultaneous  cultivation  of  sympa- 
thetic relations  with  all  good  schools  everywhere,  is  the 
University's  great  present  need  and  future  duty.  Particularly 
we  wish  every  State  and  Diocese  brought  to  a  knowledge  and 
feeling  that  the  University  belongs  to  them  and  exists  for 
them,  escaping  all  local  trammels  and  getitng  beyond  State 
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prejudices.  As  examples,  we  wish  it  to  be  a  standing  order 
of  business  at  every  Diocesan  Council  to  hear  an  official  re- 
port, delivered  in  person  or  read,  on  the  condition,  progress, 
plans  and  needs  of  The  University  of  the  South  in  its  full 
corporate  capacity.  We  also  wish  the  Vice- Chancellor  to 
organize,  visit  and  keep  in  personal  touch  with  the  Alumni 
Associations  in  every  State  and  in  various  cities,  and  keep 
them  informed  as  to  the  workings,  and  particularly  the  near- 
est needs  and  interests,  of  the  University.  In  this  widely 
representative  character  and  broad  spirit  we  have  much  to 
offer  and  much  to  gain.  The  occasion  demands  large,  con- 
structive, statesman-like  ideas,  doubtless;  it  demands  faith, 
courage,  energy,  enthusiasm;  but  it  all  can  be  and  ought  to 
be  achieved.  It  is  only  by  sustaining  high  ideals  that  the 
University  ideal  will  ever  appeal  to  big  men.  With  us,  the 
higher  and  the  greater,  the  better.  It  was  the  idea  in  Bishop 
Polk's  case  and  Bishop  Quintard's  case  that  caused  the  Uni- 
versity to  be  here  now.  It  has  been  the  idea  that  has  in- 
spired the  present  Vice-Chancellor  and  others  to  continue 
the  work  in  faith  and  go  on  with  the  upward  struggle. 
Small  ideas  will  never  hearten  our  own  Faculty;  never  will 
appeal  to  men  of  affairs.  Once  convince  men  that  we  have 
these  ideals  and  are  living  up  to  them,  and  I  am  persuaded 
we  shall  get  the  help  and  means.  As  we  prove  worthy,  it 
will  come. 

In  contemplating  the  founding  of  this  University  fifty 
years  ago  Bishop  Polk  perceived  everywhere  in  this  Southern 
country  the  individual  State  idea  chiefly  manifest  and  dom- 
inant. He  saw  clearly — something  that  was  difficult  to  see 
in  the  South  before  the  Civil  War — that  no  great  University 
idea  could  be  so  restricted  to  State  lines  and  to  merely  local 
interests.  For  bringing  representative  men  of  the  various 
States  and  communities  into  a  common  educational  ideal  he 
could  discover  no  great  unifying  principle  but  one.  He  be- 
lieved that  the  authority  and  influence  of  the  Epscopal 
Church  alone,  with  its  historic  traditions  of  the  English  race, 
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C*  its  ideals  of  English  culture  and  education,  its  reputation  for 

breadth  of  thought  and  conception,  could  successfully  pass 
beyond  State  lines  and  personal  interests  and  accomplish  the 
needed  educational  results.  And  we  believe  to-day,  if  this 
ideal  could  be  realized  in  its  highest  and  broadest  and  fullest 
spirit,  that  he  was  right.  The  issue  and  lessons  of  the  Civil 
War  proved  that  he  was  right 

In  this  spirit,  its  original  spirit,  The  University  of  the 
South,  so  far  from  being  sectional,  has,  from  the  first,  almost 
alone,  proclaimed  the  federal  and  national  idea  to  the 
country.  On  July  4,  1857,  the  national  holiday,  on  Lookout 
Mountain,  after  reading  a  religious  and  a  national  document, 
the  Hundredth  Psalm  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
with  folds  of  the  national  flag  floating  around  the  speakers, 
those  patriots  in  State  and  Church  founded  both  a  religious 
and  a  national  institution  on  the  federated  plan.  It  is  this 
federation  it  is  proposed  to  strengthen. 

So  important  do  the  present  plans  under  discussion  seem 
to  be  and  so  full  of  possibility  for  the  educational  advance- 
ment of  The  University  of  the  South,  that  it  will  doubtless 
be  necessary,  as  with  all  great  plans,  for  it  to  be  the  pre- 
occupation and  the  care  of  some  one  man  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  some  one  man  on  the  part  of  the 
University  Faculty,  who  will  give  themselves  largely  to  this 
idea.  For  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  hope  Bishop  Bratton  will 
continue  to  represent  this  interest  all  over  the  country.  I 
believe  that  he  could  get  the  needed  assistance  for  the  en- 
dowment of  a  College  for  Women  within  five  years  and  less. 
For  the  Faculty,  the  Vice-Chancellor's  time  and  energy,  in 
the  next  five  and  ten  years,  coincident  with  the  semi-centen- 
nial of  the  University,  will  be,  and  ought  to  be,  given  up  to 
large  plans  for  the  financial  development  of  the  University — 
increasing  the  endowment,  raising  a  million  dollar  fund,  etc., 
in  which  the  present  plans  could  also  well  find  a  place. 
But  this  proposed  work  of  organization  and  correlation 
would  naturally  next  best  fall  upon  the  Dean  of  the  College 
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(i.  e.,  the  Academic  Department),  as  representing  officially 
the  interest  directly  concerned;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he 
will  undertake  it. 

With  this  large  conception  of  the  possibilities  of  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  the  College — which  is  the  only  true  concep- 
tion— he  could  be  relieved  of  much  of  the  mere  routine  work 
of  petty  discipline  by  an  efficient  Proctor,  as  in  the  English 
universities  (for  the  Deanship  ought  not  to  be  degraded  to 
mere  proctorial  duties),  or  by  a  committee  like  the  present 
one  passing  on  the  marks  of  students  and  recommending 
penalties  for  deficiency,  and  like  the  Entrance  and  Schedule 
Committees,  which  examine  and  classify  students  and  exer- 
cise many  executive  functions.  With  the  example  before 
him  of  the  work  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Penniman,  Dean  of  the  College 
in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  (for  the  campaign  of  this 
gentleman  has  perhaps  been  the  most  effective  educational 
missionary  work  in  the  Southern  States  within  the  past  four 
or  five  years),  the  Dean  of  the  College  in  The  University 
of  the  South  could  well  afford,  in  a  large,  statesman-like 
spirit,  to  devote  much  of  his  energy  for  the  next  five  and 
ten  years  to  such  a  work  as  a  regular  part  of  his  official 
duties. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  chief  educational  work  in  the 
Southern  States  for  these  next  ten  years  will  be  the  greater 
systematization  and  correlation  of  all  institutions  for  sec- 
ondary and  higher  education,  the  union  and  co-operation  of 
public  high  school  and  private  grammar  school  with  college; 
and  college  with  professional  school  and  special  department 
— the  development  of  a  community  and  corporate  existence 
as  apart  from  the  ineffective  individual  existence  of  the  past 
We,  on  our  part,  have  a  fine  body  of  young,  yet  thoughtful 
and  mature,  workers  in  our  Faculty,  trained  in  many  schools 
and  under  different  systems.  In  their  insight,  in  their  cour- 
age, in  their  enthusiasm,  I  think  I  may  say  for  my  colleagues 
they  are  second  to  none  in  our  territory.  Their  intelligence, 
with  direction  and  concerted  plans,  can  be  put  to  splendid 
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use.     Again,    we   have    a    noble    body  of    alumni    whose   de- 
P^  votion    is    undoubted.     Some   of    these   would   cheerfully   un- 

dertake phases  of  this  work.  For  it  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  a  good  alumnus  can  bring  more  students  to  a  college 
than  any  other  one  agency.  Remarks  like  this  are  not  un- 
common: "If  you  talk  that  way  about  your  University,  and 
you  are  a  sample  of  the  men  it  turns  out,  it  must  be  a 
good  place."  One  of  our  prominent  graduates  this  year  has 
offered  himself,  so  far  as  he  can  make  opportunity,  to  go 
among  schools  preparing  for  college.  I  trust  he  will  be 
encouraged  to  do  so.  With  foresight  and  careful  work,  our 
Faculty  and  our  University  can  be  brought  to  a  natural 
position  of  leadership  in  educational  polity  in  the  Southern 
States.  The  need  and  special  aim  is  to  aid  in  systematizing 
educational  work  everywhere  in  the  South,  at  the  same  time 
that  we  are  particularly  organizing  and  strengthening 
schools  in  every  State  and  Diocese  affiliated  and  related  with 
The  University  of  the  South.

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  27,  1906. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Committee  on  Endowment  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
during  the  year  they  have  succeeded  in  investing  and  re-invest- 
ing all  funds  which  have  come  into  their  hands,  in  first 
mortgages  on  real  estate,  most  of  it  in  the  city  of  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  and  at  6  per  cent  interest.  Up  to  the  first  of 
March,  $22,500.00  had  been  thus  placed,  which  consisted 
in  the  first  place  of  gifts  to  the  University,  $15,099.08,  of 
which  was  reported  last  year,  and  $1,225.00,  of  which  has 
been  received  by  the  Committee  since  then,  $1,000.00  from 
Bishop  Peterkin,  of  West  Virginia,  for  general  endowment, 
and  $225,00  from  Major  W.  A.  Smith,  of  North  Carolina, 
for  the  cloister  account.  The  rest  of  the  money  placed  has 
been  from  loans  repaid. 

The  accountant  employed  by  the  University  to  audit  the 
books  of  the  Treasurer  has  also  audited  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures and  securities  of  the  Endowment  Treasurer,  and 
finds  the  same  correct  and  as  stated,  excepting  the  bonds  of 
the  Southern  Railway,  amounting  to  $50,000.00,  which  are  in 
the  safe  deposit  vault  of  the  American  National  Bank,  at 
Nashville,  Tenn.  These  bonds,  however,  have  been  audited 
yy  Mr.  W.  D.  Gale,  a  member  of  the  Committee  during  this 
;pring.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIOGRAPHER. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June,  1004,  the  Rt  Rev. 
Augustin  Watson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  closed  his 
earthly  labors  on  Good  Friday,  1905.  Bishop  Watson  had 
served  in  the  sacred  ministry  for  over  sixty  years  and  as 
Bishop  for  twenty-one  years,  and  had  reached  the  age  of  87. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  in  their  minutes  speak  of  the  good 
Bishop's  life  of  singular  purity  and  intelligence,  filled  with 
noble  duties  and  arduous  labors  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
Master's  kingdom,  which  won  and  wore  with  saintly  faith- 
fulness a  mitre  in  the  church  of  God. 

During  the  same  year  the  Board  also  lost  one  of  its 
valuable  and  faithful  members,  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Scollard, 
>f  Texas. 

1905-1906. 

The  baccaclaureate  sermon  at  the  commencement  of  1905 
vas  delivered  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Strange,  D.  D.,  the  suc- 
:essor  of  Bishop  Watson  in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 
The  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Edward  Woodcock,  D.  D.,  became  a 
nember  of  the  Board  in  succession  to  the  late  Bishop  Dudley 
>f  Kentucky. 

The  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  June  24,  1005, 
vas  attended  by  twelve  of  the  Episcopal  members  of  the 
Joard  and  twenty-two  of  the  clerical  and  lay  trustees. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  election  of  Prof. 
7.  L.  Swiggett,  Ph.  D.,  to  the  chair  of  Modern  Languages 
or  the  term  of  three  years. 

The  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  had  been  referred 
y  the  Board  at  its  session  in  1904  the  necessary  details  in 
onnection  with  the  proposed  new  university  chapel,  reported 
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that  as  it  was  designed  to  make  the  chapel  a  memorial  to 
the  founders  and  benefactors  of  the  University,  it  should  bear 
the  name  of  "All  Saints."  They  also  reported  that  at  a 
meeting  of  the  committee  held  in  Boston  on  October  18, 
1904,  to  consider  plans  for  such  chapel  prepared  by  Messrs. 
Cram,  Goodhue  &  Ferguson,  architects  of  that  city,  resolutions 
were  passed  that  the  plans  submitted  at  that  meeting  to  the 
committee  be  approved  and  adopted,  subject  to  such  minor 
modifications  as  may  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee 
and  architects  be  found  to  be  necessary  or  advisable.  The 
outline  of  the  plans  approved  by  the  committee,  as  stated 
in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report,  is  modeled  after  King's 
College,  Cambridge.  The  building  is  to  have  an  interior 
length  of  221  feet,  including  the  choir  of  86  feet;  the  nave 
to  be  of  the  same  width  as  the  choir,  being  33  feet  6  inches;! 
the  aisles  on  either  side  of  the  nave  to  be  13  feet  9  inches' 
in  width.  The  extreme  exterior  length  of  the  building  is  to! 
be  243%  feet  and  its  greatest  breadth  69%  feet.  In  all  1,400 
sittings  will  be  provided  for,  of  which  925  in  the  nave,  328! 
in  the  aisles  and  150  in  the  choir.  The  estimated  cost  when 
completed  is  about  $90,000.  The  amount  received  and 
pledged  for  the  chapel  the  chaplain  estimated  at  $41,764. 

The  site  for  the  new  chapel  having  been  selected  and  a 
partial  excavation  made,  the  Board  of  Trustees  proceeded  on 
Sunday,  June  25,  1005,  to  take  part  in  the  laying  of  the  cor-j 
ner-stone.  A  platform  had  been  placed  adjoining  the  place 
and  the  Bishops  and  clergy  vested  and  the  other

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  RT.  REV.  ELLISON  CAPERS, 
D.  D.,  CHANCELLOR. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

This  is  an  occasion  of  intense  interest  to  us  all.  It  gives 
us  the  sure  promise  of  hopes  and  prayers  soon  to  be  ful- 
filled. It  is  the  sacred  beginning  of  our  house  of  prayer, 
which  we  hope  to  make  a  witness  for  our  faith  and  devo- 
tion, worthy  of  Sewanee.  It  is  an  interesting  and  most 
gratifying  circumstance,  that  three  of  the  four  chaplains 
of  the  University  are  with  us  to-day — Dr.  DuBose ;  the  Bishop 
of  Tennessee;  and  my  reverend  brother,  Mr.  Guerry,  to  whose 
devoted  energies  we  are  mainly  indebted  for  this  occasion. 
With  what  gratification  to  himself  and  his  brethren  would 
the  first  elected  Chaplain  of  Sewanee  be  with  us  today — the 
gallant  and  accomplished  Dr.  Shoup — soldier,  scholar,  and 
priest.  The  chapel  whose  corner-stone  is  laid  today  will 
commemorate  his  virtues,  and  the  virtues  of  a  noble  band 
of  brethren,  whose  love  and  labors  were  given  to  our 
University,  and  whose  benefactions  have  been  a  blessing 
to   Christian'culture. 

The  Chapel  of  All  Saints  will  be  worthy  of  "the  glorious 
band"  who  founded  our  University,  and  their  successors, 
who  have  supoprted  it  by  their  devotion.  It  will  be  the 
crown  of  long  years  of  patient  waiting  and  hopeful  prayer. 
The  faith  and  the  courage  and  the  patience  which  have 
been  offered  to  God  in  the  humble  Chapel  of  St.  Augustine 
for  more  than  three  decades,  He  has  graciously  accepted  and 
blessed,  and  the  chapiel  we  are  to  build  here,  while  commem- 
orating those  years  of  faith  and  courage,  will  stand  for 
Sewanee's  devotion  to  the  consecration  of  all  that  is  noblest 
ind  best  to  the  worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God. 

Occasions  like  this  call  us  back  to  first  principles,  prin- 
uples  on  which  the  University  of  the  South  was   founded. 
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and  for  which  it  stands  a  witness  before  the  church  and 
before  our  country. 

The  historian  of  the  University,  in  his  graphic  and  faith- 
ful sketch  of  its  founding,  has  preserved  for  us  and  for  our 
successors  the  interesting  circumstances  of  the  memorable 
meeting  on  Lookout  Mountain  on  July  4,  1857,  and  has 
given  us  the  utterances  of  the  founders. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Bishop  Otey,  delivered  the  ad- 
dress, and  declared  the  simple  and  essential  principle  for 
which  the  University  of  the  South  was  to  have  its  being. 
It  was  to  be  a  great  University,  consecrated  to  the  higher 
and  nobler  education  of  man — an  education  which  could 
only  be  high  and  noble,  as  it  recognized  the  religious  nature 
of  man  and  trained  his  intellect  to  know  and  honor  the 
God  and  Father  of  us  all,  and  bound  his  affections  to  the 
cross  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  the  catholic  creed  of  the 
University  of  the  South.  Her  name  is  not  meant  to  be 
sectional,  but  is  meant  to  stand  for  the  loyalty  of  a  great, 
section  of  our  country  to  the  broadest  and  noblest  culture — , 
is  meant  to  rally  our  people  to  this  standard  of  catholic! 
culture,  to  pledge  our  people  to  an  education  for  their  sons 
which  shall  ever  be  distinctly  Christian. 

The  Bishops  and  laymen  who  laid  our  foundations  repu-| 
diated  narrowness  and  one-sidedness  in  education,  and  in-i 
voked  the  noblest  spirit  of  patriotism  for  the  institution  theyl 
founded. 

The  history  of  the  University  is  the  fulfilment  of  their! 
hopes  and  prayers,  and  the  living  expression  of  a  catholic 
mind  and  a  catholic  heart.  1 


BISHOP  GAILOR'S  ADDRESS 

Rt.    Rev.    Chancellor,    Brethren    of    the    Board    of    Trustees, 
Members  of  the  University,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  been  appointed  to  say  a  few  words  this  afternoon 
because  for  twenty-three  years  I  have  had  a  special  interest) 
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in  the  chapel  of  this  University.     For  ten  years  I  served  as 
V"  Chaplain;   and,  more  than  this,   I  believe  that,   with   the  co- 

operation   of   the   then   Vice-Chancellor,    Dr.    Hodgson,   and 
Maj.   Fairbanks    (who   was   always   in   every  good   work),   I 
?"s  made  the  first  appeal  to  our  people,  in  1884,  for  the  building 

of  a  new  chapel — an  appeal  which  at  that  time  was  crowned 
'  with  considerable  success;  but,  in  God's  providence,  just  as 

the  undertaking  seemed  to  have  reached  a  point  of  sure  ful- 
fillment, it  was  permitted  to  die  down  and  other  and  more 
pressing  needs  thrust  it  to  one  side.  That  movement  gave 
us  the  Convocation  Hall,  however,  and  is  so  far  embodied 
in  the  present  plan. 

Doubtless  it  was  just  as  well  that  we  did  not  succeed 
in  building  a  chapel  then.  All  things  work  together  for  good 
to  them  that  love  God.  Perhaps  we  were  not  old  enough  in 
those  days,  nor  big  enough,  nor  organized  with  sufficient 
completeness  to  build  the  kind  of  building  that  we  should 
need. 

In  twenty  years  many  changes  have  taken  place  and  many 
steps  forward  have  been  made.  The  University  has  been 
developed  on  larger  lines,  with  more  departments.  Four 
splendid  buildings  have  been  erected  and  three  others  have 
been  partially  finished.  The  chapel  that  now  shall  stand 
here  is  planned  for  a  great  University  and  not  for  a 
small  college. 

Today  many  hearts  are  glad  and  the  hopes  and  prayers 
}f  all  these  years  seem  about  to  be  fulfilled. 

Our  Chaplain,  with  heroic,  unselfish  enthusiasm,  has  ap- 
jealed  in  person  to  the  friends  of  the  University  and  has 
von  the  day.  Let  us  extend  to  him  our  hearty  congratula- 
ions,  and  let  us  pray  God  that  what  we  begin  here  in  faith 
nay  be  blessed  to  ourselves  and  to  our  children's  children. 
?or  this,  above  all  other  buildings,  is  the  building  of  the 
Jniversity.  It  shall  be  hallowed  with  memories  of  those 
lear  ones,  who,  though  dead,  through  it  shall  speak  to  us 
i   the  victories   of   our   faith.    Here   the   everlasting   truth 
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upon  which  this  institution  was  founded  and  for  which  it 
stands  shall  be  set  forth  to  all  men  in  worship  and  creed  and 
sacrament,  as  the  truth  that  elevates  and  consecrates  all 
human  learning  while  it  saves  the  soul.  Here  men  shall  find 
the  real  inward  life  of  Sewanee,  where  true  scholarship  and 
true  religion  walk  hand  in  hand;  where  the  love  of  beauty 
and  of  truth,  in  art  and  literature  and  science,  are  the  out- 
ward expression  of  the  length  and  breadth  and  depth  and 
height  of  the  love  of  Christ  which  passeth  knowledge  and 
which  hath  filled  the  universe  with  the  fullness  of  God. 

Gentlemen,  it  is  a  building  like  this  which  determines  and 
defines  the  place  of  religion  in  the  life  of  a  university.  We 
have  heard  much  talk  lately  on  the  subject  of  sectarian  insti- 
tutions of  learning.  In  fact,  a  modern  millionaire,  in  pro- 
viding a  fund  for  the  relief  of  indigent  professors,  has  con- 
temptuously emphasized  the  fact  that  this  fund  is  not  for 
the  teachers  in  sectarian  colleges.  He  seems  to  assume  that 
an  institution  of  learning  under  the  control  of  a  Christian 
denomination  is  built  for  the  purpose  of  converting  young 
men  to  a  narrow  system  of  religious  belief,  and  that  it  is  a. 
proselyting  propaganda  of  a  certain  school  of  thought.  And; 
this  definition  of  Christian  education  and  of  Christian  uni-l 
versities  I  emphatically  repudiate  as  violating  the  truth  of 
history.  On  the  contrary,  I  think  that  it  can  be  demon-j 
strated  that  the  great  universities  of  the  world  owed  theiri 
origin  to  the  Chrisian  church  (and  let  us  not  forget  that  theyj 
did  owe  their  origin  to  the  Christian  church) — not  because 
the  church  used  this  means  of  bringing  people  to  her  fold, 
but  because  education  was  part  of  the  content  of  that  obliga-; 
tion  of  service  to  ths  world  which  was  involved  in  her, 
commisison  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  Whatever  maj 
have  been  the  designs  of  the  Jesuit  Order  in  the  counter- 
Reformation,  and  of  the  schools  and  colleges  founded  bj 
the  various  sects  which  grew  out  of  the  Reformation,  then 
is  no  historical  truth  clearer  than  this — that  the  Catholic 
Church,  from  Origen  to  Alcuin  and  from  William  of  WykeJ. 
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ham  to  William  Laud,  fostered  education  for  the  service  of 
Y"  mankind. 

And  Sewanee  stands,  therefore,  not  as  a  missionary  enter- 
prise to  exploit  the  Episcopal  Church,  but  as  the  expression, 
the  manifestation,  of  what  the  Episcopal  Church,  accepting 
in  humility  the  responsibility  which  the  Lord  imposed  upon 
her,  has  been  able  to  contribute  to  the  cause  of  education  in 
this  land. 

It  shall  be  our  duty  and  privilege  here  upon  this  mountain, 
more  and  more,  to  demonstrate  the  value  and  helpfulness 
of  that  kind  of  education,  which  is  not  true  because  it  is 
Christian,  but  which  is  Christian  because  it  is  true;  to  pro- 
claim to  all  men  that  there  is  no  freedom  of  thought  so  free 
as  that  which  is  based  upon  fixed  principles,  and  no  devotion 
to  truth  so  patient,  so  enduring,  so  unselfish,  as  that  which 
springs  from  faith  in  God. 

To  these  principles  this  chapel  shall  bear  witness — it  shall 
be  for  glory  and  for  beauty.  It  shall  be  for  art  and  culture, 
sanctified  by  love  of  righteousness.  It  shall  be  a  joy  and 
benediction  to  all  our  people — as  a  beacon  set  upon  the  top 
of  a-  mountain  and  as  an  ensign  on  a  hill. 


ADDRESS  OF  MAJ.  GEO.  R.  FAIRBANKS. 

Right  Reverend  Chancellor: 

Thanking  you  for  the  kind  words  with  which  you  have 
referred  to  my  long  and  intimate  connection  with  the  Uni- 
versity, from  its  inception,  and  thankful  that  I  have  been 
spared  to  witness  this  important  step  in  its  progress,  at  the 
same  time  it  is  not  unnatural  that  this  initial  step  in  the 
building  of  All  Saints  Memorial  Chapel  should  be  to  me  an 
occasion  of  mingled  sadness  and  gratification. 

It  means,  in  the  first  place,  the  approaching  passing  away 
jf  dear  old  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  endeared  to  us  by  long 
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association;  by  the  reception  at  its  altar  ofttimes  of  the 
blessed  sacrament  of  our  Lord's  body  and  blood;  by  that 
most  important  event  in  many  lives — the  seal  of  their  con- 
firmation ;  by  the  noble  sermons  which  have  been  preached 
there  by  men  of  the  highest  reputation;  and  the  orations  of 
distinguished  public  men;  and,  of  especial  interest,  the  daily 
ministration  of  the  beloved  Chaplains  who  have  daily  min- 
istered to  us  in  the  past,  and  by  the  thousands  of  students 
who  have  occupied  its  seats,  to  whom  the  old  chapel  is  a 
loving  memory. 

During  the  thirty-eight  years  since  it  was  t>uilt  some  of 
us  have  been  present  at  the  baptism  of  many  little  ones,  at 
the  marriage  of  relatives  and  friends,  and  have  participated 
in  the  funeral  offices  over  the  dear  departd.  The  passing  of 
old  St.  Augustine's  will  touch  many  a  heart  with  sadness. 
But  we  now  turn  with  joyful  anticipation  to  the  Memorial 
Chapel,  the  corner-stone  of  which  we  now  lay. 

It  is  forty-five  years  since  the  first  corner-stone  of  what 
was  intended  as  the  central  building  of  the  University  was 
laid  on  yonder  site  beyond  St.  Luke's  Theological  Hall,  by 
Bishop  Polk,  assisted  by  Bishops  Otey,  Elliott,  Green,  At- 
kinson, Cobbs,  and  Rutledge  In  that  massive  stone  was 
deposited  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,, 
and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  During  the  war| 
between  the  States  some  Federal  troops  encamped  upon  the' 
domain,  blew  up  and  broke  to  pieces  the  beautiful  marble j 
block  and  scattered  its  contents  to  no  one  knows  where.         ! 

In  August,  1867,  seven  years  afterwards,  the  corner-stone 
of  St  Augustine's  Chapel,  so  named  by  Bishop  Quintard  in' 
honor  of  St.  Augustine,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  was  laid: 
with   suitable  ceremonies  by  the  venerable    (then   Chancellor]

ary  Bishop  of  China.  Of  the  clergy  were  present  Rev.  Davidl 
Pise  of  Tennessee,  Rev.  Dr.  James  Craik  of  Kentucky,  andi 
Rev.   Dr.   W.   C   Williams  of  Georgia.     Messrs.   Whittle   of 


of  the  University)    Bishop  Green  of  Mississippi,  assisted  by 
Bishop  Quintard  of  Tennessee  and  Bishop  Williams,  Misjon- 
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Georgia,  Pegues  of  Mississippi,  Simpkins  of  Florida,  and 
p""  Pennington  and  Fairbanks  of  Tennessee  were  the  only  other 

of  the  clergy  and  lay  trustees,  and  perhaps  a  score  of  onlook- 
ers— a  great  contrast  to  the  present  large  assemblage  of  bish- 
ops, clergy,  and  laity. 

It  is  a  notable  fact  that  none  of  the  leading  educational 
/  institutions   in   the   United    States   have   erected    any   notable 

buildings,  or  in  most  instances  any  at  all,  for  religious  serv- 
ices. Columbia,  after  an  existence  of  over  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years,  is  just  now  erecting,  as  the  gift  of  an  individual 
donor,  a  chapel  for  its  students.  Smaller  church  schools  at 
Concord,  at  Groton,  Faribault,  and  elsewhere,  have  by  the 
munificence  of  individuals  erected  beautiful  chapels  of  mod- 
erate size.  As  this  is  the  only  Church  University  in  this 
country,  it  might  have  been  expected  that,  following  the  exam- 
ple of  the  great  English  universities,  it  would  give  great 
prominence  to  a  church  edifice.  Oxford  has  its  Christ 
Church,  its  Magdalen,  its  St.  Mary's,  its  New  College,  and 
other  handsome  collegiate  churches,  and  Cambridge  likewise. 

In  the  first  sketch  for  the  location  of  the  proposed  Uni- 
versity buildings  in  i860  Bishop  Hopkins  gave  prominence  to 
the  Chapel  of  the  University,  which  he  placed  on  the  ground 
now  occupied  by  St.  Luke's  Oratory,  and  where  Bishop 
Quintard  planted  the  rustic  cross  on  the  22d  of  March,  1866. 
Doubtless  if  the  then  promised  endowment  had  been  realized, 
the  University  Chapel  would  have  been  one  of  the  first  and 
:he  finest  structures  erected. 

But  in  1866,  when  we  reoccupied  the  ground,  the  endow- 
ment had  perished,  and  in  1867  the  University  was  glad  to 
■.  )e  able  to  erect  even  the  humble  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  as  its 

irst  house  of  worship,  and  the  first  moneys  received  after- 
vards  were  applied  to  its  enlargement.  Many  memorial  gifts 
estify  to  the  affection  in  which  the  Chapel  and  its  adornment 
las  been  held. 

Casual  visitors  to  Sewanee  have  remarked  upon  the  many 
leautiful   stone   buildings   at   the   University,   and   have    con- 
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trasted  these  with  the  plain  St.  Augustine's  and  wondered 
why  there  should  be  this  disparity.  This,  however,  is  easily 
explained.  All  the  buildings  here  were  individual  gifts,  and 
it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  University  to  erect  all  its  build- 
ings of  a  permanent  and  enduring  character.  The  intent  has 
always  been  before  the  Trustees  that  the  Chapel,  when  erect- 
ed, should  be  its  best  and  costliest  structure.  It  was  not  to 
be  expected  that  any  single  individual  would  furnish  the 
funds  required  while  there  was  any  uncertainty  as  to  the 
future  of  the  University.  Nor  for  the  same  reason  in  our 
somewhat  uncertain  condition  could  funds  be  solicited  or  ex- 
pected to  any  great  extent  from  the  alumni  and  individual, 
friends  of  the  University;  but  now,  in  the  providence  of  God, 
the  time  has  come  when  the  University,  having  reached  a 
stage  where  its  permanence  is  well  assured,  a  new  Chapel  is 
felt  to  be  required,  when  a  building  which  will  do  honor  to 
oHr  Maker  and  the  University  should  be  erected. 

The  Trustees  have  accepted  plans  for  such  a  Chapel  of  the 
highest  excellence,  and  which,  when  carried  out,  will  place 
here  a  noble  structure  which  will  endure  for  centuries.  One 
of  our  own  alumni,  Mr.  W.  M.  Aiken,  an  accomplished  archi- 
tect, has,  in  connection  with  Messrs.  Cram,  Goodhue  &  Fer- 
guson, of  Boston,  specially  skilled  in  church  architecture 
carefully  considered  our  needs  and  the  plans  have  beeij 
worked  out  to  our  satisfaction.  It  only  remains  to  provide 
the  additional  funds  needed  to  enable  us  within  the  nexi 
two  years  to  congregate  wkhin  its  walls. 

Let  us  imagine  it  possible  in  1907  to  gather  a  reunion  oj 
all  the  men  now  living  who  in  the  last  thirty-eight  year- 
have  occupied  seats  in  the  old  Chapel,  gathered  here  to  at 
tend  the  consecration  of  the  new  Chapel.  The  procession  t' 
be  formed  at  Quintard  Memorial  Hall.  A  choir  of  three  hun 
dred  voices,  preceded  by  the  cross-bearer  and  under  the  direci 
tion  of  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Frederick  De  Rosset 
D.  D.,  followed  by  two  hundred  Sewanee  clergy  and  seve 
Sewanee    Bishops    and   the   mass   of    Sewanee   students,   pa: 
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and  present,  following,  arranged  according  to  the  year  of 
r"'  their  connection   with   the   University,  marching  four  abreast 

and  reaching  to  the  front  of  All  Saints  Memorial  Chapel,  a 
body  or  four  or  five  thousand  men  and  youth. 

What  an  illustration  that  would  be  of  the  history  of 
Sewanee — fathers  and  sons  in  the  line!  How  inspiring  the 
thought  of  the  interest  of  all  these  Sewanee  Bishops,  other 
clergy  and  lay  sons  in  the  work  we  have  this  day  begun ! 

God  grant  that  the  interest  continue  until  this  work  be 
completed  to  His  honor  and  glory! 


The  occasion  was  one  second  only  in  importance  to  the 
laying  of  the  corner-stone  in  October,  i860,  of  what  was  then 
designed  and  expected  to  be  the  principal  building  of  the 
University.  The  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  magnificent 
Church  of  All  Saints  forty-five  years  later  marked  the  frui- 
tion of  the  hopes  of  those  who  laid  the  corner-stone  in  i860, 
and  emphasized,  as  no  other  act  could  do,  the  great  purposes 
jf  the  founders  of  the  University.  One  only  of  the  Board 
>f  Trustees  who  participated  in  the  memorable  ceremony  of 
[860  was  spared  to  witness  and  participate  in  the  laying  of 
he  corner-stone  of  All  Saints  in  1905,  which  will  stand 
hrough  many  generations  to  come  as  a  memorial  to  those 
who  founded  and  have  built  upon  the  foundations  of  the 
>ast.

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  condi- 
ion  of  affairs  in  the  University  was  in  all  respects  favorable; 
hat  the  Hebdomadal  Board  had  advanced  the  requirements 
or  entering  the  University. 

The  Board  created  by  ordinance  the  office  of  Historiogra- 
pher, whose  duty  it  should  be  to  collect  and  keep  written  or 
rinted  matter  bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  University, 
nd  make  record  of  such  events  and  incidents  as  shall  illus- 
:ate  its  development 
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Mr.  George  R.  Fairbanks  was  elected  to  this  office  for  the 
terms  of  three  years. 

On  September  23,  1905,  the  building  known  as  the  supply 
store  was  entirely  destroyed  by  fire,  which  had  obtained  such 
headway  that  its  contents  could  not  be  saved.  The  E.  Q.  B. 
Club,  which  owned  and  occupied  the  second  story,  also  lost 
its  belongings.  Fortunately,  a  liberal  amount  of  insurance 
enabled  the  University  to  replace  the  building  in  a  short 
time,  greatly  enlarged  and  improved.  The  history  of  the 
supply  store  goes  back  to  a  small  supply  of  books  and  drugs 
kept  in  stock;  then  the  removal  of  the  classroom  building  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Chapel  to  the  present  site  of  the  supply 
store  and  its  being  fitted  up  for  a  more  extensive  supply  of 
articles,  its  being  burned  down  and  replaced  by  the  enlarged 
store  building  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1905,  and  now 
succeeded  by  a  business  house  of  stone  made  nearly  fire- 
proof and  inclusive  of  the  Treasurer's  office  and  the  Sewanet 
Branch  Bank  of  Winchester,  presenting  a  very  commodiou 
and  handsome  business  house,  which  is  not  only  a  great  con 
venience  to  the  University,  but  also  a  profitable  investment 

The  calendar  for  1904-05  gives  the  total  number  of  stu 
dents  in  all  departments  as  502.  ' 

The  Summer  School  of  the  Theological  Department  wa; 
again  inaugurated  in  1905  and  was  quite  successful.  ! 

A  Vice-Dean  was  created  in  the  Theological  Department 
to  which  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose  was  elected,  and  a  chair  cj 
Apologetics  established,  to  which  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  wa' 
elected. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Theological  Department  wa 
less  favorable  for  the  year  1905-6  than  previously,  owing  t 
the  failure  of  several  of  the  Dioceses  to  meet  the  quota  of  sup 
port  provided  for.  There  was,  however,  an  increase  in  th 
number  of  students,  reaching  thirty-two. 

An  effort  was  inaugurated  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  t 
create  an  endowment  for  the  Chair  of  Dogmatic  Theology,  J 
a  memorial  of  Bishop  Quintard,  towards  which  the  sum  < 
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$2,500  had  already  been  given.     While  there  are  several  en- 
p'  dowed  scholarships   in   the  Theological   Department,   there   is 

no  distinctive  endowed  professorship. 

All  Saint's  Chapel,  for  which  the  corner  stone  was  laid  in 
/v  July,   1905,  has   been  under  construction,   in  accordance   with 

the  plans  adopted. 
'  Its  massive  foundations  and  walls  are  slowly  rising,  indi- 

cating   the    noble    architectural    beauty    which    the    completed 
'■'_  structure  will  exhibit. 

,        ■  The    Sewanee    Inn,    a    much-needed   hostelry,    was    recon- 

structed according  to  modern  requirements  during  the  year 
1905,  and  affords  almost  indispensable  aid  in  entertaining  the 
increasing  number  of  summer  visitors  to  the  mountain. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  to  the  Board  in  1906  a  flat- 
:ering  prospect  of  increased  endowments  through  arrangements 
lot  yet  perfected.  .  , ._ — - — — "  '

Your  Committee  on  Finance  has  taken  into  most  careful 
alytic  consideration  the  financial  exhibit  furnished  by  the 
;nnessee  Auditing  Co.,  and  presented  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
!lor  in  connection  with  his  report.  We  have  gone  behind 
to  make  inquiries  as  to  the  significance  of  some  of  its  state- 
mts,  and  the  bearing  of  some  of  its  figures.  We  believe 
it   the   financial    questions    suggested    by    this    portion  .  of 
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the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  are  the  most  critical  before  th: 
Board  of  Trustees  at  this  meeting.  In  order  that  th| 
situation  may  be  exactly  and  fully  understood,  we  furnish  j 
resume  of  the  salient  points  of  the  financial  exhibit  referrej 
to. 

The  report  of  the  Auditing  Company  covers  the  year  end 
ing  March  I,  1907,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Supply  Storj 
in  which  the  statement  is  as  of  January  1,  1907.  The  accounj 
of  both  the  University  and  the  store  are  reported  correct,  a 
shown  by  the  books;  and  all  cash  receipts  were  fully  a< 
counted  for  to  the  Auditor  by  proper  vouchers  on  file  ari 
bank  balances.

We  find  that  there  is  a  clerical  error  in  the  Auditor's  report 
)f  $263.40,  which  amount  should  be  added  to  the  losses,  mak- 
ng  the  actual  loss  $6,074.78.  This  correction  makes  the 
tccumulated .  deficit  equal  that  shown  by  the  auditing  of  the 
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books,  viz.:  $25,330.27,  which  also  is  the  amount  carried  over 
as  loss  on  the  Treasurer's  books. 

The  financial  statement  shows  that  there  is  a  liability  for 
bonds  and  other  outstanding  indebtedness  of  $111,876.33; 
but  against  this  should  be  credited  the  following  items,  which 
are  really  cash  assets :

Of  the  accounts  for  board  and  tuition,  and  of  the  out- 
standing accounts  of  the  store,  only  those  were  reported 
which  were  deemed  good.  If  this  money  were  on  hand,  it 
would  reduce  the  liabilities  to  $86,340.93. 

We  must  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  deficiency  has 
been  growing  each  year  at  the  rate  of  about  $7,000  per  annum. 

The  University  Supply  Store  shows  a  net  gain  for  1906  of 
$3,637.54,  which  is  17%%  of  the  amount  invested  in  build- 
ings and  improvements,  furniture  and  fixtures ;  and  17  per 
cent  of  the  amount  of  liabilities  for  the  store. 

It  is  entirely  consistent  with  the  Vice-Chancellor's  state-  j 
ment  concerning  the  universal  experience  of  colleges  and! 
universities,  as  to  their  inability  to  meet  their  own  expenses, ,| 
that  the  Grammar  School  of  this  University  has  furnished  j 
a  gain  of  $4,638.89  the  last  fiscal  year,  an  advance  of  $422.04' 
over  the  preceding  year.  The  fact  that  so  many  secondary 
schools  are  sustained  as  private'  business  enterprises  is  suffi- 
cient evidence  that  they  are  exceptions  to  the  experience  or 
rule  referred  to.  It  will  be  entirely  consistent  with  a  main- 
tenance of  the  highest  spiritual  ideals,  and  educational  stand- 
ards, for  the  Grammar  School  of  this  University  that  its 
business  success  should  be  constantly  increased 

From  the  financial  standpoint,  which,  of  course,  is  the  only 
one  to  be  occupied  by  this  Committee,  it  is  also  to  be  noted 
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that  the  several  boarding  halls  have  been  successfully  man- 
y  aged,  furnishing  the  past  year  a  combined  profit  of  $8,110.50. 

We  understand  that  the  income  from  the  Forestry  Bureau, 

if  we  may  so  term  it,  which   the  past  year  netted  $2,238.87, 

?v  must  soon  cease,  because  of  the  exhaustion  of  the  available 

timber. 

The  Sewanee  Inn,  the  last  year  caused  a  loss  of  $1,513.20, 
as  against  a  gain  of  $2,066.92  furnished  during  the  previous 
year.  We  are  informed  that  a  change  of  management .  has 
occured  by  which  the  successful  administration  of  1905-6  has 
been   reinstated. 

With  reference  to  the  situation  thus  laid  before  you,  we 
would  emphasize  the  following  points: 

(1)  That,    while    every    individual    and    every    organization 
entitled   to   know   the    financial    condition   of   the    University, 
should  be  fully  and  accurately  informed  upon  it,  and  made 
— '  by  the  deep  impression  thus  created,  to  think  and  work  most 

earnestly  for  the  institution's  immediate  relief,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  would  be  a  most  unwise  policy  to  let  it  be  a  matter 
}f  public  and  probably,  in  the  end,  of  grossly  exaggerated 
ind  positively  erroneous  rumor,  that  the  safety  of  the  Uni- 
versity was  endangered,  or  even  that  its  efficiency  was 
-.rippled. 

No  greater  bar  to  securing  that  financial  aid  which  is  the 
lecessary  cure  for  present  conditions  could  be  conceived  of. 
The  inflow  of  students  would  also  certainly  be  hindered.  And 
.  state  of  public  opinion  concerning  the  future  fate  of  the 
Jniversity  and  its  present  ability  to  meet  the  needs  of  stu- 
lents,  would  be  created,  that  only  the  highest  tide  of  pros- 
erity  and  the  most  wide-spread  tidings  of  ultimate  success 
ould  counteract.  We  therefore  recommend,  without  propos- 
lg  any  resolutions  to  that  effect,  that  the  individual  members 
f  the  Board  consider  the  whole  subject  of  the  finances  of 
le  University  of  the  South,  at  this  crisis  in  its  affairs,  one 
>  be  treated  confidentially,  within  the  circle  of  those  whose 
usiness  or  right  it  is  to  know  about  and  deal  with  the 
latter.

(2)  Your  Committee  considers  the  situation  a  most  grave 
one,  fraught  with  danger  and  involving  some  questions  of 
strict  business  principle  and  wise  financial  policy.  But,  at  the  j 
same  time,  we  do  not  deem  it  by  any  means  a  hopeless  case. ! 
There  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  immediate  relief,  and  for 
such  provision  as  will  prevent  a  relapse,  and,  indeed,  for  such, 
prompt  and  efficient  action  as  will  establish  the  institution' 
..pon  a  sound  and  permanent  foundation.  But  every  immedi-j 
ate  peril  can  be  averted,  and,  probably  any  injurious  results, 
jf  the  present  situation  can  be  counteracted,  by  securing  a 
sufficient  amount  of  money  contributions. 

(3)  To  that  subject,  therefore,  we  address  ourselves: 
Your  Committee  has  taken  into  consideration  the  expedients! 

that  have  been  suggested  in  the  discussions  of  the  Board  at' 
this  meeting  up  to  this  time.  We  believe  that  the  object  which 
should  be  presented  to  the  public  is  the  securing  of  the  amount 
of  contributions  required,  in  order  to  obtain  the  sum  of  money 
conditionally  promised  by  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  and,  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  equip  and 
operate  the  building  which  his  gift  will  erect.  In  presenting 
this  object,  we  believe  that  the  only  expedient  agency  will  be 
that  of  some  one  man,  chosen  because  of  his  superlative  fitness 
for  such  a  business.  And,  it  should  be  within  his  province 
to  employ  such  subsidiary  and  co-operative  agencies  as  he,  its 
his  supreme  responsibility,  may  deem  advisable. 

'  (4)  It  may  be  intrusion  upon  the  province  of  the  Endow] 
ment  Committee  for  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  deal  at  alj 
Avith  the  subject  But  the  matter  is  germane  to  the  subjec 
before  us,  and  cannot  be  entirely  omitted  from  recommendal 
tions  looking  to  the  improvement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  University.  All  that  is  done  financially  for  the  institu 
tion,  short  of  a  sufficient  endowment  is  in  the  nature  of  re1 
lief,  and  does  not  effect  a  cure. 

When  we  consider  that  today,  the  grand  total  of  endowmer 
funds  of  all  kinds  belonging  to  this  University  is  only  $174 
925,  and  that  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  disbursement 
amounted  to  $109,178.21,  it  seems  almost  a  miracle  of  favorin 
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Providence;  it  certainly  is  the  result  of  superb  management 
p~  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  and  the  other  officers  of  the  Univer- 

sity, that  she  has  survived  to  celebrate  her  semi-centennial, 
much  more,  that  her  total  practical  indebtedness  amounts  to 
jnly  $86,340.93.  It  may  be  helpful  to  note  here  comparatively, 
hat,  according  to  the  "World  Almanac,"  for  1903,  which  re- 
ported the  amount  of  productive  funds  belonging  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  as  $185,581 ;  the  productive  funds  of 
)ther  church  colleges  were  as  follows:

which  as  an  immediate  goal  should  be  not  less  than  $500,000, 
e  ultimate  aim  of  which  should  be  a  .million  dollars.

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  what  was  set  for 
in  this  exhibit  regarding  the  number  of  those  being  condition* 
and  is  further  alleged  as  one  of  the  potent  reasons  why  su 
students  become  dissatisfied  and  fail  to  return  after  the  wint 
vacation.  It  is  at  this  period  of  the  Academic  course  in  t 
failure  to  prosecute  their  studies,  where  the  greatest  loss 
the  number  of  students  occurs.  The  cause  is  this,  studer 
from  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School  and  elsewhere  enter  t) 
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Tniversity  with  no  vacation,  and  being  relieved  from  part 
f  their  former  strict  discipline,  begin  the  summer  term  with 
;any  distractions,  mentally  weary,  and  at  a  season  when  the 
udent  is  least  inclined  to  study.  The  result  is,  that  the  stu- 
;nt  falls  behind  in  his  work  later  on,  when  he  is  held  re- 
ionsible  for  his  failure.  He  becomes  discouraged,  his  parents 
ssatisfied,  and,  as  a  consequence,  he  may  leave  the  University 
the  end  of  the  term.

(ink,  should  be  made. 

The  Dean  suggests  that  the  fee  of  the  school  might  wisely 
:   increased  to  $ioo,  thus  conforming  to  the  fees   of  other 
stitutions  in  the  State  which  have  recently  been  increased. 
The  report  of  the  Dean  deplores  the  decrease  in  the  number 
the  students,   but   we  are   glad   to   note  "that   in  personal 
d  preliminary  qualifications,  the  present  class  is  much  above 
e  average."     The  excellent  work  of  the  devoted  Dean  and 
5  able  faculty  is  attested  both  by  State  examining  boards,  and 
the  success  of  the  school.     Wherever  the  school  has  been 
presented    by    graduates    who    have    begun,    continued    and 
ded  their  course  in  medicine  under  our  faculty,  the  result 
s    been   a   credit    to    Sewanee.     Unfortunately,    there   have 
in  many  instances  of  graduates  who,  not  having  taken  the 
1    course    here,    have    failed   before    State    examiners,    and 
ve  thus  lowered  the  otherwise  high  percentage  of  success- 
examinations,  and  in  like  measure  impaired  the  reputation 
our  school.     In   the  spirit  of  helpfulness,   rather   than  of 
ticism  and   recognizing   that  the  condition   described   is  as 
welcome  to  our  medical   faculty  as  to  ourselves,  we  have 
iught  it  well  to  suggest  that  so  soon  as  it  may  be  wisely 
le,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  medical  faculty  should  require 
all  graduates   that   they  give  satisfactory   evidence  to  the 
■fessors  of  fundamental  branches  of  Medicine,  of  their  pro- 
ency  in  such  branches.    We  realize  that  entrance  upon  pub- 
ied    schedules,    with    published    requirements    constitutes    a 
tract  which  we  would  not,  by  precipitate  action,  have  the 
ool  break.

The  Bishop  of  Florida,  nominated  for  the  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Historiographer,  caused  by  the  death 
of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Glass;  the  nomina- 
tion was  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported  for  the 
Committee  on  the  Grammar  School,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Grammar  School  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  report  that  they  have  read  with  much  interest  the 
report  of  the  Head  Master  of  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School, 
transmitted  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  you  Board;  that  they, 
so   far  as   has  been   possible,   have  conferred   with   the  Vice- 
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Chancellor  in  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  that  report; 
and   that   they   have   visited   the   Grammar   School,   and   had 
an    extended   conference    with    the    Head    Master   as    to    the 
condition  of  the  school,  its  present  necessities  and   its  pros-    , 
pects. 

Your    committee    are    pleased    to   Teport    that    the    general 
result  of  these  conferences  and  inquiries  has  been  satisfactory. 
They  believe  that  the  school  has  been  xloing  excellent  work, 
that  its  present  condition  is  in  the  main,  satisfactory,  and  that 
it  has   a   fair  prospect   of  increasing  success   and   usefulness,   i 
That  it  has  been  for  years  the  chief  source  of  income  among 
the  departments  reporting  to  this  Board  is  well  known,  and  ' 
while  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  it  might  be  well  to 
devote  a  somewhat  larger  portion  of  this  income  to  the  better-   ' 
ment  and  development  of  the  school  itself,  yet  there  is  no  rea- 
son why  the  Grammar  School  by  the  legitimate  profits  incident 
to  such  an  enterprise,  should  not  continue  to  be  one  of  the 
sources  of  income  towards  the  support  of  the  general  wort   j 
of  the  University. 

The  Head  Master's  report  concludes  with  three  recommen-  ' 
dations.     The  first  of  these,  in  relation  to  a  change  from  a  ! 
summer  term  to  a  winter  term,  has  already  been  fully  con- 
sidered,   and    for    the    time,    disposed    of   by    this    Board    of  , 
Trustees.     The   second   recommendation,   urging   the   import-  j 
ance  of  a  permanent  faculty  for  the  Grammar  School,  com-  j 
mands  our  entire  sympathy  and  approval.    So  far  as  your  com-  j 
mittee  understand  the  situation,  the  question  as  to  the  perma-  j 
nency,    or    rather,    the    reasonable    length    of    service   of   the  '■ 
Masters  in  the  Grammar  School,  seems  essentially  connected 
with  the  question  of  the  adequacy  of  the  renumeration  allowed 
them.     This  is  a  matter,  which,  in  its  practical  details,  must 
necessarily  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
the  Head  Master.     Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the   Grammar   School   should  be  liberally  dealt   with   in   this 
matter,  and  that  the  compensation  allowed  those  who  serve 
in  this  most  important  department,  should  be  such  as  to  en- 
courage   zealous    work   and    to   justify   our   best   teachers    in 
continuing  in   these  positions. 
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The  third  recommendation  of  the  Head  Master,  so  far  as 
it  would  seem  to  require  all  boys  entering  the  Grammar 
School  to  come  with  full  military  uniforms,  etc.,  is,  in  the 
judgment  of  your  committee,  impracticable,  though  they  see 
no  objection  to  suggesting  and  even  urging  this  upon  appli- 
cants, so  far  as  it  may  be  practicable.  This,  however,  would 
seem  to  be  a  matter  of  detail  upon  which  this  Board  should 
not  be  called  upon  to  act 

As  to  what  is  implied  in  the  Head  Master's  recommenda- 
tion "that  the  school  be  made  a  strict  military  one"  your 
committee  do  not  feel  sure  that  they  fully  understand  all  that 
may  be  implied  in  the  phrase.  They  are,  however,  satisfied 
that  the  military  feature  of  the  school  life  is  of  great  service 
in  the  discipline  and  development  of  the  pupils,  and  they 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  continued  and  developed 
so  far  as  it  may  serve  these  ends. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Head 
Master  of  the  Grammar  School  be  urged  to  consider  the  im- 
portance of  securing  a  faculty  for  the  Grammar  School,  com- 
posed of  teachers  who  will  continue  from  year  to  year,  and 
to  that  end  that  they  make  those  positions  such  as  may  en- 
courage such  continuance  of  tenure. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  pupils  in  the  Grammar  School  be 
required  to  wear  their  uniforms  at  all  times  during  their 
presence  on  the  mountain  during  term  time.

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  reported  as  follows  for  the 
Committee  on  a  Memorial  to  the  late  Mrs.  Hodgson,: 
and  the  report  was  received  and  adopted  by  a  risingj 
vote  of  the  Board: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
hereby  records  its  profound  sense  of  the  great  loss  which 
Sewanee  has  suffered  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Frances  Glenj 
Hodgson,  widow  of  the  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson,  D.D.,  former 
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Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  Dean  of  the  Theologi- 
cal  Department. 

Mrs.  Hodgson,  during  a  period  of  nearly  thirty  years, 
proved  herself  to  be  a  noble  and  generous  benefactor  to  the 
University,  and  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary  as  well  as 
:he  beautiful  St.  Luke's  Chapel,  just  completed,  are  the  con- 
spicuous and  permanent  evidences  of  her  devotion.  But 
greater  than  any  material  gift  was  the  influence  of  her  beau- 
iful  and  saintly  character,  which  made  her  the  foremost 
>ersonality  in  the  social  life  of  Sewanee.  Her  lofty  concep- 
ion  of  Christian  duty,  her  sweet  charm  of  manner  and  per-

o  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen. — Your  Committee  on  Memorial  to  Maj.  Fair- 
inks  begs  leave  to  report  the  following  testimonial : 
Major  George  Rainsford  Fairbanks,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  de- 
irted  this  life  on  August  3,  1906.  As  you  all  know,  he  was 
le  of  that  noble  band  which  assembled  on  Lookout  Mountain 
establish  a  University  for  the  South.  The  ideal  which 
as  then  developed,  became  fixed  in  his  mind,  and  from  that 
ne  till  his  death,  he  worked  to  accomplish  in  fact  the 
nbitious  and  holy  purpose  enshrined  in  this  ideal.  Strong 
xsonality  is  the  result  of  strong  grasp  of  a  high  object 
hen  the  soul  goes  out  of  itself,  and  lives  to  carry  out,  under 
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God,  some  design  beyond  the  ordinary  power  of  man,  the  life: 
of  the  individual  becomes  dwarfed  in  his  own  eyes,  and  he 
sees  himself  simply  an  unimportant  factor.  The  greatness  of 
the  design  destroys  petty  pride  and  worldly  ambition,  and 
develops  true  personality,  develops  the  latent  powers  of 
self-reliance,  earnestness,  responsibility,  gentleness,  consid- 
eration for  others,  humility,  and  consecration.  i 

Major  Fairbanks  was  a  man  of  marked  personality.  Essen-i 
tially  a  useful  man,  he  was  always  ready  to  carry  out  any 
undertaking,  doing  what  he  could,  and  being  on  hand  to  do  it: 

Although  the  last  remnant  of  the  labors  of  those  wise  and 
liberal  men  who  planned  this  University  had  been  shatterec 
by  the  war,  his  courage  did  not  fail,  and  he  toiled  up  this 
mountain  and  built  his  log  cabin  by  the  side  of  Bishop  Quin-1 
tard,  and  he  became  builder,  teacher,  land-agent,  supervisor 
lecturer,  and  historian.  He  occupied  any  position  whicf 
needed  his  care,  and  in  those  early  days,  how  many  position: 
did  he  fill!  We  all  know  how  often  we  had  to  appear  to  hin 
for  information  and  advice.  He  kept  in  his  mind  all  the  need 
of  the  University,  its  various  changes  of  administration,  an< 
its  various  developments.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  saying  toi 
much  when  we  give  him  credit  for  writing  at  least  one-hal 
of  the  reports  of  this  Board.  Every  one  knew  he  could  ob 
tain  accurate  information  from  Maj.  Fairbanks,  and  as  j 
result,  he  was  constantly  appealed,  to  and  must  have  in 
fluenced  the  decisions  given  in  the  other  half. 

Major  Fairbanks,  while  never  pushing  himself  forward 
while  rather  holding  himself  in  the  background,  was  indee! 
the  central  figure  on  the  mountain.  Ready  to  work,  able  t 
work,  and  constantly  at  work,  Major  Fairbanks  was  one  c 
the  strong  factors  in  the  development  of  the  University  c 
the  South.  In  seeking  to  show  our  appreciation  of  him  as  \ 
Christian  of  unique  personality,  and  as  an  important  raemb< 
of  this  Board,  we  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  (i),  In  the  death  of  Major  George  Rainsfoi 
Fairbanks,  this  Board  has  lost  one  of  its  most  valued  an 
valuable  members. 
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Resolved  (2),  This  Board  desires  to  express  to  his  widow 
and  children  its  sympathy  and  its  profound  appreciation  of 
their  loss.

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  submitted  a  report  from 
the  Sanitary  Committee,  as  a  matter  of  information. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  reported  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Theological  Department.  Resolution  No. 
1  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee;  Resolution 
No.  2  was  adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  have  been  especially  impressed  with  that 
portion  of  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment in  which  he  emphasizes  the  fact,  that,  while  the  free  air 
of  Sewanee  and  the  intimate  association  with  the  general  life 
>of  the  University  tends  to  create,  .and  has  created  an  excep- 
tional independence  of  thought  among  the  students  of  The- 
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ology,  yet,  that  these  men  who  have  gone  forth  from  Sewanee 
and  represent  its  influence  and  training  have  made  a  reputa- 
tion for  seriousness  and  definiteness  of  religion  conviction 
most  creditable  in  every  way  to  the  true  catholicity  of  our 
Theological  Department 

Your  Committee  are  convinced  that  this  claim  for  our  Se- 
wanee clergy  is  not  overstated.  They  have  examined  the  work 
of  the  department,  and  find  that  never  before  has  it  been 
quite  up  to  the  present  mark  in  numbers,  and,  in  certain 
respects,  in  efficiency  also.-  In  only  two  respects  are  we 
tempted  to  express  misgivings,  viz:  the  fact  that  so  many 
students  are  applying  for  admission  to  the  department  with- 
out adequate  preparation  in  the  learned  languages  is  one  symp-: 
torn  of  the  trend  of  the  time,  which,  by  depreciating  the  study 
of  Latin  and  Greek  threatens  education  with  superficiality 
and  crass  utilitarianism,  and  if  not  checked,  will  more  and 
more  belittle  Theological  learning."  There  is  no  doubt,  that 
sheer  ignorance  of  the  true  philosophy  of  the  Incarnation  is 
responsible  for  many  of  the  crude  denials  of  the  faith  which; 
are  current  in  our  day.  We  need  to  emphasize  the  very  great 
importance  of  a  thorough  and  complete  course  of  Theological1 
study  for  our  candidates  for  orders  as  absolutely  necessary  to 
them,  if  they  are  to  make  full  proof  of  their  ministry.  In 
the  second  place,  your  Committee  would  urge  the  Theological 
faculty  to  see  to  it,  that  the  close  association  of  the  depart-i 
ment  with  the  University  be  not  permitted  to  become  harm-] 
ful  in  its  tendency  to  secularize  the  students  of  Theology,  and 
blunt  their  sensibility  to  the  fact,  that  they  are  responsible 
to  the  church  in  an  institution  like  this,  for  setting  an  example 
of  spiritual  reality  and  gravity  of  demeanor,  and  reverent 
earnestness,  with  which  mere  frivolity  of  speech  and  action  ar? 
quite  inconsistent.  We  are  aware  that  this  has  always  been  the 
strength  and  weakness  of  our  department;  we  are  also  aware 
that  so  far,  our  faculty  has  made  it  increasing  strength  anc 
power. 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  record  another  honor  to  th< 
Theological  Department,  won  by  the  recently  published  boo! 
of  its  own  illustrious  Dean,  entitled,  "The  Gospel  According 
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to  St  Paul,"  which  has  been  received  by  scholars  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic  with  unstinted  praise. 

The  statistics  for  the  past  year  are  as  follows,  viz :  The 
number  of  students  has  been  thirty-one.  Number  of  pro- 
fessors -  and   instructors,  six. 

The  Summer  School  last  year  was  a  great  success  and  had 
thirty  students  and  five  lecturers. 

We  regret  to  say  that  the  support  of  the  department  has 
not  been  quite  satisfactory,  a  net  deficit  in  this  school  having 
been  reported,  amounting  to  $2,593.06.  This  indeed  is  in- 
excusable, when  we  consider  that  the  five  professors  who  give 
their  entire  time  to  this  work  receive  salaries  amounting  to 
only  $6,700,  and  the  entire  amount  of  disbursements  in  the  de- 
partment for  the  year  was  only  $7,125.10,  of  which  $1,500  was 
met  by  the  Tustin  Fund.  In  other  words,  an  amount  of 
5,ooo  contributed  by  eighteen  Dioceses,  belonging  to  this 
Board — or,  an  average  of  less  than  $350  apiece — would  amply 
meet  all  our  needs.  As  it  is,  the  present  apportionment  is 
only  for  $4,800,  and  in  several  instances  it  is  never  paid. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  the 
estimate  of  the  fiscal  year  for  these  contributions  makes  it 
mpossible  for  us  to  give  a  clear  and  accurate  report  of  the 
nonies  received  from  the  several  Dioceses.  We  append,  how- 
rver,  a  schedule  of  the  present  apportionment,  with  a  sugges- 
:ion  of  its  possible  increase. 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  note  that  the  sum  of  $3,165 
las  been  contributed  towards  the  endowment  of  the  Quintard 
Vtemorial  Professorship,  and  is  properly  invested.

We  found  the  Medical  building,  the  Hotel  building,  the 
Quintard  memorial,  and  others  in  very  good  condition,  but 
we  think  attention  should  be  called  to  a  condition  we  found 
while  scanning  the  interior  of  the  Hodgson  Memorial  chapelJ 
We  found  some  places  in  the  windows  where  the  panes 
seemed  pressed  out  of  position,  and  actual  spaces  and  cracks' 
between  the  glass  and  frames,  indicating  imperfect  work  iri 
putting  the  windows  in. 

And,  perhaps,  a  more  serious  thing  is  that  the  appearance 
presented  where  the  stone  arches  above  the  windows  touch1 
the  plaster,  reaching  out  from  the  same,  an  imperfect  and 
unfinished   condition  strikes  the  vision  unpleasantly. 

We  did  not  find  anything  further  demanding  attention,  bui 
cannot  close  our  report  without  expressing  our  appreciatior 
of  the  beautiful  stone  chapel  at  St.  Luke's,  erected  by  Mrs 
Telfair  Hodgson  and  members  of  the  family  as  a  memoriaj 
of  her  beloved  husband,  the  highly  valued  and  esteemed  Rev 
Telfair  Hodgson,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  for  many  years  the  Vice 
Chancellor  of  this  University.

ment,  and  be  authorized  to  supplement  his  efforts  by  sucl 
auxiliary  methods  as  they  may  deem  expedient  in  pressin;

To  summarize  the  present  outlook  in  the  matter  of  propose' 
gifts,  and  the  funds  to  be  raised  in  order  to  secure  said  gift 
we  would  state — in  accordance  with  information  presented  Ij 
the  Vice-Chancellor — that  a  gift  of  $60,000  is  offered  on  coi 
dition  either  that  the  debt  of  the  University  be  liquidated,  i 
that  a  sum  be  secured  for  investment  whose  interest  wi 
meet  and  offset  the  interest  of  the  debt;  and  we  would  alj 
state  that  the  further  sum  of  $75,000  will  be  available  as  so<j 
as  the  $25,000  can  be  provided  by  the  University. 
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The  provision  of  the  $25,000  here  named  will,  therefore,  en- 
able compliance  with  the  conditioned  gift  of  $60,000  above 
mentioned;  and  we  would  recommend  that  the  efforts  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Endowment  be  directed  to  secure  immedi- 
itely,  the  definite  sum  of  $100,000,  which  will  include  the 
required  $25,000,  and  also  a  fund  to  equip  and  endow  the 
scientific  department 

Bearing  in  mind  several  expressions  on  the  part  of  members 
)f  the  Board  indicating  a  desire  at  once  to  make  contributions 
.0  the  cause,  we  recommend  that  opportunity  be  afforded  at 
his  session  to  members  of  the  Board  to  contribute,  as  may 
>e  their  pleasure,  to  a  fund  which  may  be  used  in  the  discre- 
ion  of  the  Committee  herein  proposed,  either  for  the  support 
•f  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment,  or  towards  the  $100,000 
bove  named.  ~_ 

We  recommend  the  following  resolutions:

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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR 
TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  1907 

Fhe  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
'ear  ending  March  1,  1907. 

Detailed  information  with  reference  to  the  work  of  the 
arious  Departments  is  contained  in  the  Reports  of  the  sev- 
ral  officers  in  charge,  and  may  therefore  be  omitted  here. 

I  shall  refer  briefly  to  some  of  the  principal  events  in  our 
Jniversity  year,  and  call  your  attention  as  well  to  our  present 
ondition. 

THE   DEATH   OF  MAJOR  FAIRBANKS. 

The  year  1906  is  memorable  in  the  history  of  the  Univer- 
ty  for  the  death  of  Major  George  Rainsford  Fairbanks, 
hich  occurred  at  his  home  on  the  third  of  August,  1906. 
[e  was  stricken  with  his  fatal  illness  while  sitting  in  the 
ice-Chancellor's  office,  discussing  with  me  some  Univer- 
ty  matters.  From  the  beginning  the  physicians  had  but 
ttle  hope  of  his  recovery,  but  so  remarkable  was  his  vital- 
y  that  he  lived  a  week  longer. 

Major  Fairbanks  was  born  in  Watertown,  New  York,  July 

1820,  and  died  at  Sewanee  in  his  eighty-seventh  year.     His 

iginal  American  ancestor  was  Jonathan  Fairbanks,  of  York- 

wn,    England,    who    came    to    Boston    with   John    Winthrop 

1633.     Major    Fairbanks   graduated    at    Union    College    in 
39,  and  in    1842  went  to   St.   Augustine,   Florida,  as   Clerk  _. 

the  United  States  Superior  and  District  Courts,  Werthmi  Z,Ct**'&lf*— 
istrict  of  Florida  1842-46.     He  was  a  member  of  the  State 
:nate    1846-48,   and   a   candidate   for   Presidential    elector   in 
48.     In   1862  he  was  commissioned  Major  on  the  Staff  of 
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the  Army  of  Tennessee,  and  served  throughout  the  war, 
thereafter  returning  to  Sewanee.  One  of  the  founders  of 
the  University,  he  has  been  continuously  one  of  its  officers 
or  trustees.  He  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  press,  the 
author  of  a  lecture,  "The  Early  Churchmen  of  Florida;"  a 
pamphlet,  "Eulogy  Upon  the  Death  of  Andrew  Jackson'; 
(1845)  ;  and  three  books,  "History  and  Antiquities  of  St 
Augustine,"  "History  of  Florida"  and  "History  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South."  f 

He  was  the  oldest  surviving  member  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Church. 

The  funeral  services  took  place  from  St.  Augustine': 
Chapel,  and  the  interment  was  in  Sewanee's  quiet  little  ceme- 
tery, where  sleep  others  who  have  labored  for  Sewanee  ain 
loved  her. 

The  following  is  the  Minute  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  ii 
reference  to  Major  Fairbanks : 

"In  the  death  of  Major  George  R.  Fairbanks  there  ha 
been  severed  the  only  personal  association  that  has  attende 
the  entire  course  of  the  history  of  Sewanee,  from  the  incep 
tion  of  the  idea  of  the  University  of  the  South  fifty  year 
ago  to  the  present  time.  That  association  has  been  the  clos 
est  and  the  most  continuous  possible  during  the  whole  peria 
specified.  There  has  been  nothing  in  the  internal  or  extei 
nal  life  of  the  University  or  of  the  community  with  whio 
Major  Fairbanks  has  not  been  intimately  connected.  H 
was  equally  a  partner  in  the  great  plans  and  preparatior! 
before  the  Civil  War,  and  in  the  act  of  faith  to  which  w 
owe  the  humbler  new  birth  of  our  University  after  the  wa 
His  devotion  has  been  complete,  and  his  services,  indef; 
tigable  in  the  face  of  untold  difficulties  and  discouragement 
We  owe  to  him  the  preservation  of  our  records,  the  prepj 
ration  of  our  history,  the  constant  and  consistent  upholdiij 
of  our  traditions  and  ideals.  He  has  been  a  business  coui 
sellor  to  our  Vice-Chancellor,  a  devout  and  regular  atteni 
ant  at  our  Chapel  services,  an  active  and  interested  memb 
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>f  our  social  and  literary  club,  a  personal  friend  of  us  all, 
o  the  last  moment  of  his  useful,  honorable  and  honored 
ife.  He  has  held  an  unbroken  membership  in  our  Board 
•f  Trustees  throughout  its  entire  existence,  or  succession  of 
xistences,  and  has  received  within  his  lifetime  the  rare  and 
rateful  expression  of  its  love,  honor  and  appreciation." 

Since  writing  the  above,  our  community  has  been  shocked 
y  the  sudden  death  of  Mrs.  Fanny  G.  Hodgson,  widow  of 
ur  Third  Vice-Chancellor  and  former  Dean  of  the  Theo- 
igical.  Department.  For  almost  thirty  years  Mrs.  Hodgson 
as  been  a  resident  of  Sewanee.  She  was  a  noble  and  gen- 
rous  woman — a  true  friend  to  the  University  and  to  the 
Dmmunity. 

She  died  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  June  13th.  The 
meral  services  were  from  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  the  fol- 
)wing  day  at  2  o'clock,  and  the  body  was  taken  to  Rich- 
lond,  Virginia,  for  interment.

HEBDOMADAL  BOARD 

The  following  Resolutions  were  referred  -by  your  Board 
>  the  Hebdomadal  Board  for  its  consideration  (Journal  of 
roceedings,  1906,  pp.  45  and  46)  : 

"That  this  Board  recommend  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
:  the  University  that  the  Sunday  night  Chapel  services  be 
ade  optional  with  the  Gownsmen,  it  being  made  known  to 
e  Gownsmen  that  this  is  done  in  the  belief  that  they  will 
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voluntarily   exercise  the  privilege  of  attending  Divine  Wor- 
ship on  Sunday  night" 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  deems  it  inexpedient  at  this  time 
to  make  the  change  suggested.     It  believes  that  the  present 
system  of  compulsory  Chapel  attendance,  with  a  liberal  allow- 
ance of  excused  absences,  is  better  than  the  attempt  to  com-  j 
bine    a    voluntary    with    a    compulsory    system    of    discipline, ! 
which   is   what  is  contemplated  in  the  Resolution.     The  two ! 
systems    are    radically    different,    and    cannot    very    well    be! 
worked   together   without   detriment  to   both. 

Experience  has  shown  that  under  the  present  system  quite! 
a  number  of  Gownsmen  avail  themselves  of  the  absences! 
allowed  them,  to  sit  with  the  congregation  at  the  Sunday 
night  services.  It  is  feared  that  any  increase  in  the  number; 
of  those  who  sit  out  of  their  regular  seats,  especially  if  act- 
ing as  escorts  to  summer  girls  would  tend  still  further  to  com-j 
plicate  the  problem  of  discipline. 

The  second  resolution  reads:  j 

"That  no  Academic  student  shall  be  eligible  to  memberJ 
ship  in  a  fraternity  until  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Academic  Department  for  one  year." 

Ever  since  fraternities  were  established  at  the  Univer 
sity  the  question  of  a  time  limit  for  the  initiation  of  stu 
dents  has  received  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Heb 
domadal  Board.  In  fact,  the  whole  subject  of  fraternitj 
restrictions  has  been  gone  over  from  time  to  time,  care 
fully  and  deliberately,  often  after  consultation  with  repre 
sentative  Fraternity  committees,  and  the  Board  is  satisfies 
that  the  present  regulation  should  remain  in  force. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  respectfully  requests  that  the  Boar< 
of  Trustees  will  never  legislate  in  matters  affecting  th; 
internal  administration  without  first  conferring  with  thi 
officers  in  charge  of  the  several  departments,  who  may  a 
able  to  give  valuable  information  acquired- from  experience 

At  a  recent  joint  meeting  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  ani 
Academic  Faculty,  it  was  resolved  (only  one  dissenting  vote! 
that  it  was  not  only  expedient,  but  necessary,  to  change  th 
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long  vacation  from  winter  to  summer,  and  for  the  following 
reasons : 

First,  Our  system  is  out  of  harmony  with  the  educational 
systems  of  the  United  States,  both  in  relation  to  secondary 
schools  and  higher  institutions  of  learning.  Our  scholastic 
year,  beginning  as  it  does  about  July  1st,  allows  no  vacation 
to  graduates  of  other  preparatory  schools,  who  are  conse- 
quently prejudiced  in  favor  of  other  universities.  The  loss 
in  numbers  on  this  account  alone  is  estimated  to  be  consider- 
able. 

Secondly,  Sewanee  is  becoming  every  year  more  and  more 
of  a  summer  resort,  and  the  distractions  arising  therefrom 
constitute  a  serious  pedagogic  problem,  especially  in  the 
:ase  of  new  and  young  students,  who  fall  behind  in  their 
work,  become  discouraged,  and  because  of  failure  in  their 
;xaminations  do  not  return  at  the  opening  of  the  spring 
erm. 

Thirdly,  A  summer  vacation  would  better  enable  students 
:o  make  up  deficiencies  for  the  scholastic  year  just  ending, 
md  would  in  other  ways  strengthen  the  class  system. 

Our  students  find  the  pleasure  of  a  winter  vacation  some- 
yhat  marred  by  the  absence  of  their  friends  and  associates, 
vho  are  off  at  school  or  college.  Becoming  tired  of  the 
ong  vacation,  they  oftentimes  either  go  to  some  other  insti- 
ution  or  yield  to  the  material  attractions  of  lucrative  employ- 
nent. 
Fourthly,  The  necessity  of  students  being  away  from  their 
omes  in  summer  on  account  of  malaria  does  not  seem  to 
e  as  imperative  as  in  the  past,  and  is  becoming  less  so  year 
,y  year.  The  difficulty  of  doing  mental  work  in  the  heat 
f  summer  is  recognized  by  all  institutions  of  learning.  Our 
wn  professors  will  testify  that  the  work  of  students  during 
ae  summer  term  does  not  compare  at  all  favorably  with 
je  work  of  the  other  terms,  due  partly  to  the  heat  and 
artly  to  the  distractions  of  the  summer  girl. 

Fifthly,  Sewanee  would  greatly  benefit  materially  from  the 
acation  in  summer.     As  it  is  now,  the  place  is  a  deserted 
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village    during    the    winter    months,    and    for    at    least    one- 
fourth  of  the  year  there  is  a  state  of  complete  stagnation. 

Should  the  Board  of  Trustees  approve  of  the  proposed 
change  in  terms,  serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  the 
practical  details  incident  to  the  transition,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  and  Hebdomadal 
Board  be  audiorized  to  make  provision  therefor. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY  I 

The  third  session  of  the  Summer  School  of  Theology,' 
which  was  held  from  August  6th  to  August  21st,  1906,  was 
by  general  consent  the  most  successful  one  in  the  history 
of  the  undertaking.  The  number  of  clergymen  and  laymen 
enrolled  was  thirty,  representing  twelve  States.  The  leading 
features  of  the  session  of  1906  was  the  series  of  five  IecJ 
tures  on  St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  delivered  by  the 
Reverend  Henry  S.  Nash,  D.D.,  Professor  of  New  Testa- 
ment Interpretation  in  the  Episcopal  Theological  School  at 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  a  series  of  four  lectures  entitled 
"Chapters  in  the  Development  of  the  Papacy,"  delivered  by 
the  Very  Reverend  Charles  L:  Wells,  Ph.D.,  Dean  of  Christ 
Church  Cathedral,  New  Orleans,  La. 

Other  lectures  were  given  by  members  of  the  Theologica 
Faculty.  The  attendance  upon  all  the  lectures  was  large! 
than  ever  before. 

THE  LAW  DEPARTMENT 

I  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Captain  Albert  T 
McNeal,  who  has  been  Dean  of  the  Law  Department  sine 
the  beginning  of  the  scholastic  year  1901.  ! 

Prior  to  that  time  he  had  been  in  the  continuous  servicf 
of  the  University  as  a  Trustee  since  1875.  His  connectio 
with  the  University  extends,  therefore,  over  a  period  o 
thirty-two  years.  His  loyalty  and  interest  were  constantl 
employed  for  the  progress  and  development  of  the  Univei 
sity.  As  a  Trustee  he  gave  with  great  generosity  his  valua 
ble    time   and    service,    and    for    many   years    the    University 
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'  benefitted  by  his  wise  and  prudent  counsel.     He  leaves  Sewa- 

nee  to  take  up  his  residence  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Perhaps  the  Department  was  never  so  satisfactory  as 
during  this  Spring  Term.  The  enrollment  for  the  year  was 
twenty-two  as  against  eighteen  for  1905,  while  the  deficit 
was  only  $520.67,  as  against  $1,000.12  for  1905  and  $1,668.89 
for   1904. 

The  class  attendance  and  work  showed  a  marked  im- 
provement, and  the  outlook  was  altogether  more  encouraging. 

I  nominate  as  Captain  McNeal's  successor  Mr.  William 
Ephraim  Mikell,  of  South  Carolina,  Professor  in  the  Law 
Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  who  for 
several  summers  has  lectured  in  our  Law  Department,  and 
las  given  evidence  of  possessing  the  requisite  qualifications. 

ST.  LUKE'S  MEMORIAL  CHAPEL 

Erected  by  Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson  as  a  memorial  to  her 
msband,  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $24,150.79.  The 
irst  service  in  the  Chapel  was  on  the  morning  of  June  nth, 
907,  and  was  well  attended  by  the  Faculty  and  students  of 
he  Theological  Department,  by  other  officers  and  by  mem- 
bers of  the  community.  In  beauty  of  architecture,  it  must 
ank  first  among  our  University  buildings. 

Mrs.  Hodgson's  death  occurred  on  the  second  day  following 
le  opening  service  in  the  Chapel. 

QUINTARD   PROFESSORSHIP  OF  DOGMATIC 
THEOLOGY 

.  The  Senior  Class  of  the  Theological  Department  for  the 
ear  1898  undertook  to  found  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Quintard 
1  connection  with  the  Theological  Department  by  endow- 
jg  the  Chair  of  Dogmatic  Theology.  It  was  the  expressed 
esire  of  the  Class  that  the  fund  be  suffered  to  accumulate 

>  the  amount  of  $25,000  before  being  encroached  upon,   so 

>  in  a  measure  to  answer  the  purpose  of  its  foundation. 
in  September  22nd,  1903,  the  sum  of  $1,389  was  trans- 
:rred    to    the    Corporation    in    trust,    and    has    been    subse- 
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quently  increased  to  $3,165,  which  is  invested  by  the  Mortor 
Trust  Company  of  New  York  City  in  bond  and  mortgage 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  4%  per  cent. 

TAXING  SUIT  j 

Section  10  of  the  University  Charter  provides 
"That  said  University  may  hold  and  possess  as  much  lanj 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  buildings,  and  to  such  an  ex 
tent  as  may  be  sufficient  to  protect  said  Institution  and  th 
students  thereof  from  the  intrusion  of  evil-minded  person 
who  may  settle  near  said  Institution,  said  land,  howeve; 
not  to  exceed  10,000  acres;  one  thousand  of  which,  includin 
buildings  and  other  effects,  and  property  of  said  Corpon 
tion,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  as  long  as  said  lane 
belong  to  said  University." 

Notwithstanding  the  terms  of  the  Charter,  an  effort  w; 
made  by  State  officials  and  those  of  Franklin  County  ! 
1887  to  assess  all  this  University  property  for  taxation,  at 
also  to  back  assess  the  same.  An  injunction  suit  in  til 
Chancery  Court  of  Franklin  County  against  the  Trustej 
was  decided  adversely  to  the  University. 

Appealed  to  the.  Supreme  Court,  this  decision  was  r, 
versed,  and  an  opinion  handed  down  that  the  Charter  pr 
vision  exempted  the  property  from  taxation. 

Last  year  the  attempt  was  renewed  by  the  State  Reven 
Agent  for  the  middle  division  of  Tennessee,  although  si 
was  brought  against  the  leaseholders,  and  not  against  t1 
Corporation,  as   in  the   former  case.  -  : 

Early  in  last  August  notices  were  sent  to  a  number  j 
lessees  of  the  University  to  appear  in  Winchester  before  D.  j 
Osborne,  Trustee  of  Franklin  County,  on  August  13,  to  , 
assessed  and  back  assessed  for  the  years  1903,  '04,  '05  and  ' 

One  case,   that  of  Mrs.   M.   Hoeffer,   was  taken  up.     ,' 
was   back   assessed    from    1903   to    1905,    and   the   amount 
taxation  under  levies  of  those  years  placed  against  the  pr< 
erty    she    occupied,    including    penalty    and    interest.      Otl 
cases  were  continued  until  September  10. 
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This  was  done  under  a  provision  of  law  passed  by  the 
Legislature  in  1903,  which  provided  that  "all  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  should  be  assessed  for  State,  County 
and  Municipal  purposes,  except  such  as  are  declared  exempt 
in  the  second  section  of  the  Act." 

The  exemption  was  by  the  Act  limited  to  the  property 
of  the  general  government,  State,  Counties  and  Municipali- 
ties of  the  State,  and  all  property  belonging  to  any  religious, 
charitable,  scientific  or  educational  institution,  "when  used 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  for  which  said  institution  was 
created,  or  is  unimproved  and  yields  no  income,"  etc. 

A  meeting  of  the  leaseholders  was  held,  and  a  committee 
appointed  to  make  provision  for  defending  the  suit. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  the  litigation,  involving  as  it 
does,  taxable  property  valued  at  $300,000,  which  would  make 
the  tax  to  be  realized  for  three  years,  if  collected,  amount 
to  about  $15,000,  the  committee  employed  able  counsel, 
Messrs.  Spears  &  Lynch,  Vertrees  &  Vertrees,  Crownover 
&  Crabtree,  Albert  T.  McNeal  and  W.  L.  Myers. 

An  injunction  bill  was  filed  with  Federal  Judge  C.  D. 
31ark,  contending  that  a  Federal  question  was  involved; 
hat  Section  10,  Article  I,  of  the  Federal  Constitution  was 
lerogated,  which  section  prohibits  any  State  from  passing 
my  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  a  contract;  that  by 
naking  the  leasehold  rights  taxable,  the  contracts  entered 
nto  by  the  University  under  a  former  law  and  charter 
trovision  are  impaired,  and  the  rental  value  of  the  prop- 
erty decreased ;  also  that  the  title  of  the  land  is  involved, 
nasmuch  as  property  may  be  sold  under  the  judgment  of 
he  trustee  and  the  University  materially  damaged. 

The  University  made  itself  a  party  to  the  litigation,  and 
bgether  with  all  the  leaseholders,  as  complainants,  prayed 
he  Federal  Court  for  a  writ  of  injunction  to  restrain  the 
'evenue  Agent  and  Trustee  from  further  proceeding  with 
le  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  on  any  portion  of 
le  1,000  acres  involved,  and  from  any  attempt  to  advertise 
ar  sale,   or   to  sell   any  part  of  the   1,000  acres   for  taxes 
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levied  against  Mrs.  Hoeffer;  also  for  a  final  decree  that  will 
remove  any  chance  for  like  process  in  the  future. 

Judge  Clark  has  granted  the  injunction,  and  the  case  now 
goes  up  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  ;

BENEFACTORS 

As  reported  to  you  last  year,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Coffin,  Prea 
dent  of  the  General  Electric  Company,  has  generously  unde 
taken  to  raise  $150,000  for  general  endowment,  with  tl 
understanding  that  so  soon  as  the  sum  of  $100,000  is  s 
cured  it  will  be  turned  over  to  some  Trust  Company  to  1 
held  in  trust  by  it  for  ten  years.  During  that  period  tl 
income  is  to  be  paid  semi-annually  by  said  Trust  Compaij 
to  the  University,  but  at  the  expiration  of  the  period 
securities  and  cash  which  represent  the  principal  of 
fund,  together  with  the  increment  therefrom,  are  to  be  paj 
over  to  the  University  by  the  Trust  Company,  free  and  di 
charged  of  all  restrictions  or  reservation. 
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Mr.  Coffin  has  raised  up  to  date  the  sum  of  $66,000. 
A  few  months  ago  I  applied  to  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  for 
$100,000  with  which  to  huild  and  equip  a  Science  Hall  on 
condition  that  the  University  raise  $100,000  for  its  endow- 
ment I  had  considerable  correspondence  with  Mr.  James 
Bertram,  Private  Secretary  to  Mr.  Carnegie,  and  also  a 
personal    interview   with   him. 

Under  date  of  April  22,  1007,  Mr.  Bertram  writes : 
"Responding    to    your    communications    in    behalf    of    the' 
University  of  the  South,  Mr.   Carnegie  will  be  glad  to  pro- 
vide $60,000  to  pay  for  a   Science  Building   for  the  Univer- 
sity   of    the    South,    provided    you    first    collect    from    other 
contributors  $93,000  and  clear  off  your  debt." 

While  in  New  York  last  winter,  Bishop  Gailor  and  I  called 
3n  Mr.  J.  P.  Morgan,  who  offered  to  give  $10,000  to  pay  off 
>ur  bonded  indebtedness,  conditioned  upon  our  raising  the 
ralance. 

Mr.  Francis  Lynde  Stetson  writes  to  Bishop  Gailor  under 
late  of  February  8,    1907: 

"To-day  I  am  sending  to  Mr.  Beverly  Chew,  Treasurer 
Vlen's  Missionary  Thank  Offering  for  New  York,  $1,000 
owards  Endowment  Fund  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
n  answer  to  your  personal  appeal." 

The  Reverend  Percival  H.  Whaley,  D.D.,  of  Pensacola, 
Ha.,  has  given  $25  as  a  prize  to  be  awarded  "to  that  member

•n  the  finals  in  Hebrew  in  the  regular  course." 
Some  weeks  ago  a  party,  whose  name  cannot  be  revealed, 
ffered  to  give  $2,000  per  annum  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
rovided  that  the  University  could  make  a  place  on  its  Fac- 
lty  for  the  Reverend  William  Norman  Guthrie,  a  Master 
f  Arts  graduate  of  this  University ;  $1,500  was  to  be  applied 
j  Mr.  Guthrie's  salary  and  $500  to  the  purchase  of  books 
pr  the  Library,  or  to  the  payment  of  Mr.  Guthrie's  travel- 
ig  expenses,  when  lecturing  throughout  the  South  in  the 
iterest  of  the  University.  The  Hebdomadal  Board  ad- 
ised  the  acceptance  of  the  offer,  being  of  the  opinion  that 
tr.  Guthrie  could  be  most  helpful  by  delivering  lectures  in 
6 
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Belles  Lettres,  both  here  and  in  schools,  colleges  and  com-: 
munities  throughout  the  South.  The  Executive  Committee 
concurred  in  this  recommendation,  and  I  am  now  awaiting:

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  Applications  for  honorary  d 
grees,  calling  your  special  attention  to  a  memorial  from  tl 
Hebdomadal  Board,  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 
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TEXAS  LANDS 

Acting  under  your  authority,  I  sold  on  March  nth,  1907, 
to  J.  E.  Shropshire,  S.  W.  Hughes,  W.  W.  Jordan  and  H.  P. 
Jordan  the  two  320-acre  tracts  of  land  in  McCulloch  County, 
Texas,  known  as  H.  W.  A.  Bothner  Surveys  1246  and  1247, 
abstracts  Nos.  76  and  77,  for  the  sum  of  $3,520,  $880  in 
cash,  and  five  vendor's  lien  notes  of  $528  each,  payable  in 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  and  drawing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  8  per  cent  per  annum. 

At  the  request  of  the  Alumni  Association,  T  spent  the 
greater  part  of  our  winter  vacation  traveling  in  the  inter-

schools,  and  presenting  the  history  and  claims  of  the  Uni- 
versity before  congregations  and  church  clubs.  I  visiteo. 
he  following  cities :  Birmingham,  Tuscaloosa,  Greensboro, 
Montgomery,  Selma,  Mobile,  New  Orleans,  Atlanta,  Wash- 
ngton,  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  Char- 
eston,  Savannah  and  Jacksonville. 

In  several  of  the  cities,  notably  Birmingham,  Montgom- 
ry,  New  Orleans,  Atlanta,  New  York  and  Jacksonville,  the 
Uumni  gave  a  banquet  in  my  honor,  and  manifested  con- 
iderable  interest  in  reference  to  the  approaching  Semi- 
centennial Celebration. 

During  this  spring  I  visited  a  number  of  schools  and  col- 
;ges,  making  four  Commencement  Addresses  within  the 
1st  two  weeks.  Drs.  Swiggett,  Henneman  and  Sioussat  and 
ur  Chaplain  have  rendered  valuable  service  in  visiting 
:hools  and  making  addresses  throughout  the  South. 
■  In  consequence  of  this  vigorous  campaign,  I  anticipate  a 
ery  large  number  of  new  students  for  the  Academic  De- 
irtment  at  the  beginning  of  the  scholastic  year. 

UNIVERSITY  SALARIES 

From  a  very  careful  and  trustworthy  record  of  prices 
>mpiled  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  and 
iblished   in   the   Bulletin  of  the  Bureau   of  Labor,   No.  63, 
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March,   1906,  we  learn  what  a  rapid  and  continuous  advance' 
of  prices  has  gone  on  since  1896. 

Summarizing  the  prices  quoted,  the  Bulletin  says : 

"Wholesale  prices,  considering  all  commodities,  reached' 
a  higher  point  in  1905  than  at  any  other  time  during  the 
sixteen  years  covered  by  this  investigation.  .  .  .  The, 
1905  average,  compared  with  the  year  of  lowest  average 
prices  during  the  sixteen  years  from  1890  to  1905,  in  each 
of  the  general  groups  of  commodities,  shows  farm  products 
58.6  per  cent,  higher  than  in  1896;  food,  etc.,  29.7  per  cent 
higher  than  in  1896;  clothes  and  clothing,  22.9  per  cent 
higher  than  in  1897;  fuel  and  lighting,  394  per  cent  highei 
than  in  1894;  metals  and  implements,  41.8  per  cent  highei 
than  in  1898;  lumber  and  building  materials,  41.4  per  cent 
higher  than  in  1897;  drugs  and  chemicals,  24.1  per  cent 
higher  than  in  1895;  house  furnishing  goods,  21.5  per  cent 
higher  than  in  1897;  and  tne  articles  included  in  the  mis, 
cellaneous  group,  234  per  cent  higher  than  in  1896." 

A    comparison    of    these    authoritative    statements    appear 
to  justify  the   conclusion   that   the.  present   salary  paid   to 
University  professor  has   hardly   more   than  40  per  cent,   d 
the   purchasing   power   of   the    salary   established   twenty-fiy 
years  ago. 

Perhaps  no  class  has  suffered  more  from  the  rise  in  tli 
cost  of  living  than  university  professors. 

A  recent  publication  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  an 
Labor  indicates  that  the  wages  of  manual  laborers  are  ii 
creasing  just  now  faster  than  the  cost  of  living;  but  wid 
the  university  professor  the  reverse  is  the  case.  I 

This  constitutes  a  very  serious  problem.  The  salaries  ( 
this  University  have  always  been  less  than  those  of  ar 
other  institution  of  similar  grade.  Since  economic  cond 
tions  have  altered  so  materially,  our  professors  find  it  irj 
possible  to  support  their  families.  Our  University  ranks  hig 
in  the  educational  world.  This  has  been  brought  about  I 
the  labors  and  sacrifices  of  members  of  the  Faculty.  Tl 
only  way  to  remedy  this  hardship,   which   presses   especial 
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on  the  man  with  a  family,  is  to  secure  endowment  for  the 
especial  purpose  of  salary  readjustment,  as  has  been  done 
recently  at  Harvard. 

Not  a  word  of  complaint  has  ever  reached  me  from  any 
->l  our  officers.  On  that  account,  we  should  be  all  the  more 
inxious  to  relieve  them  of  their  necessities. 

Another  thing  to  be  considered  is  that  the  increased  cost 
)f  living  has  materially  lessened  the  income  from  our  board- 
ng  halls. 

The  failure  of  the  Bank  of  Winchester,  which  was  oper- 
tting  a  branch  here  at  Sewanee,  came  as  a  heavy  blow  to 
mr  community.  It  happened  at  a  most  opportune  time  for 
he  University — January  31 — when  we  were  in  vacation.  The 
unds  on  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  All  Saints'  Memorial 
>hapel  were  allowed  to  offset  an  overdraft  of  the  Corpora- 
ion,  and  by  that  arrangement  the  University  lost  nothing, 
"he  people  of  the  community  had  on  deposit  at  the  time 
bout  $40,000,  but  it  is  now  thought  that  the  depositors  will 
e  paid  nearly,  if  not  quite,  in  full.  The  few  who  owned 
:ock  in  the  bank  will  suffer  a  total  loss. 
At  the  urgent  request  of  our  residents,  I  co-operated  in 
le  movement  to  organize  a  local  bank  with  a  capital  stock 
f  $10,000,  which  has  resulted  in  relieving  the  people  ct 
teir  depression  and  embarrassment. 

In  closing  this  review,  I  must  again  call  your  attention 
1  the  fact  that  the  income  from  all  sources  does  not  nearly 
eet  the  immediate  needs  of  the  University;  that  the  deficit 
■r  each  of  the  past  four  years  averages  $7,000,  notwith- 
anding  the  low  standard  of  salaries  which  we  maintain, 
id  which  we  are  unable  to  increase  without  adequate  pub- 
:  help.  And  for  this  public  help  we  ask  with  the  most 
■rnest  hope  of  receiving  it,  and  with  the  pledge  that,  as 
the  past,  we  have  tried  to  use  economically  and  wisely 
ery  dollar  which  has  come  to  us;  so,  in  the  future,  we  will 
>  the  best  in  our  power  to  be  faithful  trustees  of  the  bene- 
ctions,  greater  and  greater,  we  hope,  which  the  coming 
ar,  and  those  which  are  to  follow,  will  bring  to  the  Uni- 
rsity  of  the  South. 
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"And   ye   shall    hallow    the    fiftieth    year, 
the  fiftieth  year  be  unto  you."

The  Fourth  of  July,  1907,  will  be  fifty  years  since  that 
gathering  on  Lookout  Mountain  for  the  purpose  of  taking; 
final  action  toward  the  establishment  of  a  great  university 
in  the  South.  It  was  to  be  the  church's  offering  to  the  cause! 
of  higher  education — the  united  effort  of  our  Southern  Dio-- 
ceses.  A  valuable  charter  was  obtained  from  the  State,  a 
domain  of  10,000  acres  secured,  and  the  sum  of  $500,000  of 
the  proposed  endowment  of  $3,000,000  raised.  On  the  iotb: 
of  October,  i860,  the  corner-stone  of  what  was  to  be  the 
central  edifice  of  a  group  of  University  buildings  was  laicj 
with  imposing  ceremony  in  the  presence  of  5,000  people; 
representing  every  class  and  station,  every  profession  ano 
calling,  a  most  democratic  gathering.  j 

A  Civil  War  soon  followed  and  shattered  the  hopes  anc 
fortunes  of  our  people,  but  there  were  those  who,  with  undy 
ing  faith,  although  without  money  or  encouragement,  under, 
took  to  refound  the  Institution. 

Day  by  day  it  has  been  growing  in  usefulness.  The  seed 
sown  in  those  gloomy  days  have  been  germinating  an< 
quickening  within  it.  It  is  not  here  for  to-day  or  to-morro-wj 
for  this  year  or  the  next,  but  for  all  time — a  possession  for 
ever,  so  far  as  human  things  can  be. 

Our  Founders  have  done  their  part.  Our  Professors  hav 
tried  to  do  their  part.  It  now  remains  for  the  people  3 
whose  door  this  offering  is  laid,  and  for  those  who  haw 
reaped  its  advantages  in  the  past,  to  do  their  part  likewis< 
Theirs  must  be  a  living  and  acting  part,  too,  or  it  will  b' 
vain  and  fruitless.  Neither  sympathy  nor  praise  nor  admj 
ration  will  suffice.  What  this  University  needs  to  mak 
the  most  of  itself,  what  the  South  needs  to  make  to  itse 
anything  of  this  University  is  downright,  actual,  daily  cc 
operation  and  aid  on  the  part  of  our  people.  They  mu: 
realize  to  themselves  what  such  an  Institution  has  bee 
worth,  is  worth  now  and  can  be  made  worth  to  them  an 
posterity. 
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This  is  the  work  that  devolves  upon  you  and  me.  The 
longer  it  is  postponed  the  longer  will  the  extended  useful- 
ness of  this  University  be  suspended. 

Have  we  the  faith  of  our  forefathers?  Shall  we  not  this 
day  make  our  beginning?

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REPORT  OF  ENDOWMENT  COMMITTEE 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  24,  1907. 

The  Endowment  Committee  beg  leave  to  report:  That  dur- 
ing the  year  loans  amounting  to  $9,400  have  been  paid  off; 
$1,224.63  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
for  investment,  being  gifts  received  by  the  University.  These 
amounts  have  been  invested,  together  with  $100.00  temporarily 
drawn  from  the  interest  account  to  complete  an  amount  nec- 
essary to  make  a  loan.  All  of  the  money  has  been  invested 
in  first  mortgages  on  improved  real  estate,  most  of  it  in 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee adopted  on  February  2,  1907,  at  a  meeting  held  in 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  the  Committee  has  loaned  to  the  Uni- 
versity Supply  Store  $5,500  of  the  Hubbard  Fund,  and  has 
placed  among  the  securities  of  said  fund  the  obligation  of 
the  corporation  for  that  amount,  signed  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor,  as  President.  The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Endowment  Treasurer,  and  the  securities  held  by  him,  were 
audited  on  March  1,  1907,  by  the  accountant  employed  by  the 
University,  and  reference  is  hereby  made  to  his  report 

The  Southern  Railway  bonds,  amounting  to  $50,000,  which 
are  in  the  safe  deposit  box  of  the  University,  in  the  vaults 
of  the  American  National  Bank,  Nashville,  were  audited  by 
the  Chairman  and  Mr.  W.  D.  Gale,  of  this  Committee,  during 
the  spring  last  past,  and  found  to  be  as  stated.
